Among  the  applications  for  wine  off-licences  at  the

(drug  department)  ;  Mr.  Gillibrand,  Blackburn ;  Mr.  F. 
Slawson.  Ph.C,  Matlock;  Parke's  Drug  Stores,  Ltd., 
Radlett ;  Mr.  G.  Brown,  chemist  and  druggist,  Bury 
(wine  and  spirit).  Mr.  Brown  has  been  granted  leave 
to  appeal. 

At  Leicester  Licensing  Sessions,  Mr.  G.  E.  Marfitt, 
chemist  and  druggist,  applied  for  a  spirits  off-licence 
for  his  shop  in  Hartington  Street.  It  was  stated  that 
the  application  was  based  mainly  on  the  ground  that 
spirits  were  frequently  included  in  doctors'  prescriptions. 
The  application  was  opposed  by  the  temperance  party 
and  others  as  being  entirely  unnecessary,  and  it  was 
contended  that  the  prescribing  of  spirits  by  a  doctor  was 
a  very  rare  occurrence  nowadays.  The  application  was 
refused.  Similar  applications  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  R.  J. 
Dickson,  chemist  and  druggist,  Wood  Hill,  and  H. . 
Densham,  chemist  and  druggist,  Highcross  Street,  were 
also  refused. 

Poisonings 

The  following  cases  of  fatal  poisoning,  among  others, 
have  been  recorded  since  our  last  report  ; — 

An  inquest  was  held  by  the  West  London  coroner,  on 
February  14,  on  the  body  of  Ebenezer  P.  Miller,  clerk, 
Niton  Street,  S.W.  It  appeared  that,  ever  since  his 
discharge  from  the  Army,  Miller  had  been  in  possession 
of  a  500-tablet  bottle  of  8.75  gr.  mercuric  chloride 
tablets,  which  was  found  to  be  half  full  at  the  time  of 
his  death.  The  medical  superintendent  of  the  Fulham 
Infirmary  certified  that  death  was  due  to  an  irritant 
poison,  and  added  that  5  gr.  of  mercuric  chloride  was 
the  smallest  recorded  fatal  dose.  It  was  not  ascertained 
how  many  of  the  tablets  had  been  taken  in  this  case. 
A  verdict  of  "  Suicide  while  of  unsound  mind  "  was 
recorded. 

At  Leicester,  on  February  15,  an  inquest  on  the  body 
of  Henry  W.  M.  Potts,  a  company's  secretary,  resulted 
in  a  "  Misadventure  "  verdict  to  the  effect  that  death 
was  due  to  Addison's  disease  accelerated  by  strychnine 
poisoning.  A  medical  witness  deposed  to  visiting  the 
deceased  and  finding  him  suffering  from  spasmodic  con- 
vulsions. In  response  to  a  question  as  to  what  he  had 
taken,  Potts  replied  that  he  had  had  some  pills  obtained 
from  a  man  unknown,  and  syrup  which  contained  strych- 
nine. The  syrup  bottle  could  not  be  found.  An  analysis 
of  the  pills  failed  to  reveal  strychnine  ;  but  in  the  case 
of  the  medicine  it  was  suggested  that  the  deceased  had 
neglected  to  shake  the  bottle,  with  the  result  that  the 
strychnine  might  accumulate  at  the  bottom,  so  that  the 
last  dose  would  be  very  strong.  The  coroner  remarked 
that  the  case  was  a  warning  to  everyone  not  to  take 
strong  drugs  unless  under  the  orders  of  a  doctor. 

Birmingham 

The  post  of  director  of  the  venereal  disease  department 
of  the  Birmingham  General  Hospital  is  vacant.  The 
salary  offered  is  £600  per  annum. 

The  city  analyst  (Mr.  J.  F.  Liverseege,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C), 
in  his  quarterly  report,  observes  that  the  Birmingham 
water  from  Wales  does  not  stain  aluminium,  although 
the  harder  water  does. 

Mr.  W.  Partridge  (Southall  Brothers  &  Barclay,  Ltd.) 
gave  an  interesting  lecture  on  "  Some  Cotswold  Country,*' 
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illustrated  by  lantern  slides  in  natural  colours,  before 
the  members  of  the  New  Church  Guild,  Handsworth, 
recently. 

A  successful  smoking  concert  was  held  by  the  Birming- 
ham section  of  the  British  Association  of  Chemists  at 
the  Queen's  Hotel  on  February  18.  The  President,  Dr. 
Herbert  Levinstein,  was  in  the  chair,  and  the  gathering 
included  several  pharmacists. 

A  meeting  of  the  local  section  of  the  Institute  of 
Chemistry  was  held  on  February  13,  when  Mr.  A.  Chaston 
Chapman,  F.R.S.,  President  of  the  Institute,  gave  an 
address  on  "  Some  of  the  Factors  which  make  for  Success 
in  Chemical  Practice." 

Manchester 

A  Yadil  advertisement  appeared  in  a  Manchester  paper 
recently,  inviting  100  patients  to  be  treated  free.  The 
response,  it  is  understood,  has  been  large. 

For  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  on  February  26,  a 
good  concert  (with  refreshments)  has  been  arranged,  and 
everything  augurs  well  for  a  happy  evening. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Simmons  (Salford),  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  will  be  the  chief 
guest  at  the  annual  dinner  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association,  at  the  Adelphi  Hotel,  on  February  27. 

A  well-known  city  firm  of  chemists  has  a  weighing- 
machine,  which,  when  the  establishment  is  closed,  is 
placed  in  the  entrance  of  the  shop,  so  that  all  and  sundry 
can  try  their  weight  after  the  usual  hours  of  business.

The  girl  admitted  putting 
poison  (said  to,  be  a  liniment  containing  aconite  and 
belladonna)  in  her  mother's  medicine  to  make  her  ill.

Window-smash. — The  windows  of  the  pharmacy  of 
Francis  &,  Co.,  chemists,  Manchester  Road,  Burnley,  were 
smashed  by  a»  runaway  horse  on  February  14,  causing 
damage  estimated  at  £50. 

Chemical  workers'  strike  settled. — We  learn  from 
May  &  Baker,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  Battersea, 
London,  S.W.,  that  the  labour  dispute  referred  to  in 
our  issue  of  February  9  (p.  182)  is  now  at  an  end,  those 
on  strike  having  resumed  work  unconditionally  on 
February  18. 

In  the  courts. — At  Guildhall  Police  Court,  London, 
on  February  18,  the  Magadi  Soda  Co.,  Ltd.,  Bishopsgate, 

E.  C.,  were  fined  £3  3s.  for  not  having  filed  with  the 
Registrar  of  Joint  Stock  Companies  a  notice  of  the  retire- 
ment of  a  previous  director. — In  Southend-on-Sea  County 
Court,  recently,  William  Desmond  Noble  was  fined  £5, 
with  costs,  for  exhibiting  and  using  the  title  "  chemist," 
he  not  being  a  duly  registered  person.

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Chemists'  and  Druggists' 
Society  of  Ireland 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists' 
Society  of  Ireland  was  held  on  February  13,  in  the 
Society's  rooms,  11  Waring  Street,  Belfast,  Mr.  Fred 
Storey  (President)  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  large 
attendance.  Mr.  J.  Moffett,  hon.  secretary,  read  his 
annual  report.  Mr.  S.  Gibson,  J. P.,  read  the  financial 
statement,  which  was  of  a  satisfactory  nature.  The 
President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said 
it  was  very  gratifying  to  note  that  the  membership 
had  again  increased,  but  he  would  not  feel  happy  until 
every  registered  druggist  is  a  member  of  the  Society. 
With  regard  to  the  Committees,  he  was  afraid  he  had 
been  very  exacting  with  the  Law  Committee,  having  to 
call  it  often  and  at  short  notice.  He  had  only  been 
absent  from  one  subcommittee  meeting  of  all  those  held 
during  the  year.  He  was  still  a  member  of  the  Council. 
He  had  rather  been  looking  forward  to  a  contest,  and 
he  had  no  doubt  in  his  mind  as  to  the  result.  When  a 
person  was  elected  to  a  position  of  that  kind  he  should 
attend  regularly  or  else  resign.  The  only  condition  laid 
down  with  regard  to  the  Haslett  medal  was  that  the 
winner  must  have  served  his  apprenticeship  with  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  or  registered  druggist.  Mr. 
Ferrari  had  indicated  a  very  interesting  and  peculiar 
position — .one  that  must  be  a  gratification  to  the  drug- 
gists. Out  of  twenty  who  passed,  the  first  three  with 
the  highest  marks  all  served  their  apprenticeship  with 
druggists.  This  was  remarkable,  as  the  majority  of 
those  who  passed  served  their  apprenticeship  with  phar- 
maceutical chemists.  There  must  be  something  wrong 
with  the  training  of  these  apprentices,  as  they  were 
told  the  Registered  Druggists'  Examination  was  nothing 
and  that  anyone  could  take  it.  Mr.  Storey  then  gave 
a  detailed  statement  of  the  steps  taken  regarding  the 
new  Pharmacy  Bill."  The  entire  matter  was  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  Home  Office.  Their  officers  were  doing  all 
in  their  power  to  safeguard  their  interests,  and  they 
had  sent  a  statement  of  their  case  regarding  the  abolition 
of  the  R.D.  grade  to  the  Home  Office.  The  druggists 
felt,  unless  they  could  get  reasonable  terms,  they  should 
go  on  as  they  were,  and  that  was  what  would  happen 
unless  the  Home  Office  decided  otherwise.  The  result 
of  the  Conference  at  the  Home  Office  left  them  where 
they  started,  except  that  they  were  asked  to  appoint 
two  representatives  to  the  Advisory  Committee  which 
had  been  set  up.  He  was  sorry  they  could  not  get 
concessions  from  the  pharmaceutical  chemists.  The  drug- 
gists were  still  open  to  negotiate.  Mr.  Storey  also 
read  correspondence  with  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  on 
points  that  had  arisen  during  the  negotiations.  Mr. 
F.  T.  Smith  seconded  the  adoption  of  the  reports,  ex- 
pressing satisfaction  at  the  healthy  condition  of  the 
finances.  It  was  obvious  the  President  and  secretary 
had  been  doing  hard  work  during  the  year.  Mr.  Storey's 
capable  hand  on  the  steering  wheel  would  bring  them 
to  the  desired  haven  at  last.  They  approved  of  the 
way  in  which  Mr.  Storey  and  the  Committee  had  handled 
affairs.  They  wanted  Mr.  Storey  to  feel  that  behind 
his  efforts  there  was  a  solid  body  of  the  trade,  and  he 
would  like  to  add  to  the  resolution  that  they  placed 
confidence  in  them.  The  report  was  adopted  after  dis- 
cussion. The  report  of  the  Haslett  Medal  Committee 
w-as  submitted  by  Mr.  W.  J.  Rankin  and  adopted.  Mr. 
Darlington  was,  it  was  stated,  unable  to  be  present 
through  illness,  and  the  medal  would  be  forwarded  to 
him  in  Dublin.  Mr.  S.  Gibson,  in  moving  the  re-election 
of  Mr.  Storey  as  President  for  the  fifth  year,  said  it 
would  be  a  mistake  to  "  swop  "  horses  crossing  a  stream. 
Mr.  Storey  had  given  his  time  most  ungrudgingly  to 
the  Society.  Mr.  Smith  seconded  the  resolution,  which 
was  passed  unanimously.  Mr.  Storey,  in  reply,  said  he 
.was  sensible  of  the  honour  in  being  elected  as  President 
for  the  fifth  year  in  succession.  He  was  proud  to  feel 
that  he  had  merited  their  approval  and  retained  their 
confidence.  He  believed  that  his  policy  was  the  best 
possible  one  in  the  circumstances  for  all  parties,  and 


he  had  not,  and  would  not,  be  guilty  of  taking  any 
unfair  or  mean  advantage.  On  the  motion  of  the  Presi- 
dent the  following  officers  were  re-elected  : — Vice-Presi- 
dents, Messrs.  F.  T.  Smith,  J.P.,  T.  Sandford,  J.  E. 
O'Neill  J.P.,  and  W.  E.  Wilson;  Hon.  Treasurer,  Mr. 
S.  Gibson,  J.P.  ;  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  Joseph  Moffett  ; 
Chamber  of  Commerce  Representative,  Mr.  S.  Gibson, 
J.P.  ;  Auditors,  Messrs.  W.  Martin  and  E.  J.  Roberts.

Mr.  Chas.  L.  0;Reilly,  M.P.S.I.,  1b  Lower  George's 
Street.  Dun-laoghaire^  has  opened  a  new  and  larger 
pharmacy  at  No.  63. 

Dr.  Leebody,  late  analyst  for  Londonderry,  has  been 
voted  a  retiring  allowance  of  £200  by  the  Corporation  in 
recognition  of  his  services. 

On  February  13,  the  premises  of  Mr.  H.  D.  Starkey, 
Ph.C.  High  Street,  Antrim,  were  completely  destroyed 
by  fire,  the  damage  being  estimated  at  over  £2,000. 

Mr.  Fred  Storey,  who  has  been  elected  President  of 
the  Chemists'  and'  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland  for  the 
fifth  vear,  is  managing  direc-  ~ 
tor  of  Fred  Storey,  Ltd.,  Bel- 
fast,wholesale  druggists,  manu- 
facturing chemists,  and  sur- 
gical instrument  dealers.  He 
founded  the  company  in  1911, 
on  the  closing  down  of  the  old- 
established  business  of  John 
Clarke  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Corpora- 
tion Street,  which  he  had 
served  for  over  twenty  years, 
much  of  which  was  spent  on 
the  road  in  the  South  and 
West  of  Ireland.  Mr.  Storey 
was  elected  to  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  in  1920,  and  is  likely 
to  play  a  prominent  part  in 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland  when  it 
is  set-  up.  Mr.  Storey  is  a  man  of  tireless  energy,  and 
has  been  in  the  forefront  of  the  movement  for  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  registered  druggist  grade  and  the  unification 
of  the  trade.  He  was  a  great  athlete  in  his  younger 
days  and  was  captain  of  the  Legion  of  Frontiersmen. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Limerick  Co.  Board  of  Health  it 
was  stated  that  Boileau  &  Boyd,  Ltd.,  contractors  for 
medical  supplies,  reported  that  because  of  the  recent 
strikes  they  are  unable  to  meet  the  present  demands. 
It  was  agreed  to  purchase  supplies  locally. 

Dr.  E.  Harnett  Murphy,  one  of  the  Examiners 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  has 
retired  on  completion  of  the  full  term  of  five  years.  As 
announced  in  the  Coloured  Supplement,  his  successor  is  to 
be  appointed  at  the  March  Council  meeting. 

At  the,  recent  examination  for  the  Fellowship  of  the 
Association  of  the  College  of  Optics,  the  following 
members  of  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of 
Ireland  were  successful  :  Messrs.  F.  T.  Smith,  J.P. 
(Antrim),  C.  B.  Abernethy  (Belfast),  and  J.  A.  S. 
Anderson  (Killyleagh).  Mr.  Robt.  Kerr,  R.D.,  Lurgan, 
was  also  successful. 

Joseph  A.  V.  Frew,  stated  to  belong  to  Belfast,  was 
charged  at  Newtownards  recently  with  having  obtained 
sums  of  money  for  advertising  from  Mr.  J.  M.  Poots, 
Ph.C  Castle  Street,  Newtownards,  and  others,  stating 
that  he  represented  a  new  magazine  named  "  The  Blue 
Boys'  Bulletin."  A  police  officer  found  there  was  no 
such  magazine.    The  accused  was  returned  for  trial. 
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French  News 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 

Authorised  secret  remedies. — Referring  to  the  ever- 
topical  subject  of  "  secret  remedies,"  MM.  Bogelot  and 
Brocchi  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  two  classes  of 
these  are  legally  authorised  in  France.  The  decree  of 
April  18,  1810,  provides  that  all  medicaments  purchased 
by  the  Government  shall  enjoy  the  status  of  legitimate 
remedies ;  while  that  of  May  3,  1850,  empowers  the 
Academy  of  Medicine  to  sanction  new  preparations.  But 
the  Government  never  purchases  such  articles,  and  the 
Academy  refuses  to  investigate  new  remedies. 

Another  arsenic  controversy. — The  Danval  incident 
has  naturally  reopened  the  Lafarge  discussion.  M. 
Georges  Montc-rgeuil  doubts  if  Baspail  ever  pronounced 
the  oft-quoted  phrase  about  arsenic  in  the  judge's  arm- 
chair. He  tells  us  (what  we  all  know)  that  the  great 
chemist  arrived  too  late  to  figure  in  the  witness-box,  and 
adds  :  "  If  he  said  anything  of  the  sort,  it  was  at  a 
friendly  dinner  one  evening  at  Tulle,  when  he  declared 
that  '  To  find  the  half-milligram  of  arsenic  detected  in 
the  viscera  of  Lafarge  it  would  suffice  that  a  piece  of 
green  leather,  such  as  covers  this  armchair,  had  fallen 
into  the  glass  jar  containing  them.'  " 

The  herbalist  is  licensed  to  sell  fresh  and  dried  in- 
digenous medicinal  plants  only,  but  has  a  constant  ten- 
dency to  extend  his  operations.  Various  legal  decisions 
(Verdun  1912,  Paris  1914)  confirmed  on  appeal,  and  the 
more  recent  Algerian  case  carried  up  to  the  Court  of 
Cassation  by  the  defendants,  establish  that  to  make 
mixtures  of  such  plants,  to  advertise  them  as  remedies 
for  specific  disorders,  and  to  sell  them  under  such  titles 
as  "  Diabetol,"  "Indian  Tea,"  "Mixed  Infusion,"  etc., 
is  an  infringement  of  the  law  which  reserves  to  phar- 
macists the  monopoly  of  -selling  compound  medicines. 
But  the  practice  is  prevalent,  and  to  repress  it  would 
probably  require  repeated  action  on  an  extensive  scale 
by  the  pharmaceutical  associations.  The  usual  fine  is 
500  francs,  but  damages  may  sometimes  be  claimed;  in 
the  Algerian  case,  where  four  medicaments  were  adver- 
tised and  sold,  a  sentence  of  six  months'  imprisonment 
was  added. 

Vexatious  prosecutions  for  technical  offences  are  not 
confined  to  one  side  of  the  Channel,  as  an  eminent  Paris 
barrister  who  specialises  in  pharmaceutical  cases  reminds 
us.  He  suggests  that  if  pharmacists  would  occasionally, 
in  spare  moments,  weigh  a  few  empty  and  filled  cachets 
of  pyramidon  and  aspirin,  for  example,  they  might  avoid 
being  put  to  considerable  annoyance.  He  points  out 
that  the  magistrate  who  finds  a  medicament,  say,  20  per 
cent,  below  Codex  standard  invariably  jumps  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  pharmacist  is  trying  to  make  an  extra 
profit  by  reducing  the  quantity  of  the  drug,  and  it  is 
practically  impossible  to  bring  home  to  the  judicial  mind 
the  infinitesimal  saving  thereby  realised.  Iodotannic 
syrup  and  solution  of  hydrogen  peroxide  are  two  other  first 
favourites  with  zealous  inspectors.  It  must  be  mentioned 
that  these  "  frauds  "  of  a  few  pence  render  the  luckless 
culprit  liable  to  a  fine  which,  with  costs,  may  amount 
to  about  2,000  francs,  and  lay  him  open  to  other  pro- 
ceedings as  well.

.  Colonial  and  Foreign  News 

Egyptian  pharmacopoeia. — It  is  reported  that  the 
Administration  of  Public  Health  proposes  to  appoint  a 
commission  entrusted  with  the  task  of  elaborating  a 
national  Egyptian  Pharmacopoeia,  destined  to  be  the  sole 
official  standard,  in  place  of  the  various  foreign  phar- 
macopoeias which  are  at  present  recognised. 

Foreign  specialities  in  Roumania. — The  Supreme 
Board  of  Health  has  decided  that  in  future  only  clini- 
cally tested  foreign  specialities  shall  be  admitted  into 
Roumania,  and  that  the  importation  of  all  preparations 
of  this  class  which  have  not  gained  the  approval  of  the 
medical  profession  of  the  country  of  origin  shall  be 
forbidden. 

Fascist  boycott. — The  parish  of  Labico  (province  of 
Rome)  recently  invited  applications  for  the  position  of 
manager  of  the  communal  pharmacy,  offering  an  annual 
salary  of  4,500  lire  (£45  at  the  present  rate  of  exchange). 
The  directorate  of  the  syndicate  of  Fascist  pharmacists 
of  the  city  and  province  of  Rome  has  declared  a  boycott 
of  this  business,  warning  all  members  of  the  profession 
from  applying  for  the  advertised  position,  "  since  it 
is  quite  impossible  to  live  on  the  salary  offered." 

France  captures  Morocco  soap  market. — As  an 
example  of  the  way  in  which  France  has  captured  the 
Morocco  soap  market,  the  following  import  figures  are 
significant  : —

At  the  moment  British  soaps  have  practically  disappeared 
from  the  Casablanca  market. 

Morocco  phosphate  industry. — The  results  for  1923 
of  the  new  Morocco  phosphate  industry  have  just  been 
published.  190,860  tons  of  phosphate  were  exported 
during  1923,  to  the  following  countries  :  Spain  60,136 
tons,  Netherlands  51,504  tons,  France  24,875  tons,  United 
Kingdom  17,493  tons,  Italy  11,622  tons,  other  countries 
25,430  tons,  while  Morocco  consumed  218  tons.  For  the  first 
three  years  of  working  Morocco  has  exported  a  total  of 
279,613  tons.  It  is  anticipated  that  these  figures  will 
be  increased  during  1924,  as  the  quality  of  phosphate 
produced  by  Morocco  is  superior  to  that  obtainable 
elsewhere. 

Roumanian  Pharmaceutical  Faculty. — Hitherto  Rou- 
manian pharmacists  received  their  University  education 
in  the  medical  faculty  of  the  University  of  Bucharest. 
Thanks  to  the  unremitting  endeavours  of  Professor  Dr. 
Stephen  Minovici,  to  whom  the  profession  is  greatly 
indebted,  a  distinct  pharmaceutical  faculty  has  been 
created.  At  its  inauguration  recently,  which  took  place 
in  the  presence  of  numerous  Ministers  and  other  distin- 
guished guests,  the  announcement  was  made  that  Professor 
Minovici  had  been  appointed  Dean  of  the  new  pharma- 
ceutical faculty.  M.  Demeter  "Faltis  is  the  first  student 
to  obtain  the  degree  of  doctor  of  pharmacy  with  honours 
for  his  thesis  "  A  Study  of  the  Action  of  Iodine  and  of 
Hydriodic  Acid  on  Certain  Carbohydrates." 

Egyptian  news. — For  a  period  of  three  months  the 
duty  on  pharmaceutical  castor  oil  has  been  fixed  at  63 
milliemes,  first  pressing  55  milliemes,  second  pressing 
53  milliemes,  per  kilogram,  and  the  duty  on  linseed  oil 
at  45  milliemes  per  kilogram.  On  importing  brushes  into 
Egypt  the  Custom  House  authorities  require  the  pro- 
duction of  a  certificate  that  they  are  free  from  anthrax. 
This  certificate  must  be  legalised  by  a  competent 
authority  of  the  country  of  origin  ;  in  this  connection 
the  "  Bulletin  Pharmaceutique  d'Egypte  "  reports  that 
owing  to  the  absence  of  this  official  certificate  a  large 
consignment  of  brushes  imported  from  America  was 
recently  refused  admission.  Dr.  Ferguson  Lees,  Director- 
General  of  the  Administration  of  Public  Health,  has 
been  appointed  successor  to  Sir  Alexander  Granville 
Pasha  as  president  of  the  sanitary,  maritime  and 
quarantine  council.

John  Knight  Ltd. — At  the  annual  meeting  held  on 
February  15  at  the  Great  Eastern  Hotel,  Liverpool 
Street,  E.C,  Mr.  J.  L.  Buchanan,  in  the  course  of 
moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said  the  public  are 
becoming  more  and  more  appreciative  of  the  merits  of 
a  high-grade  toilet  soap.  He  thought  it  was  not  suf- 
ficiently appreciated  in  this  country  that  the  British  soap 
manufacturers  manufacture  the  best  soap  in  the  world. 
He  maintained  that  the  company's  "  Shavallo  "  cannot  be 
beaten  by  any  imported  article  or  any  shaving  soap 
produced  in  this  country.  We  have  recently  heard  (he 
said)  a  great  deal  about  protection,  but,  so  far  as  the 
soap  industry  is  concerned,  the  public  have  the  matter 
in  their  own  hands,  and  if  they  will  only  see  that  th« 
soap  they  are  buying  is  made  by  an  experienced  British 
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firm  with  a  reputation  for  high  quality,  they  can  pur- 
chase soaps  which  are  better  and  as  cheap  as  or  cheaper 
than  any  imported  soaps.  In  doing  so  they  are  helping 
to  find  employment  for  their  own  countrymen,  and  by 
reducing  the  amount  of  unemployment  pay  they  are  in- 
cidentally helping  themselves. 

Bennisons,  Ltd. — A  meeting  of  the  creditors  of  this 
company  was  held  on  February  14  at  8/9  Giltspur  Street, 
London,  E.G.  The  chair  was  occupied  by  Mr.  Parkin 
S.  Booth  (Association  of  Manufacturing  Chemists,  Ltd.), 
who  reported  that  he  had  been  appointed  to  act  as 
receiver  for  the  debenture  holders,  and  also  as  liquidator 
in  the  voluntary  .  liquidation.  No  statement  of  affairs 
was  submitted,  but  Mr.  Booth  said  that  according  to  the 
books  the  assets  totalled  £13,000  to  £14,000.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  he  was  hoping  to  sell  the  business  as  a 
going  concern,  he  did  not  think  it  advisable  to  state 
what  he  thought  the  assets  would  realise  at  a  forced 
realisation.  The  liabilities  were  £7,144,  of  which  £4,291 
was  due  to  the  trade  and  £2,852  to  a  cash  creditor.  The 
latter  was  Mr.  W.  Bennison.  There  were  debentures  in 
existence  for  £3,500.  The  holders  were  the  bank,  their 
■claim  being  about  £3,100.  Mr.  Booth  reported  that  the 
company  was  formed  in  1919,  with  a  nominal  capital  of 
£8,000,  divided  into  8,000  shares  of  the  face  value  of 
£1  each.  The  company  was  formed  to  acquire  the 
chemist's  business  carried  on  by  Mr.  William  Bennison 
at  Cale  Street,  Pimlico  Road,  and  King's  Road,  Chelsea. 
The  company  agreed  to  purchase  the  assets  acquired  for 
£5,500,  which  was  satisfied  by  the  allotment  of  5,500 
fully  paid  shares  of  £1  each.  The  assets  transferred 
under  the  agreement  were  valued  at  £7,958,  and  con- 
sisted of  stock,  £5,268  ;  fixtures  and  fittings,  £600  ;  furni- 
ture, £400  ;  cash  on  current  account,  £1,189 ;  and  good- 
will, £500.  -  There  were  liabilities  taken  over  by  the 
company  of  £2,409,  leaving  the  net  assets  at  £5,549.  A . 
considerable  sum  was  spent  by  the  company  for  the 
purchase  of  stock,  and  also  of  fixtures  and  fittings.  From 
the  commencement  Mr.  Bennison  was  the  managing 
director.  About  that  time  the  company  interested  itself 
in  the  sale  of  liqueur  chocolates.  In  1922  a  concern 
called  Old  Chelsea  Liqueurs,  Ltd.,  was  formed,  and  took 
over  from  Bennisons,  Ltd.,  the  liqueur  chocolate  side  of 
the  business.  Since  the  formation  of  Old  Chelsea 
Liqueurs,  Ltd.,  an  advance  of  £700  had  been  made  to 
them  by  Bennisons,  Ltd.,  but  that  money  had  since  been 
repaid  as  to  £450  in  cash  and  the  issue  of  250  ordinary 
shares  of  £1  each.  The  shares  were  now  held  by  Mr. 
Bennison  as  director  of  Bennisons,  Ltd.  In  October  1922 
the  company  acquired  shop  premises  at  West  Ealing, 
paying  a  premium  of  £375.  In  December  1922  the  com- 
pany created  debentures  in  favour  of  the  bank  to  secure 
all  moneys  which  might  become  due.  The  debentures 
were  for  £3,500,  and  there  was  £3,197  outstanding.  In 
addition,  the  bank  held  personal  security  belonging  to 
Mr.  Bennison  of  the  value  of  something  like  £2.000. 
During  the  year  to  May  31,  1921,  the  sales  were  £13,643, 
while  in  the  following  year  they  went  up  to  £15,452, 
but  in  the  succeeding  twelve  months  fell  to  £10,138. 
During  the  year  ended  May  31,  1922,  there  was  a  net 
profit  of  £1,389,  but  in  the  following  year  there  was  a 
gross  loss  of  £2,383,  that  figure  being  reduced  to  £973  by 
the  amount  brought  forward.  He  (the  chairman)  was 
appointed  as  receiver  for  the  bank  on  November  22 
last,  and  had  since  conducted  the  business  in  order  to 
give  the  directors  time  to  introduce  further  capital. 
Early  in  January  the  company  was  pressed  by  creditors, 
and  finally  went  into  liquidation.  Since  his  appoint- 
ment as  receiver  the  directors  had  been  endeavouring  to 
find  sufficient  capital  to  enable  them  to  settle  with  the 
bank,  and  to  make  arrangements  with  the  creditors,  but 
unfortunately  those  efforts  had  not  been  successful.  A 
resolution  was  unanimously  passed  confirming  the  volun- 
tary liquidation  of  the  company,  with  Mr.  Booth  as 
liquidator,  while  an  advisory  committee  was  appointed 
consisting  of  the  representatives  of  The  British  Drug 
Houses.  Ltd.,  Butler  &  Crispe,  J.  Grossmith  &  Son,  Ltd., 
Kodak,  Ltd.,  and  Proprietary  &  Sundry  Supplies  Co. 
Mr.  Booth  said  that  he  had  received  an  offer  for  the 
business  as  a  whole,  and  it  was  decided  that  the  matter 
Ehould  be  considered  by  the  committee. 


Loss  of  Fragrance  in  the 
Musk  Plant 

By  E.  M.  Holmes,  F.L.S. 

Thkhe  are  probably  still  many  lovers  of  flowers  among 
pharmacists,  who  must  have  noticed  the  discussion  in 
the  daily  Press,  as  well  as  in  the  technical  journals,  on 
this  subject.  It  is  now  impossible  to  purchase  in  any 
nursery  plants  of  the  old-fashioned  sweet-scented  musk. 
The  absence  of  odour  in  the  cultivated  musk  plants  has 
been  noticed  during  the  last  forty  years.  The  plant  is 
a  native  of  British  Columbia,  Montana,  Oregon,  and 
California.  It  was  sent  home  to  this  country  by  the 
botanical  collector  Douglas  about  1825,  and  was  described 
by  Dr.  J.  Lindley  in  the  Botanical  Register  in  1827 
(p.  1,118).  But  the  curious  fact  comes  out  on  inquiry 
that  the  scented  musk  plant  is  practically  unknown  in 
the  countries  where  it  is  indigenous,  all  the  plants  met 
with  having  either  no  odour  or  a  scarcely  perceptible 
one,  and  the  fragrant  musk  plants  sold  by  the  florists 
in  these  districts  have  been  grown  from  seed  obtained 
from  English  nurserymen,  and  are,  so  far  as  is  known, 
all  descendants  of  Douglas  specimens.  The  plant  first 
introduced  by  Douglas  must  have  been  a  mutation  or 
sport  from  which  ail  other  fragrant  specimens  have 
been  descended.  But  for  fifty  years,  or  up  till  about 
1883,  no  mention  is  made  by  growers  of  the  plant  losing 
its  perfume,  and  in  my  opinion  it  is  doubtful  if  it  ever 
has,  but  rather  that  it  has  died  out  in  nurseries  and 
gardens  and  its  place  taken  by  seed  from  British 
Columbia,  which  was  collected  from  the  indigenous  scent- 
less forms.  The  reasons  for  supposing  this  are  as 
follows:  I  have  been  promised  specimens  of  the  scented 
plant  by  more  than  one  person  in  whose  garden  it  has 
remained  for  the  last  forty  or  fifty  years  up 
to  the  present  .date.  About  the  year  1877  an 
amateur  gardener  at  Leicester  crossed  the  musk  plant 
with  file  monkey  flower  (Mimulus  luteus),  and  obtained 
a  hybrid  resembling  musk,  but  with  larger  flowers.  This 
was  taken  up  by  Mr.  Harrison,  a  florist  at  Leicester, 
and  introduced  under  the  name  of  Harrison's  musk. 
Florists  usually  take  up  new,  and  therefore  more  expen- 
sive and  profitable,  plants,  and  consequently  do  not 
trouble  about  the  older  varieties,  which  often  die  out, 
(Thus  I  was  surprised  last  year  on  asking  the  traveller 
of  a  very  large  firm  of  nurserymen  if  he  would  send  me 
among  other  things  Iris  Florentina,  which  had  died  out 
in  my  garden.  He  said  it  is  not  grown  new,  and  the 
same  with  the  Maiden's  Blush  rose  and  other  p'ants  that 
have  been  "  improved  "—at  all  events,  in  price.)  I  wrote 
to  a  friend  at  Leicester  and  asked  him  to  inquire  if 
Harrison's  musk  was  scented,  and  if  it  could  be  propa- 
gated by  seed.  A  letter  from  Mr.  J.  Harrison  to  my 
friend,  bearing  date  January  7,  1924,  states  :  "  I  intro- 
duced Harrison's  musk  many  years  ago,  but  I  have  not 
seen  any  of  it  for  some  years  now.  I  am  afraid  it  is 
lost.  I  examined  the  flowers  many  times,  but  could 
never  find  a  seed  pod;  therefore  I  put  it  down  as  a 
"  mule  "  condition,  but  never  closely  examined  the 
internal  organs  of  the  flower  to  see  what  the  real  defect 
was.  It  has  never  been  noticed  to  have  any  musk  scent 
with  it,  and  I  cannot  give  my  opinion  why  the  old 
perennial  musk  has  lost  its  scent,  which  is  reported  m 
the  horticultural  papers  for  some  time  past."  Jl 
Harrison's  musk  died  out,  or  having  no  scent  was  dis- 
carded it  would  be  only  natural  that  florists  should 
endeavour  to  get  the  seed  of  the  musk  plant  from  the 
country  of  which  it  is  a  native  (in  ignorance  of  the 
fact  that  Mimulus  moschatus  is  only  a  fragrant  form,  and 
was  practically  unknown  in  its  own  country),  and  such 
seed  supplied 'to  growers  would  naturally  produce  scent- 
less musk,  and  the  absence  of  scent  would  then  attract 
attention,  if  my  theory  is  correct.  The  statements  that 
have  appeared  in  the  Press  need  very  careful  sifting 
to  afford  proof  that  the  actual  scentless  plants  were  really 
the  descendants  of  the  fragrant  form  of  the  plant. 

It  is  quite  true  that  in  sunless  summers  peppermint 
and  lavender  have  been  shown  to  yield  less  oil,  which 
is  intelligible  if  only  on  the  ground  of  the  larger  propor- 
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tk>n  of  leaves  to  flowers  in  such  weather.  The  gradual 
disappearance  of  menthol  from  peppermint  cultivated  in 
Manchuria  has  recently  been  recorded  by  two  Japanese 
diemists,  although  whether  due  to  absence  of  sunlight  or 
warmth  or  to  unsuitable  soil  is  not  recorded.  That 
the  musk  plant  has  not  lost  its  perfume-yielding  glands 
is  proved  by  the  fact  that  the  leaves  of  the  musk  plant 
now  in  commerce,  but  scentless,  have  been  compared  under 
the  microscope  in  the  Jodrell  Laboratory  at  Kew,  and 
that  Mr.  L.  Boodle  has  found  that  the  glandular  hairs 
of  the  plant  show  the  same  structure  as  those  of  dried 
herbarium  specimens  of  the  wild  plant  from  America.  If 
any  change  has  taken  place  it  must  be  in  the  chemistry 
of  the  glands  as  effected  by  factors  as  yet  undetermined. 
In  any  case  the  fact  that  a  musky  odour  (permanent  for 
at  least  fifty  years  in  this  country)  has  been  developed 
in  the  country  of  origin,  opens  up  a  field  of  exploration 
in  the  methods  adopted  in  nature  in  formation  of 
essential  oils,  that  .urgently  needs  investigation,  both 
from  the  biological  and  chemical  standpoints,  and  should 
lead  to  rules  for  increasing  the  produce  of  oil  and  of 
increasing  at  will  any  particular  constituent  of  a  natural 
essential  oil. 


Tropical  Diseases 

Two  Treatments  of  Sprue 
Successful  results  have  been  obtained  in  sprue  by  a 
method  of  treatment  based  on  a  definite  theory  of  causa- 
tion ("  Lancet,"  II,  1923,  876).  The  theory  is  :  In  the 
endemic  areas  of  the  disease  conditions  are  such  that 
there  is  an  excessive  proteid  diet  (in  India,  Ceylon, 
and  other  parts  of  the  East),  or  a  diet  containing  an 
excess  of  fat  largely  contributed  to  by  the  method  of 
cooking  the  food  (in  China  and  the  West  Indies). 
Excess  of  proteids  stimulates  over-production  of  acid  in 
the  gastric  juice  and  may  lead  to  habitual  over-acidity. 
The  entrance  of  acid  into  the  duodenum  stimulates  the 
production  of  secretin,  which  in  turn  leads  to  over- 
stimulation of  the  pancreas,  and,  secondly,  to  an  upset  in 
the  balance  of  other  endocrine  glands,  among  them  the 
parathyroids  and  salivary  glands.  Evidence  is  accumu- 
lating that  endocrine  disturbance  and  alimentary  toxaemia 
are  frequently  associated,  and  all  acute  and  chronic 
toxaemias  react  in  some  degree  on  the  parathyroids, 
causing  disturbance  of  calcium  metabolism  and  a  conse- 
quent decrease  in  tissue  resistance,  a  vicious  circle  being 
thus  set  up.  Treatment  was  as  follows :  Calcium  lactate 
10  gr.  in  cachets  was  given  twice  daily,  the  dose  being 
increased  to  15  gr.  a  few  days  later,  and  then  thrice 
daily.  Some  improvement  followed,  but  in  another  fort- 
night, in  spite  of  the  continuance  of  the  calcium,  matters 
returned  to  their  former  state.  Blood  tests  showed  that 
the  total  calcium  content  was  not  diminished.  The 
calcium  lactate  was  reduced  to  10  gr.  three  times  a  day, 
and  a  small  dose,  gr.  parathyroid  extract  (P.,  D.  &  Co.), 
given  morning  and  evening.  The  symptoms  were  checked, 
but  there  was  no  definite  improvement,  so  the  latter  dose 
was  increased  to  fVi  Sr-  twice  daily.  There  were  then  four 
very  painful  apthse  in  the  mouth  and  a  small  tender 
papule.  A  week  later  the  papule  had  not  developed,  but 
had  disappeared,  three  of  the  ulcers  had  completely 
healed,  and  the  other,  the  largest,  was  nearly  well  and 
was  no  longer  painful,  and  the  tongue  was  very  slightly 
tender.  Two  days  later  the  stools  were  formed,  brownish 
in  colour,  and  rarely  more  than  one  daily.  There  was  a 
feeling  of  well-being.  The  parathyroid  was  reduced  to 
half  the  dose,  and  the  diet,  which  had  been  restricted 
to  milk  and  milk  puddings,  was  increased  to  include  fish, 
chicken,  and  vegetables.  Ordinary  full  diet  was  subse- 
quently allowed,  and  Finally  both  drugs  were  discontinued. 
The  weight  rapidly  increased,  and  the  patient  has  since 
been  on  ordinary  diet,  doing  full  work.  There  has  been 
no  set-back  whatever,  and  no  sign  of  any  relapse  Of  the 
other  cases  where  successful  results  were  obtained  there 
were  no  relapses. 

The  clinical  resemblance  between  coeliac  disease  and 
sprue  having  been  noted  ("  British  Medical  Journal,"  II, 
3.923,  462),  it  was  decided  to  try  the  comparatively  fat-free 


diet  used  in  cases  of  coeliac  disease  in  three  cases  of 
sprue.    The  results  of  the  treatment  were  satisfactory  in. 
all  three.    The  diet  is  as  follows  : — 
Diet. 

5  a.m. — Cup  of  weak  tea,  1  round  of  dry  toast. 

H  a.m. — 1  oz.  casein,  1  pint  machine-skimmed  milk,  and 
2  pint  of  tea  (without  sugar),  4  rounds  of  dry  toast,  and 
1  oz.  cheese. 

11  a.m. — j  pint  machine-skimmed  milk,  ^  oz.  casein. 
li.30  a.m.— Juice  of  one  orange. 

12  noon. — 1  pint  liver  soup,  2  oz.  minced  chicken,  2  rounds 
dry  toast,  4  oz.  junket,  4  oz.  calves'  foot  jelly.  (Note. — The 
junket  is  made  with  skimmed  milk.  Liver  soup  is  mada 
by  simmering  1  lb.  of  fresh  liver  with  two  pints  of  water 
for  two  hours,  and  then  grating  the  liver  into  the  liquid.) 

4  p.m. — 1  oz.  casein,  1  pint  skimmed  milk  (machine),  g 
p:nt  of  weak  tea  (without  sugar,  1  oz.  cheese,  2  cream 
crackers. 

8  p.m. — 1  pint  machine-skimmed  milk,  1  oz.  casein,  4  oz. 
junket,  4  oz.  calves'  foot  jelly. 
10  p.m. — Juice  of  one  orange. 

Treatment  of  Kala-azar 

H.  E.  Shortt  and  Ram  Taran  Sen  ("  Indian  Medical 
Gazette,"  VII,  1923,  289)  record  the  results  obtained, 
in  the  treatment  of  kala-azar.  Only  those  cases  wera 
treated  which  submitted  to  spleen  puncture  and  in 
which  the  result  of  the  latter  was  positive.  The 
routine  treatment  adopted  was  a  course  of  intravenous 
injections  of  a  1  per  cent,  solution  of  sodium  antimony 
tartrate  in  normal  saline.  These  were  given  on  every 
second  day,  commencing  with  3  c.c.  and  rising  to  a 
maximum  of  8  c.c.  at  a  single  injection,  which  was  gener- 
ally the  sixth.  The  above  maximum  dose  was  continued 
until  the  appearance  of  symptoms  of  intolerance,  when 
treatment  was  abandoned  or  the  dosage  diminished. 
No  intolerance  was  displayed  in  36  per  cent,  of  the  cases, 
and  in  these  administration  ceased  when  signs  of  cura 
were  manifested,  as  judged  by  gain  in  weight,  diminu- 
tion in  size  of  the  spleen,  continued  absence  of  fever, 
improvement  in  general  blood  condition,  and  negative 
microscopic  and  cultural  results.  Out  of  about  fifty 
cases  30  per  cent,  were  cured  and  8  per  cent,  died ;  the 
remainder  were  relieved  or  discharged  otherwise.  Ammo- 
nium antimony  tartrate  was  not  found  to  be  superior 
in  action  to  the  sodium  salt.  To  five  cases  urea  stibamine 
was  administered  with  striking  results.  The  intravenous 
route  was  employed,  and  the  initial  dose  was  0.1  gram 
in  cold  sterile  water,  increasing  at  each  injection,  given 
on  alternate  days,  by  0.05  grm,  until  a  dose  of  0.25  gram 
was  reached  and  continued  for  subsequent  doses.  The 
advantages  of  this  drug,  in  the  cases  observed,  appeared 
to  be  the  rapidity  with  which  symptoms  of  the  disease 
disappeared— only  two  to  three  weeks,  as  against  an 
average  of  three  months  when  sodium  antimony  tartrate 
is  employed — and  the  absence  of  symptoms  of  intolerance. 
Intravenous  injection  of  1  in  1,000  formalin  was  tried  in 
six  cases  without  apparent  effect,  and  two  cases  in  which 
trypan  blue  was  used  terminated  fatally. 

Malaria,  Kala-azar  and  Smallpox 
In  the  treatment  of  malaria  ("  Indian  Medical  Gazette," 
July  1923)  Brachio  gives  ten-drop  doses  of  tincture  of 
iodine  three  times  a  day  for  about  ten  days.  An  attack  of 
fever  treated  with  iodine  does  not  relapse.  Cases  that 
resisted  oral  treatment  with  iodine  up  to  the  _  fourth  or 
fifth  day  were  given  one  or  two  intravenous  injections  of 
J  grain  of  iodine,  which  was  sufficient  to  bring  the  tem- 
perature to  normal  and  to  keep  it  there.  In  the  treatment 
of  kala-azar,  iodine  by  mouth  and  intravenously  has  given 
the  best  results.  Forty  minims  of  the  following  solution 
were  given  at  a  time  :  Iodine,  6  grains;  potassium  iodide, 
6  grains;  distilled  water,  1  ounce.  This  quantity  is 
injected  intravenously  every  other  day  up  to  five  injec- 
tions, and  then  ten  drops  of  tincture  of  iodine  is  given  by 
mouth  three  times  a  day  for  a  week. 

Government  to  silence  quacks.' — The  FederaJ 
Government  of  the  United  States  has  appointed  a  force 
of  inspectors  to  comb  all  Government  departments  for 
persons  holding  degrees  from  fake  universities.  Th# 
investigation  will  be  nation-wide. 
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Scientific  Buying 

Nowadays  one  reads  a  great  deal  about  scientific  sales- 
manship. For  a  consideration  of  guineas  men  are  taught 
to  "  read  you  like  a  book,"  to  "  sell  you  a  ton  when  you 
only  thought  of  hundredweights,"  and  so  on.  Very  little 
is  heard,  however,  of  the  other  side  of  the  business, 
scientific  buying— how  to  combat  these  mighty  whirlwinds 
of  commerce,  how  to  make  up  your  mind  that  all  they 
say  is  not  entirely  for  your  benefit,  and  how  to  be  strong 
enough  to  keep  your  signature  from  their  order  blank 
wnen  presented  at  the  psychological  moment.  Joking 
apart,  the  old  saying,  "  A  thing  well  bought  is  half 
sold,"  is  as  true  to-day  as  ever  it  was,  yet  it  is  rarely 
that  so  much  importance  is  attached  to  the  buying  as  to 
the  selling  side  of  a  chemist's  business.  Buying,  to  be 
profitable,  must  be  put  upon  a  strictly  business  footing. 
Orders  must  net  be  given  because  the  goods  appeal  to 
you  personally,  or  because  you  like  the  representative  Gi- 
llie firm  by  whom  they  are  offered. 

Who  Buys  the  Goods? 
As  I  .  have  advised  in  articles  on  selling,  so  I  will  say 
in  buying — get  over  to  the  customer's  side  of  the  counter 
for  a  few  minutes.  Study  their  tastes,  their  needs,  their 
purses.  Ask  yourself  the  question,  Are  these  the  goods 
my  customers  will  want?  Your  close  personal  touch  with 
each  customer  should  enable  you  to  do  this,  and  thus 
score  many  points  over  the  stores  or  chain  shops  where 
buying  is  done  at  headquarters.  Look  up  any  goods 
which  you  have  hanging  fire,  then  consider  whether  it 
was  the  goods,  or  possibly  the  profits,  which  you  thought 
of  when  ordering,  instead  of  your  customers'  require- 
ments. Put  quality  before  profit.  A  sound  business  can 
never  be  built  up  on  poor  quality.  I  know  of  several  in- 
stances in  which  well-established  concerns  have  practically 
gone  out  of  business  through  lowering  the  quality  of  their 
goods.  Good  gcods,  sold  at  a  fair  profit  and  backed  up  with 
good  service,  will  take  care  of  your  sales.  Of  course, 
whenever  you  see  an  opportunity  to  secure  a  bargain  offer, 
do  so,  providing  that  the  quality  is  there,  and  that  the 
goods  will  sell  in  your  district ;  then  pass  the  benefit  on 
to  your  customers,  thus  quickening  your  turnover  and 
creating  goodwill. 

Beware  of  Overstocking 

Overstocking  in  lines  which  do  not  sell  quickly  is  the 
curse  of  many  businesses.  Beware  of  this  easy  method 
of  locking  up  capital  which  could  be  otherwise  employed. 
Back-shelf  goods  eat  money  instead  of  making  it.  Heed 
not  the  salesman  who  would  talk  you  into  buying  three 
or  six  dozen  of  an  article  in  order  to  obtain  an  extra 
5  per  cent,  discount.  Remember  5  per  cent,  discount  and 
5  per  cent,  profit  are  two  very  different  things.  For 
instance,  you  may  get  an  extra  5  per  cent,  discount  on  a 
£5  parcel  of  some  newly-introduced  line ;  now  suppose 
that  you  sell  £1  worth  quickly  and  then  they  begin  to 
hang  fire.  You  must  write  off  3  per  cent,  or  4  per  cent, 
for  every  six  months  that  the  goods  are  on  your  shelves, 
'plus  deterioration.  Shrewd  chemists  say  to  me,  "  We 
must  take  the  discounts  to  compete  with  the  stores,"  and 
point  out  that  some  businesses  (not  chemists')  are  almost 
run  on  discounts.  I  say,  "  very  true — on  discounts  plus 
turnover."  Take  the  discounts  on  the  quick  sellers,  but 
don't  try  to  take  them  on  everything.  A  quick  seller  in 
one  district  may  be  a  very  slow  seller  in  another. 

Recently  a  chemist  suggested  thjat  the  days  of  the  whole- 
saler were  numbered,  that  the  t/ndency  to-day  is  to  buy 
everything  direct  and  get  the  best  terms,  and  that  onlv 
the  big  people  will  be  able  to  do  this,  hence  the  small 
man  must  eventually  go  out  of  business.  I  am  in  hearty 
disagreement  with  this.  The  big  man  can  no  more  afford 
to  lock  up  his  capital  than  the  small  man.  As  an  example 
of  how  easily  money  can  be  tied  up  unprofitably,  the  fol 
lowing  case  is  given  : — 

You  are  offered  an  article  by  the  makers,  the  cost  of 
which  is  2s.  6d.  each,  with  a  discount  of  10  per  cent,  on 


one  dozen  lots.  It  sounds  promising,  and  you  are 
tempted  to  take  the  dozen  and  save  the  10  per  cent.=3a. 
Now  you  desire  to  make  a  profit  of  33^  per  cent,  on  cost, 
or  25  per  cent,  on  selling  price  =9s.  It  takes  you  six 
months  to  sell  the  dozen  at  3s.  each.  Now  suppose  you 
had  bought  one  only  from  the  wholesaler  for  2s.  6d.,  and 
sold  it  for  the  same  price  (3s.),  then  re-invested  tho 
2s.  6d.  in  a  second  one,  and  so  on,  still  selling  twelve 
in  the  six  months.  You  would  only  have  made  6s.  profit, 
but  you  would  have  had  a  surplus  capital  of  24s  od.  to 
invest  in  quick  sellers,  which  should  turn  it  over  six 
times  in  six  months,  at,  say,  10  per  cent,  only  —  14s.  6d. ; 
thus,  instead  of  a  profit  on  your  capital  for  six  months  of 
9s.  you  have  one  of  20s.  6d.  It  is  agreed  that  a  chemist 
has  to  carry  an  enormous  variety — between  three  and 
four  thousand  different  articles  is  the  figure  given,  I 
believe ;  but,  judging  from  the  value  of  stock  in  relation 
to  turnover  given  for  some  of  the  businesses  advertised 
for  sale,  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  chemists  carry  a 
deal  too  much  unnecessary  stock.  Capital  locked  up  in 
stock  is  a  burden  on  any  business,  and  it  is  the  art  of 
arranging  the  flow  of  goods  in  and  out,  without  over- 
stocking or  running  out  of  stock,  that  stamps  the 
successful  business  man. 

Since  penning  the  first  manuscript  for  this  articlo  I 
have  read  several  interesting  letters  from  correspondents, 
in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  which  touch  upon  much 
the  same  subject,  and  mention  of  them  may  not  be  out 
of  place.  To  Mr.  Marns's  query  :  "  Where  Are  We 
Getting  To?  "  I  would  suggest  making  100  per  cent, 
use  of  the  excellent  delivery  service  which  is  given  by 
the  up-to-date  patent-medicine  houses,  and  in  the  urgent 
cases  do  as  many  grocers  do,  send  out  and  purchase  the 
article  locally,  even  if  •  you  have  to  pay  full  price. 
"  Octopod  "  (0.  &  D.,  December  22,  1923,  p.  880), 
evidently  fears  the  octopus,  but  he  needn't  if  he  will 
make  the  best  use  of  his  capital  and  his  personality. 

Interview  Every  Representative 

Here  19  a  little  advice  which  should  be  taken  to  heart 
by  a  goodly  number  of  chemists.  Make  a  point  of  seeing 
every  representative  and  hearing  what  he  has  to  say. 
Then,  if  necessary,  tell  him  firmly,  but  politely,  that  yoa 
are  not  requiring  his  particular  goods  at  the  moment. 
Refusal  to  see  salesmen  may  prove  a  serious  handicap  in 
your  business,  for  you  never  know  what  you  are  turning 
away.  The  following  incident,  while  not  relating  to  a 
retail  chemist,  will  serve  to  illustrate  my  point.  Some 
time  ago  I  had  a  request  from  a  firm  abroad  to  sell  a 
quantity  of  articles  for  them.  They  held  an  option  on 
the  goods  for  seven  days  only,  hence  they  had  to  be  dis- 
posed of  quickly,  and  1  was  instructed  to  cable  all  orders 
immediately.  My  first  call  was  upon  a  largo  wholesale 
firm  which,  I  felt  sure,  would  be  interested,  but  I  wa9 
refused  admittance  to  the  buyer  because  an  appointment 
had  not  been  made  previously.  Although  I  pointed  out 
the  urgency  of  my  business  and  that  under  the'  circum- 
stances there  was  no  time  to  make  an  appointment,  I 
failed  to  get  an  interview.  From  there  1  "went  to  a 
smaller  but  more  up-to-date  firm,  whore  I  thought  a  por- 
tion of  the  consignment  might  be  taken.  On  hearing  my 
business,  the  junior  partner  was  very  willing  to  see  me, 
and  within  ten  minutes  1  came  away  with  tin  order  for 
the  whole  stock,  and  as  many  more  as  I  could  secure. 
When  these  goods  came  on  the  market  and  were  adver- 
tised to  the  public,  the  firm  I  first  called  upon  had  to 
obtain  their  supplies  from  the  smaller  firm  to  fill  tho 
orders  which  came  from  their  own  customers,  and,  of 
course,  had  to  pay  the  latter  firm's  price.  Treat  sales- 
men with  tho  same  respect  that  you  would  your  cus- 
tomers. Politeness  costs  nothing,  and  the  average  traveller 
is  very  human.  He  can  often  impart  information  regard- 
ing market  fluctuations,  sources  of  supply,  etc.  _A 
friendly  "  rep."  will  remember  you  when  he  has  special 
lines  to  offer,  and  in  many  other  ways  he  can  return  the 
kindness  shown  to  him.  The  bombastic  so-called  super- 
salesman,  who  "kids"  himself  that  he  can  read  you 
like  a  bock,  and  more  often  than  not  bluffs  you  into  a 
purchase  which  ycu  afterwards  regret,  asks  for  and 
should  receive  curt  treatment. — Herbert  E.  Kendrick,

Local  Reports 

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Cardiganshire. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee recently  Prof.  Jenkyn  Jones  referred  to 
a  letter  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  relating  to  the 
question  of  arrangements  for  securing  that  the  drugs 
and  appliances  supplied  by  chemists  to  insured  persons 
were  of  trie  proper  standard.  They  had  every  con- 
fidence in  the  chemists,  but  he  thought  it  only  right 
that  they  should,  like  other  counties,  adopt  some 
methods  of  testing  drugs.  Major  P.  Taylor  Lloyd  said 
that  tests  were  already  carried  out  under  the  Sale  of 
Foods  and  Drugs  Act,  which  he  considered  to  be  quite 
sufficient.  The  total  amount  paid  to  the  chemists  was 
very  small.  More  tests  would  not  only  make  the 
chemist's  life  unbearable,  but  it  would  mean  a  heavy 
expenditure  to  the  Committee.  It  was  decided  to  ask 
the  chemists  to  report  to  the  Committee. 

Darlington. — At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  held  recently,  the  Chairman,  Mr.  R. 
Anderson,  said  that  in  respect  of  payment  to  chemists, 
if  the  fourth  quarter  was  the  average  for  the  year,  then 
the  amount  paid  would  work  out  at  about  Is.  8d.  per 
person,  against  Is.  lO^d.  in  1922. 

Exeter. — A  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
was  he!d  recently,  Mr.  J.  E.  Calkin  presiding. 
The  annual  report  adopted  records  among  other  items 
steps  taken  by  the  Committee  to  obtain  (1)  a  revision  of 
the  South  Western  Formulary,  (2)  improved  prescription 
forms,  and  (3)  the  retention  of  the  triplicate  prescription. 
The  treasurer's  financial  statement  was  adopted  and  the 
estimate  of  expenditure  passed.  The  chairman  and  other 
officers  were  re-elected.  The  report  of  the  Central 
Checking  Bureau  for  July  was  approved.  It  was 
resolved,  in  the  event  of  the  issue  of  a  revised  edition 
of  the  South  Western  Formulary,  to  purchase  a  copy  for 
each  chemist  on  condition  that  the  proof  be  submitted  to 
the  Committee  for  approval  before  printing. 

Ipswich. — At  the  recent  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
Insurance  Committee,  presided  over  by  Alderman  F.  E. 
Rands,  the  Chemists'  Accounts  Subcommittee  reported 
that  Mr.  Smalley  called  attention  to  an  insulin  prescrip- 
tion, and  stated  that  in  each  case  the  net  cost  had  been 
21s.  3d.,  but  the  script  had  been  priced  by  the  Pricing 
Office  at  181. 5d.  He  called  attention  to  the  loss  incurred 
by  chemists  dealing  with  prescriptions  like  these,  and 
suggested  that  it  was  a  matter  the  Ministry  should  take 
up,  and  allow  chemists  an  adequate  return  upon  money 
laid  out  in  purchasing  a  stock  of  expensive  preparations 
such  as  insulin.  Mr.  Smalley  said  that  insulin  last  year 
cost  25s.  per  phial,  with  a  trade  discount  of  15  per  cent. 
Those  conditions  prevailed  until  October,  when  the  price 
dropped  to  17s.  6d.  The  cost  had  been  further  reduced  as 
from  January  1.  Chemists  were  only  paid  3d.  for 
handling,  and  it  was  distinctly  unfair  on  the  part  of  any 
Government  Department  to  price  a  prescription  on  that 
basis.  Mr.  W.  J.  Grieve  moved  :  "  That  this  committee, 
having  had  its  attention  drawn  to  the  inadequate  remu- 
neration allowed  for  the  supply  of  insulin  by  the  chemists, 
are  of  opinion  that  it  is  unfair  to  the  chemists,  inasmuch 
as  it  penalised  those  who  carry  the  stock."  This  was 
agreed  to. 

Isle  Of  Wight. — At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Insur- 
ance Committee,  held  recently,  it  was  reported  that 
the  statistics  for  the  quarter  showed  that  16,025  pre- 
scriptions were  dispensed,  the  dispensing  fees  being 
£295  Is.  7d.,  and  the  cost  of  ingredients  £323  19s.  6d. 
The  average  total  cost  per  prescription  was  9.3d. 

Kent. — A  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  was  held 
at  Maidstone  on  February  13,  Mr.  C.  Igglesden  presid- 
ing. The  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Subcommittee 
recommended  that  the  Minister  of  Health  be  asked  to 
modify  Clause  4  of  the  terms  of  service  to  provide  that 
the  rateable  proportion  payable  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  by  each  chemist  should  be  on  the  basis  of  the 


dispensing  fees,  and  not  as  at  present  on  the  whole 
amount  payable.  The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  con- 
curred with  this  suggestion,  and  the  report  was  adopted. 
Chemists  supplying  insulin  and  vaccines  have  been  con- 
tributing at  a  higher  rate  than  is  equitable.  The  Medical 
Benefit  Subcommittee  reported  that  they  had  received 
reports  upon  seven  samples  of  medicine.  In  each  case 
the  mixture  was  correctly  dispensed.  The  Pharmaceu- 
tical Service  Subcommittee  reported  the  investigation  of 
a  complaint  against  a  chemist  who  had  supplied  ©ft 
several  occasions  a  medium-size  bottle  of  a  proprietary 
emulsion  and  been  paid  for  a  large  size.  The  Subcom- 
mittee recommended  :  That  the  complaint  is  substantiated 
and  that  the  chemist  be  censured ;  that  the  sum  of  5s. 
be  deducted  from  his  remuneration  as  an  expense  incurred 
by  the  patient  owing  to  the  chemist's  breach  of  the 
terms  of  service ;  that  the  chemist  be  required  to  repay 
the  Committee  the  amount  which  has  been  paid  to  hira 
in  excess  of  the  amount  due  on  the  preparation  supplied. 
This  was  agreed  to. 

Leamington. — The  Warwickshire  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee met  recently.  A  card  on  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act,  received  from  the  Retail  Pharmacists' 
Union,  will  be_ supplied  to  each  doctor  on  the  panel.  The 
administrative  expenses  for  1923  were  passed  by  the 
Committee,  together  with  an  estimate  of  the  expenses 
for  the  present  year.  There  still  appears  to  be  some  mis- 
understanding as  to  the  use  of  the  word  "  Urgent  "  on 
late  prescriptions,  and  the  secretary  was  instructed  10 
interview  the  chairman  of  the  Panel  Committee  on  the 
matter,  and  at  the  same  time  to  draw  attention  to  cases 
of  excessive  prescribing,  in  the  form  of  40-oz.  mixtures. 

Sheffield. — A  meeting  of  the  joint-committee  of  the 
North-East  Midland  Prescription  Bureau  was  held  re- 
cently at  the  Town  Hall,  at  which  Mr.  J.  H.  W.  R. 
Turner,  M.P.S.  (Rotherham),  was  elected  chairman  for 
the  ensuing  year,  and  Mr.  J.  W.  Irving  (Derby),  deputy- 
chairman.  The  report  of  the  executive  sub-committee 
on  the  work  of  the  Bureau  for  1923,  which  was  approved, 
showed  that  the  number  of  prescriptions  received  was 
2,484,576,  being  an  increase  of  218,420  on  1922.  The 
reasons  for  the  continued  increase  in  the  number  of  pre- 
scriptions were  considered  to  be : — Unemployment ;  the 
passing  away  of  the  prejudice  against  receiving  medical 
benefit  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Scheme ;  the 
improvement  in  the  education  of  the  public  as  regards 
the  safeguarding  of  their  health,  which  also  is  evidenced 
by  the  lower  death  rate ;  the  possibility  of  panel  doctors 
having  changed  their  methods  of  prescribing.  A  satis- 
factory position  was  disclosed  by  the  returns  received 
from  the  Retail  Pharmatists'  Union,  who  scrutinise  priced 
prescriptions ;  and  by  the  clear  certificate  of  audit 
received  from  the  Government  auditor. 


SCOTLAND 

Edinburgh — The  Insurance  Committee  has  decided  that 
in  future  all  stock  vaccines  used  in  the  treatment  of 
insured  persons  in  its  area  are  to  be  supplied  by  panel 
chemists  from  the  usual  prescription-form.  Resolutions 
that  proprietary  preparations  should  not  be  allowed  as  a 
charge  on  the  Drug  Fund  have  been  rescinded,  and  any 
proprietary  preparation  ordered  on  an  official  form  and 
supplied  by  a  chemist  on  the  Committee's  list  will  be 
paid  for.  _ 

Prizes  offered  by  the  Blackburn  Chemists'  Association, 
in  the  chemistry  classes  at  the  Technical  College  were  won 
by  Albert  Monk  (first  year),  Jos.  Walsh  (second  year), 
Tom  Kershaw  (third  year). 

Union  of  South  Africa. — The  fourth  session  of  the 
Fourth  Parliament  was  opened  on  January  25  by 
H.E.  the  Governor-General,  the  Earl  of  Athlone.  The 
Medical,  Dental  and  Pharmacy  Bill  is  again  amongst  the 
measures  to  be  brought  before  Parliament,  and  is  ex- 
pected to  become  law.  When  the  Budget  comes  up  for 
discussion  it  is  hoped  the  Medicine  Stamp  Tax  will  be 
abolished.  A  determined  effort  to  this  effect  is  beingi 
made  by  the  Associated  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  Soutfi 
Africa,  as  we  reported  in  last  week's  issue  (p.  227).

Keall,  Harry  Martin,  E.  J.  Millard,  T.  Tickle,  and  T.  E. 
Wallis.  The  toast  of  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  "  was  entrusted  to  Mr.  W.  Ellison,  who, 
after  alluding  to  certain  "domestic"  matters,  such  as 
a  lift  and  improvements  in  the  benches  in  the  lecture- 
room,  referred  to  the  excellent  opportunities  provided 
for  research  and  the  recent  unique  success  of  Mr.  H.  C. 
Kassner.  Mr.  E.  White,  chairman  of  the  Education 
Committee,  who  replied  in  the  absence  of  the  President 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  contrasted  the  state  of 
affairs  to-day  with  those  of  thirty-seven  years  ago — in 
those  days  there  was  only  one  lady  student,  Miss 
Buchanan.  After  leaving  the  Square  students  should 
remember  what  the  school  had  done  for  them,  and  that 
it  entails  some  return  to  the  Society,  and  expressed  a 
wish  to  see  more  of  them  putting  up  for  the  Council. 
Mr.  E.  J.  Millard,  who  gave  the  toast  of  "  The  School," 
after  congratulating  the  organisers,  of  the  dinner, 
expressed  pleasure  at  seeing  among  those  present  Dr. 
Norman  Collie,  F.R.S.,  Professor  of  Chemistry  at  Uni- 
versity College.  Regarding  the  period  about  which  the  pre- 
vious speaker  was  so  reticent — 1885-87 — the  lady  student 
had  distinguished  herself  by  becoming  the  only  lady 
member  of  the  Council  and  bv  her  work  on  behalf  of 
the  Benevolent  Fund.  Others  who  were  there  at  that 
period  included  the  late  Mr.  John  Umney  and  Mr.  E.  H. 
Farr.  In  those  days  there  was  no  relationship  between 
present  and  past  students,  and  though  a  year  or  so  after 
leaving  the  Square  he  had  suggested  a  dinner  to  which 
an  old  student  should  invite  a  present  one,  the  idea  had 
been  turned  down.  Mr.  Millard  wished  Mr.  E.  T. 
Neathercoat,  who,  after  attaining  the  highest  honour 
which  pharmacy  could  bestow,  was  seeking  a  seat  in 
Parliament,  every  success,  and  paid  tributes  to  Messrs. 
Bennett,  Martin.  Finnemore,  J.  W.  U.  Woolcock  and 
George  Cleghorne  (Cape  Town).  In  referring  to  the 
Hewlett  scholarship,  he  regretted  that  more  students  did 
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jiot  go  in  for  tlie  Major,  and  that  other  wholesale  drug- 
gists had  not  seen  their  way  to  follow  Mr,  Hewlett's 
example.  Professor  Greenish,  he  considered,  had  done 
more  for  the  prestige  of  the  school  than  anyone  else,  and 
he  congratulated  him  on  receiving  the  degree  of  doctor 
of  science  from  the  University  of  Paris,  which  was  speci- 
ally in  reference  to  his  work  on  pharmacognosy.  Mr. 
Millard  hoped  that  British  universities  and  the  Royal 
Society  would  follow  this  lead.  No  such  work  as  the 
Dean  had  performed  had  been  carried  out  since  Daniel 
Hanbury's  research.  It  was  characteristic  of  him  to 
drop  his  work  and  go  to  Leiden  to  study  micro-chemis- 
try. The  school  was  full  up,  and  there  was  also  a  wait- 
ing list  of  fifty  names.  It  was  a  great  success,  one  of 
the  finest  assets  the  Society  possessed,  and  set  the  stan- 
dard of  pharmaceutical  training  in  this  country. 
Professor  Greenish,  in  reply,  declared  that  the  success  of 
the  school  can  never  be  due  to  one  man  alone  ;  he  attri- 
buted the  success  to  the  manner  in  which  all  had  worked 
in  harmony,  and  so  long  as  this  state  continued  he  had 
no  doubts  regarding  its  future.  Negotiations  were  pro- 
gressing favourably  in  respect  of  a  degree  of  science  in 
pharmacy,  and  he  hoped  that  it  would  be  an  accomplished 
fact  before  the  next  dinner.  This  will  result  in  raising 
the  status  of  the  pharmacist,  and  will  cause  an  altera- 
tion in  special  and  technical  education  of  pharmacists. 
Another  result  of  the  degree  will  be  that  more  entrants 
will  take  the  Matriculation,  which  opens  the  door  of 
every  career.  The  chairman  next  spoke  in  glowing  terms 
and  proposed  the  health  of  Dr.  Norman  Collie,  who,  in 
his  response,  mentioned  that  it  is  nearly  half  a  century 
ago  since  he  was  at  the  Square,  and  eulogised  the  work 
of  the  late  Michael  Carteighe.  Mr.  Hildreth  Glyn-Jones 
proposed  "  The  President,"  and  Mr.  Nelson  briefly 
replied. 

South-East  London  Chemists'  Dinner 

The  first  annual  dinner  of  the  South-East  London 
Chemists'  Association  was  held  at  the  Connaught  Rooms, 
W.C.,  on  February  14.  A  first  annual  dinner,  in  the 
nature  of  things,  constitutes  a  milestone  on  the  highway 
©f  any  association ;  and  judging  by  the  atmosphere  of 
friendliness  prevailing,  the  road  of  the  South-East 
Association  is  a  pleasant  one.  Supporting  the  President 
{Mr.  William  Ralph)  at  the  top  of  the  table  were  Mr. 
E.  T.  Neathercoat  (President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society),  Sir  William  and  Lady  Glyn-Jones,  Mr.  G.  A. 
Mallinson  (Retail  Pharmacists'  Union) ,  Messrs.  John 
Keall,  A.  R.  Keith  and  A.  R.  Melhuish  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  Council  (another  councillor,  Mr.  Thomas 
Marns,  was  at  a  Vice-President's  table) ,  Mr.  H.  A.  Irwin 

{President  of  the  Ealing  Association) ,  Mr.  Harry  Martin 
President  of  the  Western  Association) ,  Mr.  W.  C.  Sayers, 
Mr.  G.  A.  Tocher,  and  other  ladies  and  gentlemen.  The 
spur  tables  also  had  their  quota  of  well-known  people : 
directorates  were  represented  by  Mr.  W.  Edwards  Booth 
(A.  &  F.  Pears,  Ltd.),  and  Mr.  F.  A.  Lawman  (the 
Vinolia  Co.,  Ltd.)  ;  representative  staffs  by  Mr.  Agnew 
(Wright,  Layman  &  Umney,  Ltd.),  Mr.  Ford  (S.  Maw, 
Son  &  Sons,  Ltd.),  Mr.  Saunders  (Willows,  Francis, 
Butler  &  Thompson,  Ltd.),  and  several  others  ;  and 
the  retail  trade  by  Mr.  G.  W.  Evans,  Mr.  C. 
Happold,  Mr.  J.  Milner,  and  Mr.  A.  J.  Wing,  together 
■with  Messrs.  Falding  and  Shirtliff,  of  the  Western 
Association,  Who  looked  in  during  the  evening  from 
another  and  a  higher  place.  The  toast  of  "  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  was  proposed  in  a  thoughtful  speech 
by  Mr.  W.  C.  Sayers,  the  first  President  of  the  Associa- 
tion. Mr.  Sayers  suggested  that,  if  pharmacists  had 
not  always  seen  eye  to  eye  with  the  Council,  everything 
had  been  done  for  the  general  good,  and  there  was  not 
much  to  grumble  at.  Had  it  not  been  for  Sir  William 
Glyn-Jones  and  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Associa- 
tion, many  of  those  present  would  not  have  been  able 
to  be  there.  Mr.  Neathercoat  made  a  vigorous  speech 
in  response,  evoking  hearty  applause.  The  lot  of  a 
President  or  a  member  of  Council,  he  remarked,  was  in 
these  times  an  arduous  one.  He  was  glad  to  be  present, 
for  social  functions  were  all  to  the  good  in  association 
life.  He  was  sure  that  the  Society  stood  very  high 
in  the  goodwill  of  Metropolitan  associations.    Tlie  Council 


was  not  always  right:  it  welcomed  criticism,  and  he  was 
of  opinion  that  there  was  room  for  two  points  of  view  in 
the  policy  of  pharmacy.  As  to  the  outlook,  pharmacy 
was  bound  to  continue  to  advance  in  more  than  one 
direction.  Mr.  Keith,  in  giving  the  toast  of  "  The  South- 
East  London  Chemists'  Association,"  fully  lived  up  to 
his  reputation  in  a  reminiscent  account  of  the  genesis  of 
the  Association  and  of  feats  performed  by  its  champions 
on  the  stricken  field.  Its  President  and  members  were  a 
very  fine  lot  of  men,  whom  he  had  met,  not  only  at 
outings  and  at  bowls,  but  in  the  police  court.  (Laughter.) 
The  President,  in  the  course  of  a  brief  acknowledgment, 
assured  his  hearers  that  only  two  chemists  turned  up  at 
the  inaugural  meeting  of  the  Association  in  1912.  During 
the  first  year  of  its  life,  however,  the  high-water  mark 
of  membership  was  reached.  The  final  toast,  that  of 
"  The  Ladies  and  Visitors,"  was  concisely  proposed  by 
Mr.  A.  J.  Wing.  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones,  replying, 
mingled  grave  and  gay  with  practised  certainty  of  touch. 
The  success  of  the  social  side  of  the  associations,  he  held, 
dated  from  the  time  when  ladies  were  first  brought  to 
association  dinners.  Five  members  of  Council  were  pre- 
sent that  evening,  and  everyone  regretted  the  absence, 
through  illness,  of  another  member,  Mr.  Skinner.  He 
(Sir  William)  believed  that  one  of  the  advantages  of 
such  functions  was  that  the  chiefs  could  let  off  steam. 
A  previous  speaker  had  said  that  secretaries  did  the 
donkey  work,  but  he  himself  had  thought  the  secretaries 
did  councillors"  work.  (Laughter.)  He  hoped  that  the 
exact  number  present  that  evening  would  be  published, 
as  it  appeared  that  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Association 
some  of  those  present  saw  double — four  instead  of  two. 
(Laughter.)  Great  praise  was  due  to  Mr.  Cleave,  the 
Association's  secretary.  The  men  with  their  own  busi- 
nesses to  look  after  were  the  men  who  made  sacrifices 
from  year's  end  to  year's  end,  doing  the  spade  work. 
Without  committing  ourselves  as  to  the  exact  number 
of  people  present,  we  may  record  that  the  pleasure  of  a 
well-organised  evening  was  enhanced  by  a  programme  of 
music  distinctly  above  the  average. 


Photographic  Notes 

By  a  Pharmaceutical  Camerist 

Combined  Developing  and  Fixing 
A  patent  has  been  applied  for  by  H.  Hashimoto, 
of  which  the  specification  has  been  published  under 
No.  201,538,  for  a  combined  developing  and  fixing 
bath.  In  the  preparation  of  the  solution  the  caustic 
alkali  is  increased  to  more  than  0.6  per  cent,  of  the 
water  used  and  the  anhydrous  sodium  thiosulphate 
to  more  than  10  per  cent.  Sodium  sulphite  is  added 
as  a  preservative.  The  proportions  may  be  varied, 
the  amount  of  alkali  used  being  sufficient  to 
control  the  restraining  action  of  the  thiosulphate  and 
the  amount  of  the  latter  being  sufficient  to  control  the 
accelerating  action  of  the  alkali  and  prevent  fogging. 
The  following  three  formulas  are  given  for  plates,  films 
and  papers  (amounts  in  grams)  : —

XLV.  Leguminosas 

The  Leguminosoz  do  not  appear  at  first  sight  closely 
allied  to  the  Rosacea,  nevertheless  transitional  forms 
approach  each  other  so  closely  that  the  principal  distin-

guishing  features  of  the  Legiuninosce  are  that  the  odd 
sepal  of  the  five-lobed  calyx  is  anterior  (i.e.,  nearest 
the  observer  when  the  flower  is  held  so  that  the  axis  is 
behind  it ;  the  posterior  side  being  the  back  of  the  flower 

nearest  to  the  axis). 
This  is  because, 
though  most  of  the 
Legiuninosce  have 
characteristic  zygo- 
morphic  flowers 
with  ten  stamens, 
some  (e.g.,  Acacia) 
have  regular  flowers 
wdth  numerous 
stamens.  The 
Natural  Order  is  a 
large  one  of  over 
10,000  species,  in- 
cluding herb  s, 
shrubs  and  trees, 
and  with  represen- 
!  tatives  in  all  parte 
of  the  world  of 
great  importance 
both  as  food,  and 
in  commerce  and 
medicine.  Though 
only  one  legumin- 
ous plant  is  con- 
tained in  the  botan- 
ical section  of  the 
pharmaceutical  syl-

order,  including  food  plants  (peas,  beans,  clover,  ground 
nut) ;  flavouring  materials  (foenugreek,  liquorice),  balsams 
(Copaiba,  Tolu  and  Peru),  dyes  (indigo,  logwood  and  red 
sanders  wood),  gums  (acacia  and  tragacanth),  perfumes 
(cassie  and  tonquin),  purgatives  (senna,  cassia,  tamarinds), 
tanning  materials  (cutch,  divi-divi),  and  timbers  (rose- 
wood). A  few  members  are  very  poisonous  (laburnum 
and  calabar  bean,  the  latter  being  source  of  eserine). 

The  British  Leguminosece  are  quite  distinctive,  being 
papilionaceous  (papilio  —  butterfly).  The  inferior  calyx 
is  gamosepalous  with  five  teeth  showing  its  origin  by 
union  of  five  sepals.  The  five  free  petals  have  a 
characteristic  formation  (Figs.  149  and  150),  the  upper 
(posterior)  petal,  or  standard,  forming  a  hood,  the  two 
lateral  petals  being  termed  the  wings,  the  two  lower 
petals  being  slightly  adherent  (connate)  at  their  lower 
margins  constitute  the  keel,  a  boat-shaped  organ  enclos-

ing  ten  stamens  (which  are  perigynous  but  not  markedly 
so)  and  a  unicarpellary  ovary.  Note  that  cohesion 
occurs  in  the  stamens  as  well  as  the  calyx,  these  being 
joined  into  a  tube  (monadelphous),  or  into  two  bundles 
(diadelphous,  ff6?e//>/(os  =  brother)  consisting  of  nine 
stamens  and  a  single  posterior  stamen.  The  fruit  i3 
almost  always  a  legume,  a  type  of  fruit  distinctive  of 
the  order  derived  from  a  monocarpellary  ovary  with 
several  ovules  and  splitting  into  two  valves  (like  a 
ripe  pea-pod)  to  shed  its  seeds. 

The  broom  (Cytisus  Scoparius,  Link)  belongs  to  this 
sub-order  (Papilionacccc),  and  shows  well  this  resem- 
blance to  a  yellow  butterfly  settling  down  on  a  branch. 
(Fig.  148.)  The  broom,  which  is  indigenous  to  this 
country,  is  a  shrubby  plant  of  3  to  5  feet,  which  may 
attain  a  height  of  about  7  feet.  The  numerous  flexible 
branches  are  directed  upwards,  the  common  name  of 
the  plant  being  derived  from  their 
resemblance  to  a  (inverted)  broom  of 
twigs.  The  younger  branches  are 
dark  green  with  five  marked  ridges  or 
wings.  The  alternate,  shortly  stalked 
leaves  are  trifoliate  (three  leaflets), 
rather  small,  and  comparatively  in- 
conspicuous. This  reduction  in  leaf 
area  is  due  to  the  green  branches 
taking  over  part  of  the  assimilatory 
functions  of  the  leaves.  Such 
"  switch  "  plants  can  exist  in  soils 
that  are  physiologically  "  dry,"  and  are  a  type  of 
xerophytic  plants.  The  leaves  at  the  ends  of  branches 
and  the  young  leaves  are  simple.  The  numerous 
fragrant  yellow  flowers  appear  in  May  or  June  singly  or 
in  pairs  in  the  axils  of  the  old  leaves,  the  flowering  suc- 
cession being  such  that  the  branch  simulates  a  raceme. 
The  peculiar  form  of  papilionaceous  flowers  are  con- 
nected with  the  process  of  pollination,  which  may  be  of 
the  "  piston  and  brush  "  type  or  of  explosive  character. 
In  the  former  (as  in  sweet  pea)  the  coiled  6tigma  pro- 
trudes through  the  tip  of  the  keel  as  the  bee  is  alighting, 
then  the  stamens  protrude  as  the  keel  is  weighted  down. 
The  parts  return  to  their  former  position  when  the 
insect  departs,  so  that  the  process  can  be  repeated.  In 
the  broom  flower,  where  pollination  is  of  the  explosive 
type,  the  keel  does  not  return  to  its  original  position. 
The  long  stamens  are  united  into  a  single  tube,  these

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and  the  style  being  held  under  tension  in  the  keel.  When 
a  bee  alights  on  the  wings  these  are  weighted  down  and 
the  keel  also,  as  it  is  locked  to  these  by  ball  and  socket 
joint,  in  which  swellings  and  depressions  correspond. 
The  result  is  that  the  flower  "  explodes  v'  as  the  wings 
and  keel  slip  down  with  a  sudden  jerk,  while  the 
stamens  and  style  coiled  up  in  the  keel  like  watch- 
springs  are  released  and  scatter  a  shower  of  pollen  on 
the  insect  causing  the  disturbance.  (Fig.  149.)  The 
difference  between  an  exploded  flower  and  unexploded 
one  can  be  seen  by  inspection.  (Fig.  150.)  The  ripe 
pods  are  flat,  and  lj  to  2  inches  long,  with  hairy  edges. 
They  open  suddenly,  and  may  throw  the  seeds  some 
distance  as  the  valves  twist  upwards. 

Broom  is  used  in  medicine  in~the  form  of  a  decoction 
or  infusion  (from  dried  tops),  or  as  juice  expressed  from 
fresh  herb.  The  active  principles  are  the  volatile  liquid 
alkaloid  sparteine  (of  which  it  contains  about  0.03  per 
cent.)  and  a  yellow  crystalline  principle  (scoparin)  with 
diuretic  properties.

Manufacture  of  Camphene. — A  process  for  manufactur- 
ing camphene  and  its  derivatives,  consisting  in  heating 
a  mixture  of  oil  of  turpentine  and  rosin.  (L.  Penfaillit 
and  G.  Austerweil.    B.F.  563,208.) 

Hydrogen  Peroxide. — An  apparatus  for  the  continuous 
manufacture  of  solution  of  hydrogen  peroxide  of  any 
concentration,  by  rectification  and  distillation  in  vacuo 
of  ordinary  commercial  solutions.  (G.  F.  Jaubert. 
B.F.  563,908.) 

Germany 

Colloidal  Suspensions.— A  process  for  producing  emul- 
sions and  suspensions  for  use  as  ointments,  lubricants, 
etc.,  based  on  the  use  of  methyl  or  ethyl  cellulose  or 
starch  as  a  protective,  colloid.  (L.  Lilienfeld.  D.R.P. 
388,369.) 

Tartaric  Acid  Manufacture. — A  process  for  producing 
tartaric  acid  from  oxalic  acid,  consisting  in  the  electro- 
lysis of  a  solution  of  oxalic  acid,  containing  sulphuric 
acid,  at  a  low  temperature,  the  yield  amounting  to  50-60 
per  cent.    (Diamalt  A.G.    D.R.P.  389,624.) 

Injectable  Solutions  of  Insoluble  Salts.— A  process  for 
preparing  solutions  for  injection  of  insoluble  salts  based 
on  the  use  of  a  mixture  of  equal  parts  of  tertiary 
trichlorbutyl  alcohol  (acetone  chloroform)  and  urethane, 
which  forms  a  limpid  liquid,  in  which  a  number  of 
insoluble  compounds  are  readily  soluble.  (Gesellschaft 
fur  chemische  Industrie  in  Basel.

Ergot  Preparations. — A  process  for  obtaining  active  pre- 
parations of  ergot  for  hypodermic  injection  by  extracting 
the  drug  with  water  at  37°  C.  for  two  to  five  days, 
until  fermentation  has  ceased,  whereupon  calcium 
hydroxide  is  added,  the  solution  filtered,  and  ammonium 
carbonate  added  to  the  filtrate.  After  filtration,  the 
liquid  is  concentrated  at  a  low  temperature ;  methyl 
alcohol  is  added  to  the  syrupy  liquid,  the  precipitate 
removed  by  filtration,  and  the  filtrate  is  evaporated  in 
vacuo.    (Chemische  Fabrik  "  Norgine."    D.R.P.  388.845.)

Madagascar  and  Seychelles  vanilla. — The  production 
of  vanilla  in  Madagascar,  including  the  Comoros,  Reunion 
and  Mauritius,  for  the  1923-24  season  is  estimated  at 
848,220  lb.,  compared  with  an  estimate  of  675,710  lb.  for 
tho  previous  season.  In  the  Seychelles,  —here  the  output 
in  1922  was  officially  estimated  at  not  more  than  1,000 
kilos,  it  is  believed  that  the  1923  production  will  be  some- 
what less,  as  vanilla  cultivation  has  declined  for  several 
years.

Mr.  Spence  asked  the  Secretary  for  Scotland,  on 
February  18,  if  he  is  aware  that,  prior  to  the  local  veto 
poll  m  the  bui'gh  of  Eyemouth  on  December  11,  1923, 
the  liquor  trade  issued  a  poster  stating  that  the  local 
chemist  would  be  unable  to  supply  spirits  for  medicinal 
purposes  in  the  event  of  the  area  voting  no  licence ; 
and  will  he  take  steps  to  make  such  action  punishable 
in  Scotland  ? 

Mr.  Adamson,  replying,  said  he  had  no  information 
with  regard  to  the  first  part  of  the  question;  and  in 
any  case  he  did  not  think  that  the  publication  of  such 
a  statement  could  properly  be  made  a  penal  offence. 
Aniline  Dye  Supply 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  replying  to  a 
question  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  February  15,  said 
the  proposals  for  an  arrangement  have  been  for  some  time 
under  discussion  between  the  British  Dyestuffs'  Corpora- 
tion and  the  Interessen-Gemeinschaft,  and  it  is  under- 
stood that  they  are  still  continuing.  The  Board  of  Trade 
is  not  a  party  to  these  negotiations ;  and  as,  so  far  as 
the  Board  is  aware,  the  discussions  have  not  yet  ter- 
minated, no  conclusions  have  been  laid  before  the  Board. 
If  a  draft  agreement  is  eventually  put  forward  it  will 
require  the  serious  consideration  of  the  Government,  and 
he  would  consider  the  question  of  making  a  statement  to 
the  House  without  delay. 

Free  Treatment  op  Venereal  Diseases 

Mr.  S.  "Hastings  asked  the  Minister  of  Health,  on 
February  19,  if  he  could  give  any  estimate  as  to  the 
result  of  the  provision  of  free  treatment  by  the  State 
on  the  incidence  of  venereal  disease ;  and  whether,  if 
the  result  has  been  good,  he  intends  to  adopt  similar 
methods  for  free  treatment  for  other  diseases? 

Mr.  Wheatley  replied  that  the  information  in  his 
possession  tends  to  show  that  the  incidence  of  these 
diseases  is  declining  and  that  the  provision  of  free  treat- 
ment has  undoubtedly  contributed  to  that  result.  There 
are  certain  features  of  these  diseases  which  differentiate 
them  from  other  communicable  majadies  and  which 
render  the  provision  of  free  treatment  especially  desirable 
in  the  interests  of  the  community.  He  could  not  under- 
take, within  the  limits  of  question  and  answer,  to  discuss 
the  expediency  of  adopting  similar  methods  for  other 
diseases. 

Drinking  Methylated  Spirit 
Sir  John  Pennefather  asked  the  Under-Secretary  of 
State  for  the  Home  Department  on  February  14  whether 
his  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  increased  drinking 
of  methylated  spirit,  and  to  suggestions'-  recently  made 
by  the  Liverpool  justices  in  regard  to  the  matter  :  and, 
if  so,  can  he  say  what  steps  he  proposes  to  take? 

Mr.  Davies  replied  that  the  question  has  received 
special  attention  for  some  time  past.  Suggestions  made 
by  the  Liverpool  justices  and  from  many  other  quarters 
have  been  considered.  Recently  at  a  conference  between 
various  Departments  concerned  certain  practical  pre- 
ventive steps  were  discussed  and  progress  was  made 
towards  the  adoption  of  measures  intended  inter  alia  to 
make  the  liquid  even  more  unpalatable  than  it  is  at 
present. 

Mr.  A.  M.  Samuel  :  Could  not  the  difficulty  he  got  over 
by  reducing  the  duty  on  whisky,  so  that  one  can  have 
wholesome  stuff  to  drink  ? 

Dye  Chemists 

Mr.  Waddington  asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  on  February  19,  if  he  is  aware  that  the  British 
Dyestuffs  Corporation  has  dismissed  a  large  number  of 
chemists  and  laboratory  assistants,  to  the  serious  injury 
of  chemical  research  in  this  country ;  that  the  corpora- 
tion has  hitherto  refused  to  appoint  to  the  directorate 
persons  with  technical  and  scientific  knowledge  of  dye- 
stuffs  manufacture ;  and  will  he  take  steps  to  provide 
that  the  Government  nominees  to  the  directorate  shall 
be  persons  possessing  these  qualifications  ? 

The  President  replied  that  he  is  informed  that  the 


appointments  of  a  limited  number  of  research  chemists 
have  been  terminated  within  the  past  three  months  in 
connection  with  a  reorganisation  of  the  research  work 
of  the  corporation.  As  regards  the  second  part  of  the 
question,  he  understood  that  an  invitation  to  join  the 
board  of  the  corporation  is  now  under  consideration  by 
a  distinguished  scientist.  The  suggestion  made  in  the 
last  part  of  the  question  will  he  borne  in  mind. 

Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act 

Sir  F.  Wise  asked  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer, 
on  February  19,  what  procedure  is  adopted  by  the  Com- 
missioners of  Customs  and  Excise  to  ascertain  the  true 
value  of  goods  imported  under  the  Safeguarding  of 
Industries  Act,  1921,  Part  I ;  and  whether  any  question 
as  to  suggested  values  has  been  referred  to  the  referee 
under  Section  10  of  that  Act  ? 

The  Chancellor  replied  that  the  normal  practice  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  is  to  fix  the 
value  of  goods  under  Section  10  of  the  Act  by  reference 
to  the  invoice  price  to  the  importer,  plus  freight  and 
insurance,  except  in  cases  where  there  is  prima  facie 
ground  for  suspicion  that  the  full  consideration  for  the 
purchase  is  not  disclosed  in  the  invoice,  or  that  the 
transaction  is  not  a  bona  fide  sale  to  a  genuine  purchaser 
for  value  in  the  open  market.  In  such  cases  the  Com- 
missioners fix  the  value  independently  of  the  invoice 
price.  It  is  open  to  any  importer  who  is  dissatisfied 
with  the  value  fixed  by  the  Commissioners  to  require 
the  matter  to  be  referred  to  the  referee  appointed  under 
Section  10  of  the  Act,  but  so  far  no  such  reference  has 
been  required. 

Export  Allowance  on  Spirits 

Mr.  T.  Johnston  asked  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer, 
on  February  19,  if  he  is  aware  that  there  is  a  bonus 
allowance  from  public  funds  of  3d.  per  proof  gallon  of 
exported  spirits;  what  is  the  estimated  annual  cost  of  the 
excise  supervision  and  administration  of  this  bonus; 
what  the  bonus  amounted  to  during  the  last  financial 
year;  if  the  exporters  to  Canada  and  the  United  States 
of  America  share  in  the  bonuses ;  and  how  they  supply 
evidence  of  landing  at  foreign  destinations  ? 

The  Chancellor  replied  that  he  is  aware  that  an 
allowance  of  3d.  per  proof  gallon  is  paid  on  British 
plain  6oirits  exported,  the  allowance  being  made  as  com- 
pensation for  the  enhanced  cost  of  manufacture  due  to 
Revenue  restrictions.  The  control  and  payment  of  this 
allowance  forms  a  very  minor  part  of  the  work  of  the 
Customs  and  Excise  Department.  No  estimate  of  its 
cost  can  be  given,  but  it  must  be  negligible.  The  total 
amount  paid  during  the  financial  year  ended  March  31, 
1923,  was  £63,428.  The  allowance  is  payable  by  law  in 
respect  *of  all  exported  home-made  spirits  on  an  official 
certificate  of  due  shipment  of  the  spirits,  and  evidence 
of  landing  abroad  is  not  required  unless  there  is  suspicion 
that  the  spirits  have,  in  fact,  not  been  exported. 
Imported  Stains  foe  Microscopy 

Mr.  Keens  asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
on  February  14,  whether  he  is  aware  that  certain  stains 
used  in  microscopic  work  in  the  research  departments  of 
various  hospitals  and  other  laboratories  have  necessarily 
to  be  imported  from  Germany;  whether  he  is  aware  that 
the  Department  of  Customs  and  Excise  open  certain  of 
the  bottles  of  these  stains  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining the  alcoholic  content,  and  that  some  of  ths  bottles 
are  rendered  absolutely  useless  for  research  purposes  by 
this  method  and  occasioning  serious  loss  of  time  and 
energy  to  those  engaged  in  research  ;  and  whether  he  will 
take  steps  to  see  that  the  bottles  are  delivered  to  re- 
search departments  of  hospitals  and  approved  scientific 
institutions  without  being  so  opened  ? 

Mr.  Graham,  who  replied,  said  that  when  stains  used 
in  microscopic  work  are  imported,  the  Department  of 
Customs  and  Excise  opens  the  smallest  possible  number 
of  bottles  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  alcohol 
content.  But  the  bottles  may  be  delivered  without  being 
opened,  provided  the  importer  indicates  in  the  Customs 
entry  that  the  strength  of  the  stains  is  not  to  be  tested 
and  pays  spirit  duty  at  the  rate  appropriate  to  prepara- 
tions containing  spirits  and  not  tested  as  to  alcoholio 
strength.

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  II. 

I  am  Puzzled, 

after  reading  No.  XVII  of  your  articles  on 
Insurance  dispensing  terms,  to  reconcile  the  assumption 
that  no  services  in  connection  with  Insurance  dispensing 
are  offered  by  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  in  return 
for  the  ordinary  subscription  with  the  quotation  from 
its  rules  given  lower  down  in  the  article.  The  rule 
quoted  certainly  appears  to  cover  such  services,  including 
that  which  you  say  the  R.P.U.  undertakes  as  agent  for 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committees,  and  for  which  those 
Committees  pay  out  of  money  deducted  from  chemists' 
accounts.  If  this  really  is  so,  the  chemist  pays  twice 
over  for  this  particular  service.  Not  only  so,  but  if 
this  rule,  in  its  apparent  meaning,  is  operative  the 
R.P.U.  spends  money  contributed  partly  by  such  of  its 
members  as  are  not  Insurance  chemists  in  services  from 
which  they  receive  no  benefit.  The  situation  is  more 
than  a  little  puzzling,  and  your  inquiry  into  it  is  more 
than  timely.  :  : 

Mr.  G.  F.  Corrall, 

writing  in  "  The  Script,"  expresses 
amazement  that  counsel  for  the  defence  in  cases  of 
charges  of  inaccuracy  in  dispensing  have  never  taken 
up  the  argument  from  the  irregularity  of  the  doses  pre- 
scribed, of  which  he  thinks  a  great  deal  might  be  made. 
He  forgets  apparently  that  this  argument  was  taken  up 
in  a  case  on  which  I  commented  on  June  16  last,  and 
that  the  magistrate  refused  to  listen  to  it.  The  irregu- 
larity of  the  spoon  as  a  measure  has  also  more  than 
once  been  pointed  out  in  these  columns,  and  illustrated 
by  quotations  from  well-known  works  of  reference.  But 
my  object  in  referring  to  the  matter  again  is  to  protest 
against  the  notion  that  this  irregularity  is  any  excuse 
for  carelessness  in  dispensing.  It  may,  as  Mr.  Corrall 
thinks,  be  the  subconscious  reason  for  regarding  strict 
accuracy  as  unnecessary,  but  it  is  a  very  bad  reason, 
or  to  speak,  as  we  should  dispense,  with  "  strict 
accuracy,"  it  is  no  reason  at  all,  and  I  should  be  very 
sorry  to  find  that  it  is  generally  thought  to  be.  That 
there  is  one  element  of  uncertainty  in  the  doses  taken 
is  a  curious  "  reason  "  for  adding'  another  !  Still  more 
sorry  should  I  be  to  think  with  Mr.  Corrall  that  the 
sole  concern  of  most  chemists  with  regard  to  Insurance 
dispensing  is  how  much  they  can  get  out  of  it.  Surely 
this  is  much  too  sweeping  an  indictment? 

Mr.  Mallinson 

said  at  Birmingham  that  the  amount  of  pay- 
ment for  Insurance  dispensing  is  dependent  upon  the 
standard  of  service.  This  is  an  entirely  new  view,  and 
one  for  which  we  require  more  evidence  than  appears 
to  be  forthcoming;  Mr.  Mallinson,  as  reported,  offered 
none,  and  I  am  not  aware  that  any  standard  of  service 
has  ever  been  set  up  officially  as  a  basis  for  an  agree- 
ment on  terms  of  payment.  The  suggestion  of  such  an 
idea  in  the  official  mind  is,  however,  disquieting,  and 
bears  a  very  different  construction  from  the  one  Mr. 
Mallinson  seems  to  put  upon  it.  It  may,  for  instance, 
explain  the  persistent  lowering  of  the  standard  of  service 
required  by  the  introduction  of  stock  mixtures,  etc.,  the 
prosecutions  for  inaccuracy  in  dispensing,  and  the 
attempt  made,  through  them,  to  discredit  us.  Possibly, 
however,  it  is  only  an  ex  -post  facto  argument  of  Mr. 
MaUinson's  for  increased  care  for  accuracy  on  our  part. 
If  so,  it  is  not  one  that  can  be  entirely  approved  as 
coming  from  anyone  in  Mr.  MaUinson's*  position.  It 
does  not  reflect  at  all  upon  the  kind  of  service  asked 
of  us,  but  it  may  be  construed  as  an  admission  that 
we  have  failed  to  meet  even  these  modest  requirements. 
The  fact  is  that,  whatever  we  may  think  of  Mr.  Corrall's 
view  of  our  attitude  towards  Insurance  work,  there  can 
be  no  doubt  at  all— I  won't  say  of  that  of  the  framers 
of  the  Act,  but  of  that  of  those  who  administer  it— 
their  one  endeavour  is  to  get  our  share  of  the  work 
done,  as  cheaply  as  possible.     I  need  hardly  say  that, 


whether  sufficiently  paid  or  not.  our  service  should  be 
the  best  we  can  give ;  we  should  lend  no  colour  to  the 
idea  that  we  could  give  better,  as  regards  accuracy,  that 
is,  if  better  paid. 

In  Leicester, 

said  the  President  of  the  local  branch  at  its 
annual  dinner,  they  have  been  able  to  eliminate  un- 
qualified competition.  If  this  is  really  a  fact  and  not 
a  mere  rhetorical  flourish,  like  Mr.  Squires's  other  remark 
that  the  motto  of  the  Society  is  "  Safety  first."  it  really 
lies  upon  the  branch  as  a  duty  to  tell  us  how  it  was 
done.  I  was  born,  so  to  speak,  with  one  foot  in  Leices- 
tershire and  the  other  in  a  neighbouring  county,  and  had 
always  a  great  respect  for  its  county  town  (confirmed, 
I  may  say,  by  many  business  dealings  there) ;  but  I 
never  regarded  it  as  in  any  sense  remarkable  for  ortho- 
doxy ;  and  if  the  elimination  spoken  of  has  been  effected 
by  the  branch,  and  is  not  the  result  of  accident,  it 
ought  to  be  possible  anywhere.  What  tactics  were 
employed  ?  Did  the  spectacle  of  the  happy  relations  of 
the  local  branch  and  the  parent  Society  so  work  upon 
the  feelings  of  the  unqualified  that  in  sheer  admiration 

They  folded  their  tents  like  the  Arabs, 
And  silently  stole  away, 
or  were  more   active   measures  taken  ?      Do  tell,  Mr. 
Squires  ! 

What  is  "  Goodwill  " 

in  business  ?  Mr.  Humphrey  seems 
to  regard  it  as  a  purely  personal  matter,  a  sort  of 
attachment  between  the  proprietor  of  a  business  and  his 
customers.  If  that  is  all  it  is,  goodwill  cannot  really 
be  transferred  with  the  business,  and,  indeed,  I  doubt 
whether  it  can  in  any  case ;  but  if  we  so  restrict  the 
term,  transference  is  manifestly  not  to  be  reckoned  upon — ■ 
it  is  a  mere  chance  not  worth  paying  for.  A  new  pro- 
prietor may  be  as  well  liked  by  the  old  customers  as 
his  predecessor  was,  but  no  bargain  between  the  two 
can  ensure  it  or  even  make  it  more  likely.  We  can 
sell  neither  our  own  pleasing  qualities  nor  the  favour 
of  our  customers.  The  Oxford  Dictionary  defines  good- 
will, in  the  commercial  sense,  as  "  The  privilege  granted 
by  the  seller  of  a  business  to  the  purchaser  of  trading 
as  his  recognised  successor ;  the  ready-formed  '  connec- 
tion '  of  customers  considered  as  an  element  in  the  sale- 
able value  in  addition  to  the  value  of  the  plant,  stock- 
in-trade,  trade  debts,'  etc. 

The  Rosacea?, 

which  were  one  of  the  subjects  of  your  last 
week's  botanical  article,  used  to  enter  much  more  largely 
into  medicine  than  they  do  now ;  and  even  the  humble 
dog  rose,  of  which  you  gave  such  a  beautiful  illustration, 
had  many  uses  besides  that  of  a  refrigerant  and  an 
excipient  for  pills,  to  which  it  became  ultimately 
restricted.  Three  different  roses  were  for  a  long  time 
official  with  us,  each  of  which  had  its  specific  use.  They 
were  known  respectively  as  the  red  rose  or  Rosa  Gallica, 
the  damask  rose  [Rosa  Damascena  or  centifolia),  and 
the  dog  rose  {cynoshatos  or  Rosa  canina).  The  first- 
named  was  used  in  infusum  rosse  and  conserva  rosse 
Gallicae,  the  second  for  aqua  rosse  and  syrupus  rosse, 
the  third  for  conservse  rosse  caninse.  The  conserves 
afterwards  took  the  name  of  confections.  The  damask 
rose  has  been  superseded  by  the  "  Red  Rose."  It  is, 
I  believe,  still  a  disputed  point  whether  this  Rosa  Gallica 
should  be  termed  the  Provins  or  the  Provengal  rose. 
Chaucer  calls  it  the  rose  of  the  "  Rone  "  (Rhone),  which 
points  to  Provence.  The  name  Rosa  centifolia  has  now 
a  different  application,  as  your  article  shows.

Editorial  Articles 

The  Forthcoming  Budget 

Baiting  Chancellors  of  the  Exchequer  with  suggestions  for 
embodiment  in  forthcoming  budgets  is  a  time-honoured 
practice,  which  has  rarely  had  so  much  to  justify  it  as  on 
the  present  occasion.  The  burden  of  taxation  is  so  pressing 
that  the  taxpayer  could  not,  human  nature  being  wha 
it  is,  be  expected  to  bear  it  in  silence.  If  his  complaint 
is,  at  the  same  time,  one  to  which,  in  the  public  interest, 
the  Chancellor  ought  to  hearken  its  expression  has  the 
further  justification  of  being  the  performance  of  a  publio 
duty.  We  think  that  much  might  be  said  under  both 
these  heads  for  the  complaints  which  are  so  generally 
made  about  the  present  duty  on  spirits.  Prior  to  the  war 
the  duty  on  spirits  was  at  the  rate  of  14s.  9d.  the  proof 
gallon,  now  it  stands  at  £3  12s.  6d.,  or,  including  the 
immature  spirits  duty,  £3  14s.  the  gallon,  or  over  five 
times  as  much.  And  while,  in  a  time  of  fiscal  stress  like 
the  present,  an  increase  of  the  duty  up  to  the  highest 
limit  of  productivity  might  be  defended,  it  is  difficult 
to  see  what  can  be  said  in  defence  of  a  rate  which,  so 
far  from  bringing  into  the  Exchequer  a  corresponding 
increase  in  return,  is,  in  fact,  productive  of  less  revenue 
than  there  would  be  every  reason  to  expect  from  a  much 
lower  rate.  The  excessive  rate  of  duty  has  discouraged  con- 
sumption, which  is  the  main  factor  upon  which  the  revenue 
from  spirits  depends.  Unless,  therefore,  the  Chancellor  is 
to  approach  the  subject  of  the  taxation  of  spirits  from 
another  standpoint  than  the  fiscal  one,  he  may  be  ex- 
pected in  the  ordinary  course  to  favour  the  policy  of 
reduction.  But  however  this  may  be,  we  think  nothing 
can  be  lost  by  reiterating  the  grievances  which  the  present 
condition  of  things  inflicts  on  chemists,  and  through  them 
on  the  further  large  body  of  workers  directly  or  indirectly 
employed  by  them.  Take  perfumers.  It  is  notorious  that 
the  perfume  industry  is  suffering  to  the  verge  of  disor- 
ganisation from  ihe  impossibility  of  turning  out  at  a 
profit  any  but  the  highest  priced  perfumes  in  which  pure 
ethylic  alcohol  has  been  used.  One  result  of  this  state  of 
things  is  that  crude  substitutes  from  which  the  revenue 
derives  no  duty  at  all  are  used  instead  of  the  ethylio 
alcohol.  And  to  this  fiscal  argument  for  a  reduction  of 
the  duty  on  the  spirits  used  in  making  perfumes  has  to  be 
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added  the  humanitarian  one  that  perfumes  have  a 
medicinal  use  too  great  to  he  overlooked.  To  cheapen 
them  would,  therefore,  be  to  do  something  to  alleviate 
human  suffering.  Turning  again  to  flavouring  essences, 
we  find  the  impost  weighing  upon  a  class  of  articles 
which  might  well  claim  special  favour  from  a  Chancellor 
to  whom  the  material  well-being  of  the  community  is  a 
concern.  These  essences  are  used  chiefly  in  the  production 
of  confections  and  other  articles  of  food,  yet  the  full 
spirit  duty  is  levied  on  the  alcohol  used  in  their  manu- 
facture. It  must,  we  suppose,  be  put  down  to  the  lack 
of  profundity  in  the  ordinary  race  of  politicians,  that  in 
all  the  outcry  against  the  taxation  of  food  as  a  thing  not 
to  be  thought  of,  no  voice  has-  been  raised  to  call  for 
the  removal  of  this  tax  with  which  some  common  articles 
of  food  are  already  weighted.  Akin  to  this  is  the  pre- 
sent position  of  spirits  used  in  the  making  of  recognised 
medical  preparations  or  for  scientific  purposes.  But  here 
the  incidence  of  the  tax  has  features  which  from  then- 
very  illogicality,  if  for  no  other  reason,  can  hardly  fail 
to  attract  the  Chancellor's  notice.  As  during  the  course 
of  the  war  additions  were  made  to  the  rate  of  spirit 
duty,  the  form  was  gone  through  of  remitting  the  amount 
of  the  new  imposition  upon  the  spirits  using  in  making 
these  medical  preparations,  or  for  scientific  purposes.  The 
strange  result  is  thus  arrived  at  that  the  £3  14s.  per 
proof  gallon  charged  on  the  spirits,  repayment  may  be 
obtained  of  all  except  the  14s.  9d.  per  gallon,  the  sum 
paid  under  the  rate  in  force  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war. 
How  the  official  mind  justifies  such  an  arrangement  we 
cannot  guess.  No  one  would  venture  to  contend,  openly, 
at  least,  that  spirits  used  in  the  making  of  medical  pre- 
parations are  a  proper  subject  of  taxation.  Else  why 
remit  £2  19s.  3d.  per  proof  gallon  of  the  duty  of  £3  14s. 
levied  upon  them?  And  if  they  ought  not  to  be  taxed, 
why  is  the  impost  of  14s.  9d.  still  charged  upon  them? 
The  position  is  so  crudely  anomalous  that  it  can  hardly 
be  overlooked  in  the  forthcoming  Budget,  and  we  think 
we  can  confidently  rely  on  the  humanitarian  sense  of  the 
House  to  rise  in  opposition  to  a  principle  which  involves 
the  taxation  of  the  sick  through  their  medicines.  What 
is  important,  in  the  interests  of  the  public  generally  and 
of  manufacturing  chemists  in  particular,  is  that  the 
matter  should  not  be  allowed  to  be  overlooked  in  the 
general  scramble  of  the  Budget  debate.

The  following  figures,  obtained  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  report  and  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  balance- 
sheet,  refer  to  Insurance  prescriptions  dispensed  by 
chemists  in  England  and  Wales  throughout  the  year 
1922  and  the  checking  of  these  by  the  R.P.U.  : —

The  figure  of  1  per  cent.  (=2^d.  in  every  £1  gross 
value  of  prescriptions)  has  been  taken  as  a  fair  estimate 
of  the  average  amount  deducted  from  chemists'  accounts 
throughout  the  country  for  the  expenses  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees.  Based  on  this  calculation,  Phar- 
maceutical Committees  appear  to  spend  two-thirds  of 
their  income  in  carrying  out  their  duties  in  their  own 
areas,  and  one-third  is  paid  to  the  Retail  Pharmacists' 


Union  for  work  carried  out  on  behalf  of  all  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committees.  The  accounts  of  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees are  checked  by  Insurance  Committees,  which  pay 
over  to  them  the  amounts  deducted  from  chemists' 
accounts.  We  question,  however,  whether  Insurance 
Committees  are  expected  carefully  to  dissect  this  expen- 
diture and  examine  every  detail  in  order  to  ascertain 
whether  each  amount  expended  was,  in  fact,  necessitated 
by  the  carrying  out  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committees' 
strictly  statutory  duties.  The  money,  after  all,  is  paid 
by  chemists  themselves,  and  does  not  come  out  of  the 
Insurance  Committees'  administration  funds.  The 
chief  reason  for  the  Insurance  Committees'  check 
would  appear  to  be  to  see  that  the  total  amount 
of  twopence  per  insured  person  is  not  exceeded 
by  the  expenses  of  the  Panel  and  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committees  jointly.  It  is  the  duty  of  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committees  to  watch  their  expenditure,  in  order  to 
ensure  that  whatever  amounts  are  deducted  from  chemists' 
accounts  are  properly  expended.  Expenses  incurred  in 
connection  with  extra-statutory  work  should  not  bo 
deducted  from  Insurance  chemists'  accounts.  Further, 
Pharmaceutical  Committees  should  periodically  examine 
their  contracts  with  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  in 
order  to  satisfy  themselves  that  they  are  not  paying  too 
much  for  the  services  they  receive,  or  that  they  are  not 
asking  for  too  much  to  be  done  for  them,  and  in  con- 
sequence incurring  unnecessary  expenditure.  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committees  as  such  have  no  control  over  the 
R.P.U.  Chemists  do  not,  as  Insurance  chemists,  elect 
the  R.P.U.  Executive  or  control  its  policy.  All  members 
are  not  Insurance  chemists,  just  as  all  Insurance  chemists 
are  not  members.  There  need  not  even  be  of  necessity 
a  majority  of  Insurance  chemists  on  the  Executive,  as 
the  following  extract  from  the  rules  of  the  R.P.U. 
shows  : — 

There  shall  be  six  electoral  sections  formed  in  England 
and  Wales.  .  .  .  The  members  elected  to  the  Executive 
Committee  by  each  electoral  section  shall  include  at  least 
one  panel  pharmacist,  and  all  such  members  must  be 
engaged  in  retail  business. 

We  believe  that  in  practice  the  conduct  of  all  Health 
Insurance  business  is  left  in  the  hands  of  these  panel 
chemists,  who  act  as  a  subcommittee  of  the  Executive. 
This  arrangement,  however,  does  not  necessarily  follow 
from  the  published  rules  governing  the  constitution  of 
the  Union.  There  are  some  other  matters  which  may 
be  quite  well  understood  by  Pharmaceutical  Committees, 
but  of  which  the  ordinary  individual  pharmacist  appears 
to  be  ignorant,  and  these  chiefly  relate  to  financial  arrange- 
ments. It  is  necessary  to  distinguish  carefully  between  the 
different  amounts  received  as  income  by  the  R.P.U.  : 
(1)  Subscriptions  from  its  own  members,  and  (2)  payments 
from  Pharmaceutical  Committees.  If  the  payments  made 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Committees  are  not  sufficient  to 
cover  the  cost  to  the  R.P.U.  of  all  Insurance  work, 
or-  if  the  total  amount  of  the  members'  subscriptions  is 
not  sufficient  to  meet  the  cost  of  all  other  business 
services,  then  either  members  of  the  R.P.U.  who  are 
not  Insurance  chemists  help  to  pay  for  Insurance  work, 
or  Insurance  chemists  who  are  not  members  of  the 
R.P.U.  pay  for  the  non-Insurance  services  provided  for 
members  of  the  Union.  There  is  another  side  to  this 
question.  If  either  or  both  of  the  amounts  received 
from  these  two  different  sources  of  income  are  more 
than  sufficient  to  meet  the  cost  to  the  R.P.U.  of  the 
work  for  which  the  amounts  are  contributed,  what 
becomes  of  the  surplus  ?  If  members'  subscriptions 
exceed  the  cost  of  providing  the  various  non-Insurance 
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services  to  which  members  are  entitled,  the  balance 
naturally  is  held  by  the  Union  for  the  benefit  of  all 
its  members.  But  if  the  amounts  paid  by  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committees  exceed  the  cost  to  the  R.P.U.  of  its 
Insurance  services,  is  the  balance  held  for  the  benefit 
of  all  Insurance  chemists,  by  whom  the  money  is  con- 
tributed ?  We  seem  to  remember  that  assurances  on  this 
point  were  given  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in 
regard  to  the  funds  of  the  central  checking  bureau. 
When  this  organisation  was  transferred  to  the  Retail 
Pharmacists'  Union  at  the  commencement  of  1921,  the 
balance  of  the  funds  standing  to  the  credit  of  the 
bureau  were  handed  over  to  the  new  body  to  be  used 
in  connection  with  central  Insurance  propaganda  in  the 
interests  of  all  panel  pharmacists ;  but  the  present  position 
regarding  any  funds  specially  earmarked  for  Insurance 
work  is  another  matter  concerning  which  chemists  are 
in  doubt.  The  R.P.U.  does  not  publish  separate 
balance-sheets  showing  the  various  items  of  income 
and  expenditure  which  relate  to  its  Insurance 
and  non-Insurance  departments,  and  therefore  any  con- 
clusions which  may  be  drawn  from  the  balance-sheet  that 
is  published  are  more  or  less  conjectural.  On  its  work 
for  the  year  1922  the  Union  made  a  profit  of  £1.225 
(total  income,  £6,518;  total  expenditure,.  £5,293).  The 
subscriptions  of  its  members  amounted  to  £2,132,  and 
£4,292  was  received  from  levies  on  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees, while  £94  was  received  from  other  sources.  The 
year  1921  was  also  a  profitable  one,  for  the  excess  of 
income  over  expenditure  for  that  year  was  £1,605.  Any 
Insurance  chemist  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  R.P.U. 
might  be  forgiven  for  asking  on  which  side  of  the 
work — Insurance  or  non-Insurance — the  profit  was  made  ; 
but  that  is  a  question  which  the  R.P.U.  alone  '  can 
answer.  A  result  may  be  arrived  at,  however,  by  extract- 
ing on  one  side  all  expenses  which  obviously  relate  to 
the  Insurance  department,  and  on  the  other  side  those 
which  appear  to  refer  to  the  non-Insurance  department. 
Those  expenses  which  are  left  are  common  to  all  the 
work  of  the  Union,  and  represent  upkeep  of  offices, 
salaries  of  staff,  travelling  costs,  and  general  incidental 
expenses.  As  the  income  from  members'  subscriptions 
equals  only  half  the  payments  received  from  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committees,  it  would  appear  to  be  fair  to  appor- 
tionate  the  common  expenses  as  to  one-third  to  the  non- 
Insurance  side  and  as  to  two-thirds  to  the  Insurance 
department ;  and  in  this  way  two  balance-sheets  can  be 
prepared.  As  a  result  of  these  calculations,  we  find  that 
while  members'  subscriptions  and  income  from  other 
sources  approximately  balance  the  expenses  connected 
with  the  Union's  non-Insurance  activities,  the  Insurance 
account  appears  to  show  a  credit  balance  of  income  over 
expenditure.  The  methods  we  have  adopted  are  very 
rough  and  ready,  and  our  estimate  of  the  situation  can 
be  revised  if  figures  can  be  produced  to  show  that  it 
is  incorrect.  We  have  drawn  attention  to  this  matter 
because  of  the  fact  to  which  we  have  previously  referred — 
that  anv  deductions  which  are  made  from  chemists' 
accounts  directly  affect  their  profit  on  the  work,  and 
therefore  they  are  entitled  to  be  satisfied  that  this  money 
is  expended  wisely,  necessarily,  and  wholly  in  their 
interest  We  do  not  suggest  that  this  is  not  how  the 
case,  but  we  do  suggest  that  the  Executive  would  bs 
well  advised  to  take  the  private  members  more  into 
their  confidence  with  regard  to  the  manner  in  which 
the  levies  on  Pharmaceutical  Committees  are  expended. 
And  if  there  is  a  profit  on  prescription  checking  it  ought 
to  be  possible  (and  in  all. probability  this  is  the  intention 


of  the  R.P.U.  Executive)  to  reduce  the  amount  of  the 
Union's  levies  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Committees  for 
any  particular  year  by  the  amount  of  the  net  profit  (if 
any)  made  by  the  Union  on  its  National  Health  Insurance 
receipts  for  the  previous  year.  If  arrangements 
could  be  made  to  keep  the  accounts  connected 
with  the  National  Health  Insurance  work  of 
the  Union  separate  from  those  relating  to  the  Union's 
activities  in  other  directions,  and  for  the  publication  of 
separate  balance-sheets,  this  course  would  be  more  satis- 
factory to  those  Insurance  chemists  who  are  not  members 
of  the  Union. 


The  Position  of  Mercury 

Since  the  outlook  for  mercury  was  discussed  in  our  issue 
of  December  22  last  (p.  867),  price  fluctuations  have  been 
confined  to  narrow  limits  barely  exceeding  7s.  6d.  pgr 
bottle  on  either  side  of  £9  15s.  per  bottle,  and  although 
rather  bearish  views  were  recently  expressed  here  and 
there  by  dealers,  due  to  vague  indications  of  somewhat 
freer  offers  from  various  Italian  sources,  the  market 
latterly  has  exhibited  more  resistance,  but  it*  course 
under  present  obscure  conditions  is  problematical,  judg- 
ing by  the  opinions  expressed  by  prominent  dealers.  For 
one  thing,  Italian  competition  has  always  to  be  reckoned 
with  at  some  time  or  other,  but  the  fact  remains  that 
this  competition  has  of  late  failed  to  develop  on  lines 
sufficient  to  affect  the  market,  and  as  we  intimated  in 
last  week's  Trade  Report,  a  somewhat  firmer  feeling  has 
become  perceptible,  although  the  demand  in  this  market 
has  been  limited.  At  the  same  time,  surplus  stocks 
here  are  undoubtedly  very  low,  as  confirmed  by 
the  fact  that  the  total  home  imports  for  last 
month  amounted  to  only  826  bottles,  which  is  absurdly 
small,  comparing  with  1,807  bottles  and  1,402  bottles 
respectively  for  the  same  month  of  1923  and  1922.  As 
will  be  seen  from  the  returns  we  give  below  covering 
incoming  supplies  and  re-exports  over  the  last  three  years, 
our  total  imports  for  last  year  were  exceptionally  heavy 
at  34,352  bottles,  but  of  this  not  far  short  of  one-half 
was  re-exported.  In  the  earlier  part  of  last  year  there 
was  practically  no  stock  in  this  market,  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  bulk  of  the  1922  imports  of  18,735  bottles 
was  re-exported  and  left  our  net  imports  at  only  2,770 
bottles  As  pointed  out  on  several  occasions,  the  dis- 
tribution of  Spanish  supplies  to  the  consuming  markets 
has  undergone  a  drastic  change  since  the  contract 
between  the  Spanish  mines  and  the  Rothschild  interests 
came  to  an  end,  as  no  reserve  stock  of  first-hand  supplies 
has  since  been  held  here,  as  was  the  case  when  that 
contract  was  in  operation.  The  very  limited  quantities 
that  came  in  last  month  is  additional  evidence  of  the 
negligible  part  now  played  by  the  London  market  in  the 
regulating  of  the  world  price  of  mercury,  since  the  bulk 
of  the  Continental  supplies  is  being  marketed  direct  to 
consuming  countries,  so  that  our  imports  are  kept  down.

Another  factor  operating  towards  a  firmer  undertone 
in  mercury  is  the  temporarily  reduced  Spanish  stock.  We- 
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understand  that  the  production  of  the  Almaden  mines 
made  satisfactory  progress  during  the  first  half  of  1923, 
and  amounted  to  23,400  bottles,  but  the  total  to  the  end 
of  September  was  only  23,585  bottles,  and  to  the  end  of 
October  showed  a  comparatively  small  increase  to  25,985 
bottles.  Against  the  increase  for  October,  which  thus 
represented  2,400  bottles,  the  Almaden  mines  made  sales 
of  3,760  bottles,  so  that  their  stocks,  which  amounted  to 
8,500  bottles  at  the  end  of  September,  fell  a  month  later 
to  7,140  bottles.  The  total  sales  effected  during  the  ten 
months  to  the  end  of  October  were  47,702  bottles,  while 
the  stocks,  which  were  returned  at  24,594  bottles  at  the 
beginning  of  last  year,  were  reduced  within  the  ten 
months  by  no  less  than  17,454  bottles  to  the  very  low 
level  already  mentioned  of  7,140  bottles,  although  it  is 
probable  that  there  has  been  since  some  further  recovery 
in  the  output,  which  as  stated  last  week  was  resumed  in 
October  after  having  been  almost  suspended  over  the 
summer  months,  as  usually  happens  over  that  period. 
Obviously  a  good  deal  of  the  business  which  used  to 
be  done  in  the  past  by  firms  closely  associated  with 
overseas  business  is  being  effected  direct,  even  with  some 
of  the  British  Colonies  and  the  Far  East.  Therefore 
re-export  business  through  London  is  virtually  dead. 
Having  regard  to  the  aspect  of  the  market,  it  can  only 
be  assumed  that  the  Italian  producers  are  well  aware 
of  the  fact  that  the-  Spanish  mines  stocks  were 
abnormally  reduced  towards  the  latter  part  of  the  past 
year.  At  any  rate,  offers  from  Italy,  so  far  as  can  be 
ascertained,  are^  not  being  made  to  this  side  at  any 
notable  concession  below  c.i.f.  costs  from  Spain,  based 
on  the  price  at  the  Spanish  mines  free  on  rail,  which 
we  understand  still  stands  at  300  pesetas  per  bottle,  and 
would  thus  fully  justify  current  spot  prices  here  at 
about  £9  17s.  6d.  per  bottle.  This  rate  is  about  £1  5s. 
a  bottle  above  the  lowest  record  for  last  year  of 
£8  12s.  6d.,  while  £12  5s.  was  the  highest  figure  reached 
in  that  year.  The  average  price  for  the  pre-war  year 
1913  was  £7  9s.  2d.,  which  was  lower  than  for  any  of 
the  previous  five  years,  while  the  best  average  in  that 
period  was  in  1910  at  £8  16s. 


Drug  Addictions 

Professor  W.  E.  Dixon,  in  a  letter  to  the  "British 
Medical  Journal,"  comments  on  the  newspaper  "  stunt  " 
which  is  being  conducted  with  the  object  of  enlarging 
the  scope  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  so  as  to  include 
drugs  such  as  cannabis  indica.  As  is  well  known,  the 
drug  as  it  arrives  in  this  country  is  practically  inactive 
when  smoked.  This  Professor  Dixon  has  again  proved 
to  be  the  case.  For  Indian  hemp  to  be  really  active 
it  should  be  freshly  picked  on  the  Himalayas  and  sent 
in  sealed  tins  to  this  country.  It  is,  however,  he  states, 
impossible  to  use  it  as  a  drug  of  addiction  here.  Smoking 
ganja  or  charas  as  usually  obtainable  in  this  country 
produces  a  very  unpleasant  effect  on  the  throat,  and  if 
persisted  in  only  a  temporary  feeling  of  exhilaration 
Jesuits.  Professor  Dixon  concludes  his  letter  as  follows  : 
Intemperate  language  may  be  a  means  to  an  end  in 
politics,  but  it  has  no  part  in  science  or  medicine,  and  to 
overstate  the  case  as  to  drug  addictions  can  in  the  end 
serve  no  useful  purpose. 

This  is  an  appropriate  place  to  refer  to  a  discussion 
which  took  place  recently  at  the  Royal  Society  of 
Medicine  on  the  value  of  cocaine  substitutes.  The  con- 
clusion arrived  at  is  expressed  by  Dr.  P.  Watson- 
Williams  (who  opened  the  discussion)  as  follows  : — 

The  profession  stands  in  some  danger  of  getting  a  wrong 
mental  attitude  with  regard  to  cocaine.  If  a  better  or 
more  efficient  substitute  can  be  obained  it  should  be 
adopted,  but  it  seems  that  it  should  now  be  black-listed 
so  far  as  its  proper  clinical  use  is  concerned,  because  of  its 
social  abuse  in  the  past.  It  ought  to  stand  on  a  par  witrr 
any  substitute  which  is  brought  forward.  It  is  unscientific 
to  start  out  with  the  idea  that  cocaine  must  be  tabooed 
when  such  taboo  meant  the  acceptance  of  something  clini- 
cally inferior. 


British  Empire  Exhibition 

Reference  has  been  made,  in  the  course  of  our  pre- 
liminary notes  on  the  forthcoming  British  Empire  Exhibi- 
tion, to  the  two  series  of  monographs  on  chemical  subjects 
planned  by  a  strong  and  representative  committee.  Wa 
learn  that  the  "  heavier  "  of  the  two  is  to  be  in  book 
form,  under  the  title  "  Chemistry  in  the  Twentieth 
Century  :  a  Companion  to  the  Exhibits  in  Chemical 
Science  at  the  British  Empire  Exhibition."  Care  is  being 
taken  to  ensure  that  this  collection  of  papers,  although 
on  technical  lines,  shall  not  be  beyond  the  assimilative 
powers  of  the  average  reader  who  has  passed  any  kind  of 
examination  comprising  elementary  chemistry ;  and  the 
list  of  distinguished  authors  that  we  are  able  to  give  is 
a  security  that  the  information  will  be  authoritative  and 
recent.  The  price  will  be  about  10s.  6d.,  a  figure  only 
rendered  possible  by  the  writers  giving  their  services  and 
the  publishers  forgoing  all  profit.

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Skin  Diseases  of  Dogs 

Most  skin  diseases  in  the  dog  are  associated  with  inflam- 
mation, and  it  is  evident  that  the  skin  of  a  dog  is 
exposed  to  a  variety"  of  irritants.  Classification  of  the 
diseases  presents  serious  difficulty,  but,  broadly  speak- 
ing, they  may  be  divided  into  :  "(1)  Parasitic;  (2)  non- 
parasitic. According  to  H.  Stainton,  F.R.C.V.S.  ("  Veter- 
inary Record,"  I,  1924,  59),  irritation  of  the  skin  may 
result  from  digestive  disturbance  or  it  may  accompany 
certain  organic  diseases.  In  a  third  type,  in  which  the 
skin  appears  normal  to  the  naked  eye,  'the  irritation  may 
be  regarded  as  a  neurosis.  Finally  there  is  "  nervous 
eczema,"  in  which  irritation  exanthema  are  confined  to 
certain  nerve  tracts,  Some  dogs,  notably  Pekingese,  are 
habitual  scratchers.  The  first  essential  is  removal  of 
the  cause,  if  discoverable.  Thus,  in  pruritus  ani,  this 
may  entail  evacuation  of  anal  glands  or  removal  of 
worms  and  other  irritants.  This  is  followed  by  the 
application  of  sedative  dressings  and  insertion  of  sedative 
suppositories.  A  useful  suppository  is  composed  of 
tincture  of  hamamelidis  and  cocaine.  Cutaneous  pruritus 
may  clear  up  spontaneously,  but  recovery  is  hastened  by 
administration  of  bromide  of  arsenic  in  gr.  2lt  doses, 
together  with  mild  salines.  Erythema  or  reddening  of 
the  skin  due  to  hypersemia  of  the  capillaries  cannot  be 
regarded  as  a  disease  per  sc,  but  rather  as  a  symptom 
representing  a  primary  stage  of  some  inflammatory  con- 
dition. It  may  be  due  ,to  diet  and  faulty  metabolism 
and  renuire  little  treatment  beyond  removal  of  the  cause. 
Relief  may  be  obtained  from  a  starch  bath.  Starch, 
1  lb.,  is  crushed  and  made  into  a  cream  with  cold  water, 
warm  water  is  added  up  to  two  gallons,  and  the  dog  is 
soaked  in  the  solution  for  fifteen  minutes  before  drying. 
Bran,  2  lb.  to  the  gallon,  is  a  common  substitute. 
Localised  irritation  may  be  treated  with  a  lead  and 
opium,  or  alcohol  and  arnica  lotion.  Internally,  mild 
saline  laxatives  and  febrifuges  are  indicated.  The 
mouth,  as  on  all  occasions,  should  be  examined,  septic 
loose  teeth  removed  and  cleanliness,  as  far  as  possible, 
established. 

Seborrhcea,  Acne  and  Alopecia 

Little  is  known  of  the  etiology  of  seborrhcea,  of  which 
there  are  two  forms — dry  and  greasy.  The  former  is 
more  frequently  seen  in  the  spaniel  breeds  and  in  the 
Chow.  Greasy  seborrhcea  is  very  common  in  Pekingese 
and  occurs  in  two  forms  :  («)  the  sebaceous  glands  may 
become  distended  with  sebum  and  may  be  felt  in  the 
skin  chiefly  along- back  and  sides  as  hard  lumps.  After 
puncture  the  sebum  can  be  evacuated  as  a  cheesy  mass. 
\b.)  A  greasy,  dirty  condition  seen  inside  the  thighs  and 
on  the  abdomen.  The  surface  is  at  first  oily,  but  later 
becomes  dry,  with  black  specks  and  scales.  In  the  dry 
form,  applications  of  lanolin,  or  lanolin  containing  5  per 
cent,  salicylic  acid  have  been  used  successfully.  In  some 
cases  a  lotion  is  preferable,  and  this  may  be  composed 
of  salicylic  acid,  glycerin  and  alcohol  or  of  chinosol, 
glycerin  and  water.  The  proportion  of  glycerin  and 
alcohol  respectively  will  depend  upon  the  type  of  case. 
By  some  resorcin  is  preferred  to  salicylic  acid.  A  weekly 
bath  should  be  given  with  a  mild  alkaline  soap.  In- 
ternal treatment  consists  of  a  liberal  dietary  including 
raw  meat.  Cod-liver  oil  is  indicated  in  dry  seborrhcea 
and  such  general  tonics  as  iron  and  arsenic.  The  usual 
site  for  acne  is  on  the  back  of  the  nose,  where  it  presents 
a  typical  appearance.  It  may  extend  to  other  areas, 
chiefly  those  liable  to  mechanical  irritation,  6uch  as 
elbows  and  extremities.  Local  treatment  consists  of  free 
drainage  of  the  pustules  by  incision  and  pressure  followed 
toy  frequent  and  thorough  application  of  tincture  of 
iodine,  chinosol,  or  bacterol.  This  should  be  supple- 
minted  by  either  a  vaccine,  or  a  collosol  injection,  or 
both.  Nettle-rash  usually  manifests  itself  as  a  diffuse 
swelling  of  the  face  and  head.  The  phenomenon  is 
usually  ascribed  to  some  form  of  auto-intoxication  asso- 
ciated with  gastro-intestinal  disturbance.  Treatment  is 
not  always  necessary,  but  a  saline  purgative  may  be 
given  with  benefit.  Cold  fomentations  or  friction  with 
alcohol  will  be  of  assistance.  Steps  should  be  taken  to 
correct  any  digestive  disorders,  and  in  puppies,  treat- 
ment  for   worms  may  be  indicated.    True  alopecia  is 


probably  a  tropho-neurosis  resulting  in  disorganisation 
of  nutrition  of  the  skin.  Certain  breeds,  such  as  the 
toy  black-and-tan,  are  particularly  prone  to  baldness. 
Secondary  alopecia  will  in  many  cases  clear  up  when 
the  primary  factors  are  rectified.  Thus  the  result  of 
illness,  poor  feeding,  or  rearing  a  litter  will  yield  to 
nourishing  food  and  tonics.  Alopecia  areata  is  extremely 
resistant  to  treatment.  Stimulating  liniments,  such  as 
10  per  cent,  tincture  of  cantharides,  should  be  tried 
first.  If  this  fails,  an  antiseptic  lotion  such  as  chinosol 
5  per  cent,  in  aqueous  glycerin  25  per  cent,  may  lie 
applied  daily  with  friction. 

Eczema 

Eczema  is  a  non-oontagious  inflammation  of  the  .^kin 
characterised  by  a  definite  sequence  of  lesions,  and  may 
for  practical  purposes  be  described  as  :  (1)  Acute  or 
chronic;  (2)  diffuse  or  circumscribed.  Chronic  eczema 
may  represent  the  persistence  or  recurrence  of  any  of 
the  stages.  Usually,  however,  it  appeal's  as  a  dry  scurfy 
condition,  with  skin  discoloration  and  pruritus  in  the 
old  dog.  Many  old  dogs  suffer  from  chronic  irritability 
of  the  skin  originating  primarily  from  an  attack  of 
eczema.  Circumscribed  or  local  eczema  is  important  as 
it  includes  such  conditions  as  :  (1)  Scrotal  eczema  ;  (2( 
interdigital  eczema;  (3)  dorsal  eczema;  (4)  non-parasitic 
otorrhcea  or  eczema  of  ear  flap.  It  may  be  necessary  at 
the  outset  to  give  a  medicated  bath  in  order  to  remove 
dirt  or  parasites.  Apart  from  this,  water  and  soaps  are 
to  be  avoided.  General  treatment,  as  for  acute  or 
diffuse  eczema,  resolves  into  the  following  :  (1)  Local 
applications;  (2)  restraint  from  scratching  and  biting; 
(3)  diet;  (4)  internal  medication.  The  number  of  agents 
which  have  been  prescribed  for  eczema  is  unlimited.  No 
one  of  them  is  specific,  for  what  effects  a  cure  in  one 
case  will  fail  completely  in  another.  It  is  often  neces- 
sary to  change  the  treatment  several  times  in  t lie  course 
of  a  case  before  satisfactory  results  are  obtained.  Many 
cases  respond  best  to  a  lotion,  one  in  common  use  being 
oxide  of  zinc  1  part,  alcohol  1  part,  water  up  to  8  parts. 
To  this  may  be  added,  in  extreme  irritability,  creolin  or 
liq.  picis  carbonis.  In  the  early  stages  and  in  certain 
cases  of  localised  eczema  a  simple  zinc  ointment  is 
sufficient.  This  again  may  be  improved  by  the  addition 
of  ol.  betula?,  1  in  16.  Some  cases  yield  readily  to 
ichthyol  ointment,  10-20  per  cent.  In  moist  or  sup- 
purating dorsal  eczema,  the  first  step  is  to  clip  away 
all  hair  and  cleanse  the  surface  with  hydrogen  peroxide. 
As  a  dressing,  a  sedative  astringent  lotion  appeals  to 
give  best  results.  Silver  nitrate,  5  per  cent.,  or  liq. 
plumbi,  10  per  cent.,  are  useful.  Lead  subacetate,  two 
grains  to  the  ounce,  combined  with  extract  of  hamamclis 
is  perhaps  better.  For  chronic  eczema  sulphur.  2  parts; 
birch  tar  oil,  1  part ;  oil,  16  parts  is  an  effective  dress- 
ing. Diet  seems  to  exert  little  influence.  Meat,  how- 
ever, is  essential  and  raw  for  preference.  Starchy  and 
farinaceous  food  should  be  restricted.  Complete  change 
and  variation  of  diet  should  be  advised.  Treatment  may 
be  initiated  by  a  saline  purgative,  followed  by  daily 
doses  of  magnesia,  triple  sulpho-carbolales,  or  one 
of  the  medicinal  mineral  waters.  Arsenic,  in  its 
various  forms,  is  very  largely  used,  but  in  many  cases 
it  is  contra-indicated.  It  is  useful  in  dry  and  chronic 
eczema,  but  directly  harmful  in  the  acute,  moist  form. 
In  certain  isolated  cases  of  dry  eczema  in  the.  old  subject, 
thyroid  extract  may  prove  effective,  but  careful  dis- 
crimination is  necessary  in  prescribing  this  or  any  of 
the  gland  products.  In  obstinate  cases  of  chronic  dry 
or  seborrheic  eczema,  accompanied  by  wasting  and 
debilitv.  an  easily  absorbed  combination  of  iron  and 
arsenic  given  hypodermic-ally,  thus  obviating  any  digeslive 
disturbance  is  to  be  recommended.  In  non-parasitic 
inflammation  of  the  ear,  the  passage  and  external  ear 
is  first  thoroughly  cleansed  and  the  secretions  removed. 
In  the  dry  form.  5  per  cent,  iodoform  ointment  is  some- 
times very  effective,  while  in  the  moist  variety  the 
following  are  commonly  used  :  (a)  Lotion  composed  of 
zinc,  alcohol  and  glycerin;  (/>)  powder  composed  of  zinc, 
boric  acid  and  iodoform.  Strong  irritant  dressings  are 
to  be  avoided,  but  in  chronic  cases  such  remedies  as 
liq.  plumbi,  1  in  4,  weak  formalin  solution,  or  iodine 
in  glycerin  may  be  employed. 
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The  Manges 

The  two  principal  varieties  are  the  sarooptic  and  the 
follicular.  In  the  former,  diagnosis  is  easy  in  most 
cases.  •  The  specific  lesions  are  first  seen  as  red  spots, 
like  flea-bites,  surrounded  by  an  erythematous  area. 
From  this  vesicles  may  develop,  which,  as  the  result  of 
scratching,  become  raw,  inflamed  patches.  Sarcoptic 
mange  should  be  definitely  established  by  means  of  a 
microscope,  but  the  parasite  is  very  elusive.  The  only 
satisfactory  dressing  for  mange  is  one  incorporating 
eulphur  and  oil.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  80  per  cent, 
of  cases  will  respond  to  the  simple  combination  of  sulphur 
and  oil  (1  in  8).  The  essence  of  successful  treatment  lies 
in  thorough  and  complete  application  from  head  to  toes 
every  third  or  fourth  day  over  a  period  varying  rrom 
three  to  five  weeks.  A  medicated  bath  should  be  given 
before — in  the  middle  of — and  at  the  end  of  treatment. 
In  some  cases  it  may  be  necessary  to  clip  before  dress- 
ing. The  dressing  must  reach  the  skin  and  this  may  be 
impossible  by  reason  of  thick  matted  coat.  Various 
adjuncts  to  the  above  basis  have  been  used  from  time  to 
time.  Such  are — paraffin,  lysol,  cresol,  oil  of  tar,  mer- 
curial preparations,  balsam  of  Peru,  etc.  Some,  such 
as  tar  and  mercury,  are  often  used  in  combination  with 
a  soap.  Baths,  such  as  sulphurated  potash,*"  one  ounce 
to  the  gallon,  may  be  useful  in  some  cases.  A  strong 
irritant  dressing  may  set  up  dermatitis,  which  is  more 
troublesome  than  the  original  disease.  Dogs  exhibit  a 
certain  idiosyncrasy  to  sulphur,  and  it  is  always  better 
to  use  the  best  sublimed  and  in  a  proportion  not  exceed- 
ing 1  in  8.  Follicular  mange  is  characterised  by  falling 
of  the  hair,  desquamation,  thickening  of  the  skin  and 
pustule  formation.  There  is  usually  very  little  scratch- 
ing, but  instead,  a  curious  wriggling  movement  which 
passes  down  the  body  in  a  wave.  Two  forms  are  recog- 
nised :  (a)  Squamous ;  (b)  follicular.  Treatment  is  not 
satisfactory,  as,  if  successful,  it  may  cover  a  period  of 
months.  All  surrounding  hair  must  be  removed  and  all 
discoverable  pustules  evacuated  daily  before  dressing. 
The  dressing  in  question  must  be  non-irritant,  but  pene- 
trating, such  as:  (1)  Iodine  in  chloroform,  1  in  80;  (2) 
{a)  sodium  hyposulphite,  5  per  cent;  (b)  acetic  acid, 
3  per  cent. ;  (a)  is  applied  first  and  followed  after  a  few 
minutes  by  (b) ;  (3)  ointments  6uch  as  (a)  ammon.  hyd. 
c.  lanolin,  (o)  creosot.  c.  ol.  betulee  c.  ol.  ricini ;  (4) 
ethereal  oils,  as  in  Gmeiner's  treatment,  which  is  as 
follows  : — A  mixture  of  5  parts  each  of  ol.  carui  and 
ispirit  with  75  parts  of  ol.  ricini  is  rubbed  in  gently 
with  the  finger  daily,  and  a  £  per  cent,  sulphurated 
pbtasn  bath  is  given  every  eight  days. 


Apprenticeship  Fifty  Years 
Ago 

I  was  apprenticed  in  the  little  town  of  L         :  the  shop 

was  situated  in  the  middle  of  one  side  of  the  market 
place.  Its  chief  pride  and  glory  was  two  immense 
carboys  in  the  top  of  the  window,  which,  when  the 
light  was  lighted  behind  them,  threw  a  shaft  of  red 
and  blue  light  into  the  dazzled  eyes  of  the  passers-by 
on  the  other  side  of  the  square.  I  say  "  immense  " 
advisedly,  for  in  all  the  places  I  have  been  since  that 
time  I  have  not  seen  their  like.  To  sunport  the  weight 
they  were  mounted  upon  a  couple  of  iron  rails  which 
ran  across  the  window.  ■  It  was  my  duty  to  dust  and 
care  for  these  monsters,  and  also  to  dust  and  polish 
the  window  enclosure  under  them.  To  this  end  I  had 
very  carefully  and  laboriously  to  move  the  carboys  along 
the  rail  a  little  way,  so  that  I  could  get  my  duster 
underneath.  I  did  this  for  a  while  with  much  painful 
care,  for  the  rails  were  rusty  with  age,  until  at  last — 
happy  thought ! — I  will  put  on  a  bit  of  soft  soap.  I 
did,  and  then  gave  one  slight  push,  when  along  this 
now  slippery  slide  the  carboy  glided,  and  before  I 
realised  what  had  happened  the  one  had  crashed  into 
the  other  and  their  glorious  beauty  was  for  ever  gone. 
In  my  eager  haste  to  save  at  least  a  handful  of  the 


mystic  fluid  I  somehow  overbalanced,  and  down  came  I 
and  the  steps  together,  crashing  through  the  enclosure 
into  the  window,  and  so  the  ruin  was  complete. 

You  might  have  thought  this  was  enough  for  a  bud- 
ding apprentice,  but  no  !  "  Whom  the  gods  wish  to  destroy 
they  first  make  mad."  There  was  still  another  article 
in  the  shop  over  which  my  old  boss  gloatsd.  It  was 
a  piece  of  marble  in  the  centre  of  "  the  dispensing 
screen."  No  one  was  allowed  to  touch  this  but  himself; 
he  sedulously  cleaned  and  polished  it,  taking  it  out  of 
its  place  for  that  purpose.  He  was  busy  with  it  one 
day,  and  of  course  it  was  just  in  front  of  a  case  from 
which  I  wanted  somebody's  hair  dye.  With  the  greatest 
care  I  moved  it,  as  I  thought,  clear  of  the  door.  Alas  ! 
it  could  not  have  been  so,  for  a  customer  entering  at 
that  moment  caught  the  corner  of  the  marble  and  over 
it  went  with  a  resounding  clap  and  broke,  as  marble 
will  break,  into  a  score  of  pieces. 

Yet  once  more!  Among  other  things  we  sold  treacle 
of  the  rich,  dark-brown  variety.  We  retailed  it  from 
a  gaily-painted  tin,  on  which  were  depicted  various 
negroes  engaged  in  the  strenuous  task  of  rolling  great 
hogsheads  of  this  syrup  on  board  ship.  It  was  my  duty 
to  fill  this  tin  from  the  large  cask  in  the  warehouse. 
This  was  fitted  with  a  tap  of  the  guillotine  variety ; 
when  the  can  was  filled  a  handle  was  pulled  over  which 
effectually  cut  off  the  syrupy  stream.  Now  to  an  eager 
youth  this  was  a  very  slow  process,  so  one  day  I  thought 
I  would  leave  it  and  go  back  into  the  shop.  I  did 
so,  and  promptly  forgot  all  about  it.  When  I  did 
remember  eventually  and  rushed  back  into  the  ware- 
house, it  was  to  find  the  cask  empty,  the  tin  overflowing, 
and  the  warehouse  floor  covered  an  inch  deep  in  treacle, 

Yet  again  !  There  was  a  certain  customer  who  always 
used  neatsfoot  oil  for  lubricating;  this  was  years  before 
the  advci.it  of  mineral  oils  We  bought  it  in  10-galloit 
tins ;  in  winter  the  can  had  to  be  taken  into  the  kitchen 
and  the  oil  melted  out  before  the  fire.  I  thought  if 
I  lifted  the  can  on  to  the  fender  and  inclined  it  at  an 
angle  it  would  expose  a  greater  surface  to  the  heat  of 
the  fire.  Yes,  it  did,  but  I  made  no  allowance  for  the 
melting  oil  disturbing  the  poise  of  the  tin,  so  that  when 
I  returned  for  the  melted  oil  I  found  the  can  had 
overbalanced  and  the  contents  were  all  over  the  floor. 

Once  we  got  a  cow  in  the  shop.  Some  butcher  was 
driving  the  beast  to  the  slaughter-house  when  suddenly 
it  turned  into  the  pharmacy.  It  was  an  old  shop,  and 
the  floorboards  were  worn  very  thin.  I  can  remember 
seeing  the  boards  yielding  under  the  cow's  weight,  and 
wondering  if  they  would  give  way;  happily,  they  held. 
The  "  boss  "  went  round  the  counter,  and  at  his  appear- 
ing the  cow  turned  round,  knowing  down  a  syphon  of 
soda-water  as  she  did  so,  and  walked  out  of  the  shop, 
having  done  no  damage  whatever. 

How  did  we  make  "  Loddy,"  as  we  called  it?  Shades 
of  the  D.D.A.  !  We  bought  opium  in  14-lb.  lots.  We 
cut  up  1  lb.  of  this  into  cubes  of  about  1  in.  square 
(to  see  that  it  was  uot  sophisticated  with  lead,  stone3, 
etc.);  these  we  put  into  a  pan  and  boiled  until  they 
were  reduced  to  a  magma.  This  was  transferred  to 
a  6-gallon  tin,  with  one  gallon  of  s.v.r.,  1  lb.  of  acid, 
acetic,  and  aq.  ad  cong.  vj.  We  had  two  of  these 
lots  on  the  way  always.  It  was  sold  ad  lib.  at  3d. 
per  oz. .  some  customers  taking  8  oz.  about  every  other 
day.  Opium  we  weighed  out  into  3  O's.  and  sold  these 
at  6d.  each  screwed  up  in  wisps  of  paper.  The  paper 
was  usually  printed  "  Opium — Poison  " — and  sometimes 
it  was  not. 

We  also  made  our  own  "  sheep  dip."  Into  a  great 
cauldron  built  into  a  corner  of  "  the  saddle  room  " 
(for  we  kept  a  pony  and  a  horse)  we  put  arsenic, 
pearlash  and  sulphur.  After  adding  water  a  fire  was 
lighted  under  the  cauldron  and  the  whole  was  boiled  a 
certain  time  until  the  place  reeked ;  the  atmosphere  was 
marked  by  a  very  strong  alliaceous  odour,  and  it  was  as 
well  to  get  outside  as  quickly  as  possible.  On  one  occasion 
a  batch  of  this  witches'  brew  went  wrong — it  did  not 
combine  or  something  or  other,  so  the  porter  took  the 
lot  and  poured  it  out  on  the  garden.  The  consequence 
was  that  no  potatoes  grew  in  that  garden  for  years  after.

The  Registrar  submitted  New  Year  greetings  from  the 
Pharmacy  Board  of  Tasmania  and  from  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  and  Council  of  Western  Australia. 

Reports  from  Examiners 

The  Registrar  stated  that  sixty  candidates  presented 
themselves  for  the  Preliminary  examination,  of  whom 
thirty-seven  passed.  Two  passed  with  honours,  one 
getting  81  per  cent,  and  the  other  73  per  cent.  A  very 
large  number  were  girls. 

The  President  said  that  seventy  candidates  entered, 
but  only  sixty  turned  up.  It  was  the  biggest  number 
they  had  ever  had. 

The  Registrar  said  there  were  twenty-two  candidates 
for  the  Pharmaceutical  Licence  examination,  only  six 
of  whom  passed.  Two  passed  with  honours.  One 
received  232  marks,  silver  medal  standard,  and  the  other 
221  marks,  both  on  the  second  examination.  Out  of 
eight  ladies  two  passed ;  and  out  of  fourteen  men  four 
passed,  two  with  honours. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Storey,  the  President  said  the  failures 
were  due  to  dispensing  chiefly. 

There  was  an  unusually  iarge  number  of  candidates 
for  the  Pharmaceutical  Assistant  examination — nine  can- 
didates, of  whom  five  passed.  Five  candidates  for  the 
Registered  Druggist  examination — all  passed.

Procedure  on  Resignations 

Mr.  Lee  proposed  :  "  That  resignations  of  membership 
received  by  the  registrar  be  submitted  to  the  Council 
for  their  consideration."  He  said  this  notice  of  motion 
arose  from  the  discussion  that  they  had  at  their  lasl 
monthly  meeting  on  the  resignation  of  two  members, 
and  he  thought  that  the  best  argument  he  could  put 
forward  in  favour  of  the  motion  was  that  these  two 
men,  as  a  result  of  that  discussion,  had  withdrawn 
their  resignations.  As  far  as  he  could  see,  there  waa 
no  regulation  with  reference  to  resignations.  It  waa 
not  even  clear  that,  in  the  past,  it  had  been  necessary 
for  the  registrar  to  bring  forward  these  resignations  to 
the  Council  at  all,  though  last  month  he  did  so,  with 
the  result  that  a  discussion  followed  with  good  results. 
The  resolution  was  a  very  simple  one,  and  it  would 
ensure  that  each  case  would  be  discussed  on  its  merits. 

Mr.  Storey  said  he  had  much  pleasure  in  seconding. 
There  was  only  a  moral  obligation  on  members  to  renew 
their  subscriptions.  A  slight  difference  of  opinion  might 
arise,  and  if  some  members  of  the  Council  knew  what 
was  wrong  they  might  be  able  to  persuade  a  member 
who  proposed  to  resign  to  continue  his  membership. 
He  thought  the  proposal  of  Mr.  Lee  was  a  very  good 
one. 

Mr.  Michie  :  Is  it  not  the  fact  that  most  members 
lapse  from  the  Society  by  not  paying  their  subscriptions? 
It  is  very,  very  rarely  that  a  letter  of  resignation  ia 
written. 

The  President  :  Resignations  per  se  are  very  few  and 
far  between. 

Mr.  Lee  referred  to  the  importance  of  retaining  all 
the  members  they  had  at  present.  If  a  member  resigned 
because  he  thought  he  had  a  grievance  they  might  be 
able  to  point  out  his  error.  If  necessary  they  could 
have  another  notice  of  motion,  stating  that  all  resigna- 
tions arising  from  lack  of  subscriptions  be  also  brought 
before  the  Council.

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Associations'  Winter  Session 

Blackburn. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Blackburn 
Chemists'  Association  was  held  at  the  Victoria  Hotel  on 
February  14,  Mr.  R.  Pickup  presiding.  The  secretary 
announced  that  Mr.  Simmons  had  promised  to  address  a 
meeting  on  March  11.  Included  in  the  correspondence 
was  a  suggestion  that  a  card  bearing  on  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act  should  be  forwarded  to  medical  men  on  the 
panel.  It  was  decided  to  take  no  action  in  the  matter 
at  present.  A  letter  was  read  from  the  Perfumery  Section 
of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  relating  to  the  high 
duty  charged  for  spirit  used  in  the  manufacture  of  British 
perfumes,  and  the  detrimental  effect  on  the  British  per- 
fum<^-  industry.  It  was  agreed  to  support  the  suggestion 
that  representations  be  made  to  the  authorities  with  a  view 
to  securing  a  reduction  of  the  prevailing  high  charges. 
Reference  was  made  to  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act,  which  compelled  the  occupiers  of  factories  and  work- 
shops to  have  first-aid  appliances.  Mr.  R.  McMyn  said 
where  the  outfit  was  supplied  by  the  chemists  themselves 
there  was  no  difficulty,  but  personally  he  was  net  inclined 
to  complete  a  person's  outfit  by  supplying  the  drops 
alone.  In  any  event  the  charge  made  for  the  drops  should 
be  adequate.  Mr.  Dohson  supported  this  view.  Mr. 
W.  H.  Lightbown  said  recently  he  received  an  outfit  in 
which  the  drops  referred  to  were  contained  in  a  small 
white  bottle,  with  stopper.  He  wrote  to  the  firm  ahout 
it,  who  replied  that  this  was  done  to  prevent  confusion. 
It  was  not  a  satisfactory  method,  however,  and  chemists 
would  welcome  an  improved  system.  The  chairman,  in 
his  presidential  address,  urged  the  members  to  take  a 
more  active  interest  in  their  trade  society.  The  task  of 
the  officials  would  be  far  more  pleasant  if  they  realised 
that  they  had  behind  them  the  undivided  support  of  the 
trade.  Mr.  Fred  Law  said  a  sum  of  £63  had  be^n  handed 
over  to  the  authorities  of  the  Technical  College  to  estab- 
lish the  Gifford  Scholarships.  Mr.  Holt  moved  a  hearty 
vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Ralph  Pickup,  the  retiring  presi- 
dent, and  the  other  officers,  and  the  following  officials 
were  appointed  for  the  ensuring  year  :  President,  Mr. 
Wm.  Holt ;  junior  Vice-President,  Mr.  Ralph  Pickup ; 
treasurer,  Mr.  J.  E.  Isherwood ;  secretary,  Mr.  Fred  Law; 
Committee,  Messrs.  R.  McMyn,  W.  H.  Lightbown,  A. 
Dobson,  A.  Taylor,  H.  H.  Flintoff,  and  T.  Haslam.  Mr. 
W.  H.  Lightbown  reported  on  a  meeting  of  chemists  held 
in  Manchester  in  connection  with  the  North-Western  Area 
of  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union.  Mr.  Dobson  said  in 
these  days  there  was  a  fairly  large  demand  for  hartshorn 
oil,  and  he  thought  the  opportunity  was  convenient  to> 
discuss  whether  this  preparation  should  not  be  sold  in 
poison,  or  distinctive,  bottles.  Mr.  Isherwood  thought 
all  liniments  should  be  put  in  distinctive  bottles.  It  pro- 
tected the  chemist  in  case  of  any  mishap.  Mr.  Dobson 
also  brought  forward  the  question  of  retailing  methylated 
spirits  to  the  public.  He  had  had  instances  in  his  shop 
where  he  had  more  than  a  suspicion  that  these  spirits 
were  being  consumed,  and  he  had  declined  to  serve,  with 
the  result,  no  doubt,  that  the  customer  went  elsewhere. 
The  chairman  said  he  thought  all  chemists  exercised  care 
in  this  matter,  -and  action  on  the  matter  was  deferred. 
Mr.  Dobson  spoke  of  the  formularies  reserved  for  chemists 
being  used  by  other  tradesmen.  Mr.  Lighitbown  said  the 
proper  authority  was  undoubtedly  the  Inland  Revenue 
people.  If  instances  were  brought  to  their  notice  they 
would  take  action.  A  resolution  was  passed  that  the 
secretary  should  be  informed  of  any  definite  breach  of 
regulations  and  that  the  information  should  be  passed 
on  to  the  Inland  Revenue, 

-  Bradford. — A  meeting  of  the  Bradford  Pharmaceutical 
Association  was  addressed,  on  February  7,  by  Mr.  F.  E. 
Burdett,  past-President  and  former  secretary  of  the  asso- 
ciation, on  Better  Business.  Mr.  Burdett  touched  on  all 
aspects  of  shopkeeping  for  the  chemist.  Chemists,  he 
said,  seem  to  have  too  much  tendency  to  sit  down  and 
wait  for  business  to  turn  up,  instead  of  getting  busy 
in  attracting  it.  He  advocated  an  annual,  or  mora 
frequent,  examination  of  the  business,  dissecting  not  only 
sales  but  also  analysing  the  basis  of  customers.  Every 
chemist  should  know  the  average  unit  of  sale  in  his 
establishment,  a  factor  which,  in  a  craft  in  which  the 


unit  is  small,  is  very  important.  Mr.  Burdett  submitted 
six  "right"  points  :  Right  stock,  right  display,  right 
prices,  right  organisation,  right  salesmanship,  and  right 
service.  The  right  stock  is  stock  the  bulk  of  which  13 
turned  over  quickly,  and  by  that  he  meant  advertised 
lines  which  were  in  big  demand.  A  chemist  is  doing 
well  if  he  turns  over  stock  three  or  four  times  per  year. 
He  recommended  stock-keeping  by  card  indexing  the 
contents  of  shelves.  Much  business  is  missed  by  being 
out  of  stock,  and  he  had  established  a  back-stock  of  every- 
thing that  is  in  material  demand.  No  item  of  that  back- 
stock  is  allowed  to  get  below  a  definite  minimum,  and 
the  position  is  shown  by  the  stock-book.  His  stock- 
book  kept  him  from  overbuying,  and  was  especially  valu- 
able in  preventing  him  from  buying  too  much  when 
tempted  by  quantity  discounts.  For  bad  stock  he  had 
one  general  rule — get  rid  of  it  at  any  price,  or  throw 
it  away.  Mr.  Burdett  went  into  some  details  as  to 
counter-dressing,  commenting  on  the  fact  that  while  he 
is  an  advocate  of  open  or  single  display  in  the  window, 
inside  the  shop  he  finds  it  pays  to  have  a  thousand-and- 
one  little  articles  all  about  on  glass  shelves  and  wooden 
pedestals,  which  repay  their  cost  ICO  per  cent,  quickly. 
It  is  particularly  effective  to  put  out  on  the  counter, 
within  handy  reach  of  the  customer,  articles  which  they 
would  not  think  of  asking  for,  such  as  pile  cures,  dental 
plate  brushes  and  powders,  arid  the  like.  He  recommended 
a  development  of  period  displays,  as  is  done  in  America, 
where  they  have  special  shows  at  Easter  and  other  times, 
as  well  as  at  Christmas.  The  idea  of  the  associated  sale 
of  similar  goods  was  recommended.  Mr.  Burdett  agreed 
with  the  idea  of  dispensing  in  an  attractive  department 
open  to  the  public  gaze,  and  commented  on  the  fact 
that  watchmakers  always  seem  to  find  it  advantageous  to 
work  under  the  public  scrutiny.  Turning  to  prices,  he 
did  not  agree  that  the  day  of  the  cut  price  has  gone 
by,  and  it  is  more  important  than  ever  for  the  chemist 
to  have  his  prices  right.  The  chemist  should  be  a  judge 
of  human  nature,  and  know  how  to  approach  each 
individual  customer.  Mr.  Burdett  advocated  regular 
advertising,  even  to  the  extent  of  putting  aside  a  definite 
sum  per  annum,  and  maintaining  it  whether  one  got 
immediate  results  or  not.  Advertising  is  a  paying  pro- 
position if  kept  up.  The  goods  must  be-of  a  quality 
to  back  up  the  advertising.  If  there  should  be  a  com- 
plaint it  is  worth  while,  he  said,  to  sacrifice  an  article 
rather  than  risk  the  loss  of  a  satisfied  customer.  In 
the  discussion  which  followed  the  President  emphasised 
the  value  of  the  open  dispensing  department.  He  had 
found  that  45  per  cent,  of  his  Insurance  customers  were 
making  independent  purchases  in  the  shop  while  having 
prescriptions  made  up.  Mr.  N.  Lander  asked  whether 
Mr.  Burdett  was  suggesting  it  was  advisable  to  push 
advertised  lines  in  preference  to  one's  own  preparations. 
Mr.  Burdett  said  one  should  stock  every  advertised  line 
that  seemed  to  have  a  good  demand.  Mr.  F.  W.  Apple- 
yard  thought  chemists  have  too  great  a  tendency  just 
now  to  assume  that  everybody's  spending  capacity  is 
low.  Mr.  W.  Sutcliffe  and  Mr.  R.  A.  Cross  (secretary) 
complained  of  advertised  lines  in  which  the  price  is  not 
advertised.  Mr.  R.  T.  Silson  moved  and  Mr.  Sutcliffe 
seconded  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lecturer. 

The  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Bradford  Phar- 
maceutical Association,  to  consider  the  continuance 
iof      the      association      (C.  D.,      February  2, 

p.  153),  took  place  on  February  14,  at  the 
Central  Cafe,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Thorpe. 
Mr.  W.  E.  Metcalfe  proposed  that  the  association  be 
definitely  discontinued  and  that  its  functions  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Bradford  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  There  was  a  lengthy  discussion.  Mr.  Sutcliffe 
said  bv  request  he  had  written  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  for  an  opinion  on  the  position,  and  the  reply  by 
Sir  Wm.  Glyn- Jones  was  that  the  Council  could  not 
advise  on  such  a  matter.  Where  an  association  and  a 
local  branch  were  both  doing  useful  work  there  was  no 
reason  for  change,  but  where  one  was  doing  the  duties 
of  the  other  it  is  a  question  whether  two  should  remain. 
The  proposition  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Burdett  and 
carried  unanimously — namely,  that  the  association  be 
discontinued,  as  its  functions  are  now  exercised  by  the 
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Bradford.  Branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
the  R.P.U.,  the  decision  to  be  subject  to  confirmation  or 
otherwise  by  the  annual  meeting  on  March  18. 

Eastbourne. — The  Eastbourne  Pharmacists'  Association 
met  on  February  12,  when  Mr.  D.  Marchant,  secretary, 
was  elected  as  branch  delegate  to  the  forthcoming  Phar- 
maceutical Conference  at  Bath.  Mr.  H.  C.  Browne  was 
elected  representative  on  the  Executive  of  the  South- 
Eastern  Counties  Federation,  and  delegate  to  the  Retail 
Pharmacists'  Union  Conference.  A  technical  advisory 
committee  was  inaugurated  consisting  of  the  following  : — 
Messrs.  H.  C.  Browne,  G.  Cheekley,  D.  Marchant. 
It  was  decided  to  give  two  prizes  in  chemistry,  one  for 
physics  and  one  for  botany,  for  competition  at  the  East- 
bourne Technical  School  of  Pharmacy.  Methylated  spirit 
will  be  sold  at  lOd.  per  pint.  A  resolution  was  agreed  to 
be  sent  up  to  the  R.P.U.  that  the  three  minutes  allotted 
to  the  mover  of  a  resolution  should  be  extended  to  ten 
minutes. 

Lewes. — The  Federation  of  South-Eastern  Counties 
Pharmacists'  Associations  held  an  executive  meeting 
recently  at  which  the  following  decisions  were  made  :— 
The  suggested  improvement  in  the  minimum  retail  price 
list,  and  the  "  closed  shop  "  difficulty,  to  be 
delegated  to  the  Brighton  section  ;  question  of  diluents  of 
exempted  dangerous  drugs  to  be  left  in  the  hands  of 
West  Sussex ;  to  urge  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to 
consider  the  necessity  for  intending  pharmaceutical 
students  to  pass  Part  I  of  the  Qualifying  examination 
before  entering  apprenticeship.  The  secretary  to  cir- 
cularise members  and  solicit  subscriptions  for  prizes  to 
students  at  the  Brighton  Technical  School  of  Pharmacy. 
The  Eastbourne  section  agreed  to  urge  the  Retail  Phar- 
macists' Union  to  recognise  the  Federation. 

Manchester — The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Manchester 
Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  at  the  Houldsworth 
Hall  on  February  13.  The  President  (Mr.  D.  Dickson)  in 
the  chair.  Mr.  William  Kirkby,  M.Sc,  F.L.S.,  gave  an 
address  on  Book  Collecting.  At  the  outset,  he  said,  he 
did  not  wish  to  appear  to  be  an  expert  on  "  Book  Col- 
lecting," but  he  certainly  had  taken  a  very  great  interest 
in  that  hobby  for  many  years,  and  purposed  outlining  the 
way  books  were  acquired  (and  sometimes  disposed  of) 
by  the  ardent  book  collector.  During  the  lecture  he 
dealt  with  books  dating  from  the  17th  century,  and 
specimens  were  passed  round.  In  the  course  of  the  lec- 
ture many  interesting  ways  in  which  books  came  on  to 
the  market  and  were  acquired  by  book-lovers  were  de- 
scribed, and  the  peculiarities  of  the  booksellers  and  the 
value  of  their  friendly  co-operation  was  brought  to  light. 
Mr.  Kirkby  also  mentioned  the  type  and  character  of 
book  that  is  worth  acquiring,  but  gave  a  word  of  warn- 
ing regarding  the  danger  of  the  inexperienced  book  col- 
lector being  badly  bitten.  Types  of  printing  were  dealt, 
with  and  explained,  the  lecturer  dealing  with  the  very 
earliest  methods  of  the  way  in  which  books  were  printed. 

Preston. — A  meeting  of  the  Preston  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation was  held  on  February  12,  at  which  Mr.  Bradbury, 
hon.  organiser  of  the  Preston  Shopping  Festival,  gave  an 
address  explaining  the  advantages  of  the  scheme.  The 
secretary  then  gave  a  report  of  the  mass  meeting  held  at 
Manchester.  A  discussion  took  place  as  to  the  price  for 
eye-drops  supplied  to  complete  first-aid  cases,  which  were 
purchased  from  wholesalers  without  these  drops.  A  sug- 
gested minimum  was  Is.  3d.  for  2  drm. 

Sheffield. — A  meeting  of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical 
and  Chemical  Society  was  held  on  February  13,  at  which 
Mr.  H.  B.  Hammond  presided.  A  paper,  illustrated  by 
lantern  slides  and  specimens  of  non-durable  glass  was 
given  by  Mr.  W.  E.  S.  Turner.  D.Sc. ,  Professor  of  Glass 
Technology  at  Sheffield  University.  The  monthly  students' 
prize  winners  were  : — (1)  Mr.  S.  Meakin,  (2)  Mr.  W.  W. 
White  and  Mr.  W.  T.  Moore  were  equal,  and  two  prizes 
were  accordingly  awarded.

Branch  Meetings 
Aberdeen. — A  meeting  of  the  Aberdeen  and  Norlh- 
Eastern  Scottish  Branch  was  held  in  the  Douglas  Hotel, 
on  February  13,  Mr.  W.  F.  Hay  (chairman)  presiding  over 
a  representative  gathering  from  the  various  districts.  The 
delegates  to  the  B.P.  Conference  in  July  1923  reported 
on  tile  special  delegate  meetings,  and  the  chairman  gave 
synopses  of  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
and  Mr.  Savile  Peck's  addresses.  A  discussion  arose  on 
the  supply  of  first-aid  cases,  and  the  following  resolution 
was  passed : — "  That  the  Executive  inquire  at  '  head- 
quarters '  if  wholesale  drug  houses  can  legally  supply 
cocain  eye-drops  to  customers  other  than  retail  chemists, 
if  the  head  of  the  firm  is  a  registered  chemist." 

Carlisle. — A  meeting  of  the  East  Cumberland  Branch 
was  held  recently,  Mr.  T.  Ridley  (chairman)  pre- 
siding. It  was  resolved  to  send  B.P.  Codex  specimen 
booklets  to  panel  'practitioners.  The  chairman,  in  welcom- 
ing Mr.  Roper  (President  of  the  Newcastle  and  North- 
umberland Branch)  to  address  the  meeting,  apologised 
for  the  small  company  present.

British  Columbian  Cascara 

Among  the  many  promising  industrial  opportunities 
existing  in  Canada  to-day  (says  the  "  American  Drug- 
gist "),  one  which  holds  out  peculiar  advantages  of  estab-.. 
lishment  and  one  for  which  there  is  urgent  and  pressing 
need,  is  that  for  the  manufacture  of  cascara  products  on 
the  Pacific  Coast  of  British  Columbia.  There  is  a  certain 
amount  of  attention  being  centred  on  this  possibility 
at  the  present  time,  and  British  Columbia's  cascara  re- 
sources are  attracting  a  greater  share  of  attention  than 
has  been  their  lot  in  the  past.  For  some  time  the  bark 
in  its  raw  state  has  been  exported  from  the  Pacific  Coast 
to  the  United  States,  Europe  and  Japan,  and  it  is  now 
the  effort  of  the  provincial  government  and  the  Vancouver 
Board  of  Trade  to  have  the  product  manufactured  in 
Canada,  and  receive  the  additional  benefits  and  profits 
accruing.  This  should  not  prove  difficult,  for  there  is 
every  inducement  for  such  location.  With  the  practical 
exhaustion  of  supplies  of  cascara  in  Washington  and 
Oregon,  British  Columbia  is  the  sole  remaining  source  of 
supply  on  the  American  continent.  This  province,  too, 
is  the  only  portion  of  the  British  Empire  to  which  the 
cascara  tree  is  a  native.  The  world  is  coming  to  use 
more  and  more  cascara  every  day,  and  the  supply  has  been 
steadily  diminishing  until  to-day  British  Columbia  has 
the  world's  only  great  reserve.  The  location  of  a  manu- 
facturing industry  in  the  province  means  the  development 
of  an  industry  which  must  inevitably  increase  in  import- 
ance with  the  passing  of  years  and  the  complete  exhaus- 
tion of  raw  supplies  elsewhere.  The  industry  in  British 
Columbia  has  unfortunately  been  seriously  neglected.  No 
attention  has  been  paid  to  the  methods  of  collection  or 
proper  systems  of  conservation,  and  all  phases  would 
benefit  by  being  taken  over  by  some  large  organisation 
which  would  stabilise  the  industry,  educate  settlers  to  the 
value  of  the  industry,  and  point  out  the  wisdom  of 
adopting  measures  of  conservation,  as  well  as  manufac- 
ture the  product  in  Canada.  It  is  stated  that  trees  on 
the  Pacific  Coast  of  the  United  States  yield  an  average 
of  ten  pounds  of  dried  bark  per  tree,  and  that  in  British 
Columbia  the  average  is  much  higher.  As  much  as  200  lb. 
is  reported  to  have  been  collected  from  a  single  tree. 
Collectors,  according  to  the  same  report,  can  make  from 
$4.00  to  $7.00  per  day  in  season,  and  the  price  of  the 
product  has  varied  from  three  to  thirteen  cents  per  lb., 
fluctuating  unduly  owing  to  the  unorganised  marketing. 
For  fifteen  years  the  collection  of  cascara  in  British 
Columbia  has  been  almost  exclusively  confined  to  the 
Indians  and  Japanese,  whose  methods  of  exploitation  are 
sometimes  open  to  criticism  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
future  of  the  industry.  The  greater  part  of  the  product 
has,  in  the  past,  been  shipped  to  Europe  and  the  United 
States,  and  the  portion  manufactured  in  Canada,  if  any, 
has  been  infinitesimal.  In  the  last  year  for  which  figures 
are  available  the  port  of  Vancouver  shipped  62,388  lb.  oi 
cascara  valued  at  $6,283- 
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Trade  Report 

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  Im- 
porters or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original 
packages.  To  these  prices  various  charges  have  to  be 
added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly 
augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods 
into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  incurred 
in  garbling,  packing,  etc.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
essential  and  fixed  oils,  and  many  other  commodities 
vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted 
are  charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products 
even  in  bulk  quantities.

Business  has  been  considerably  restricted  this  week  on 
account  of  the  transport  workers'  strike  (which  was 
settled  as  we  go  to  press),  and  several  of  the 
Mincing  Lane  produce  auctions  have  been  postponed 
owing  to  the  uncertainty  of  delivery.  Those  who  hold 
stocks  of  goods  available  in  their  own  warehouses  have 
been  kept  busy  answering  inquiries  and  delivering  small 
parcels  to  needy  buyers,  and  in  some  cases  they  are 
able  to  obtain  a  premium.  The  outstanding  change  in 
crude  drugs  is  a  further  advance  in  cascara  sagrada, 
and  as  the  small  stock  is  well  concentrated,  still  higher 
prices  are  expected.  Menthol  on  the  spot  has  advanced 
about  Is.  per  lb.,  due  to  covering  in  operations.  Refined 
camphor  tends  easier,  particularly  for  forward  ship- 
ment. Senega  is  on  the  easy  side  and  freely  offered. 
Castor  and  linseed  oils  are  dearer.  Myrrh  is  rather 
lower ;  cardamoms  sold  at  a  fresh  advance  at  auction 
last  week.  Balsam  tolu  is  inclined  to  be  easier.  Crude 
antimony  has  advanced  sharply.  Shellac  is  dearer.  In 
pharmaceutical  chemicals,  the  tone  is  much  steadier 
than  a  week  ago,  owing  to  the  uncertainty  concerning 
the-  delivery  of  fresh  imports.  There  is,  however,  no 
sign  of  scarcity,  but  should  the  transport  workers'  dis- 
pute be  prolonged,  prices  are  likely  to  harden.  Both 
citric  and  tartaric  acid  continue  to  appreciate  in  value. 
The  bromide  salts  are  unsettled,  but  if  the  new  German 
bromine  syndicate  should  materialise,  we  are  likely 
to  see  higher  prices  later  on.  After  the  recent  weakness 
tlie  market  for  industrial  chemicals  is  steadier,  although 
business  is  slow  and  small  in  volume.  Among  the 
changes  in  value  is  an  easier  tone  in  caustic  potash,  and 
importers  of  potassium  carbonate  have  further  reduced 
their  prices ;  sal  ammoniac  is  rather  cheaper.  Lead  and 
zinc  products  are  dearer  owing  to  a  rise  in  the  base 
metals.  Among  coal  tar  products,  carbolic  acid  crystals 
show  a  slight  recovery  and  solvent  naphthas  are  firmer ; 
pitch  is  slightly  better.

Lead  acetate  continues  very  firm,  and  spot  prices  as 
quoted  are  held  by  very  firm  conditions  on  the  Continent. 
Brown,  £44  10s. ;  white,  £45  10s.  per  ton. 

Lead  products. — Strong  conditions  have  been  experienced 
lately,  with  rather  more  demand,  consumers  of-  white  lead 
having  shown  more  inclination  to  protect  their  needs. 
Home  makers  have  again  raised  their  prices,  white  lead  in 
oil  being  quoted  £49  a  ton,  and  dry  white  lead  £49  15s., 
f.o.b.  Red  lead  and  litharge  are  likewise  clearer,  standing 
at  £49. 

Lithopone  has  been  selling  fairly  well,  with  importers 
asking  close  up  to  £23  to  £23  5s.  per  ton  for  30  per  cent. 
Continental  red  seal.    This  market  is  very  steady. 

Potash  caustic. — Dealers'  prices  "are  somewhat  easier  this 
week  for  spot  supplies,  with  88-  to  92  per  cent,  solid  offer- 
ing at  about  £31  to  £31  10s.  per  ton,  in  drums. 

Potassium  carbonate. — Here  again  importers  have  made 
a  further  reduction  in  their  prices  for  spot  supplies,  but 
so  far  there  has  been  no  improvement  in  buying.  90  to 
02  per  cent,  is  £24  10s.  to  £25,  and  95  to  98  ner  cent.  £26  10s. 
to  £27  per  ton. 

Potassium  chlorate  has  been  of  little  interest  of  late. 
Quotations  from  dealers  are  about  the  same,  at  2|d.  to  3d. 
per  lb.,  as  to  quantity. 

Potassium  permanganate  is  steady  but  quiet ;  dealers' 
quotations  are  in  the  region  of  8^d .  per  lb. 

Potassium  prussiate,  which  has  been  falling  in  value  for 
soraj  months,  is  now  fairly  steady  as  quoted  at  8Jd.  per  lb. 
for  British  yellow  by  dealers,  but  there  is  still  nothing  but 
small  business  on  the  market. 

Sal  ammoniac  is  rather  cheaper  on  spot,  but  there  is 
every  sign  that  prices  will  recover  owing  to  shortage  of 
spot  supplies.  The  demand  has  been  better  this  week  at 
the  lower  rates.  Dog-tooth  crystals,  £45;  medium,  £40  to 
£40  10?.;  fine  white  crystals.  £27  to  £28  per  ton. 

Soda  caustic. — The  position  is  unchanged.  British 
makers'  and  dealers'  prices  as  reported  last  week. 

Sodium  acetate  keeps  steady,  with  the  selling  price  at 
about  £23  103.  per  ton. 
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Sodium  bicarbonate. — British  makers'  price  for  home  trade 
only  is  steady  at  £10  10s.  per  ton,  in  bags,  carriage  paid. 

Sodium  bichromate  shows  no  change  on  the  week.  British 
makers'  price  for  home  trade  only  is  4£d.  per  lb.,  carriage 
paid. 

Sodium  hyposulphite. — Dealers  have  found  matters  dis- 
tinctly quiet  of  late,  but  their  prices  are  steadv  and  sup- 
ported by  Continental  offerings.  Pea  crystals,  £15  to 
£15  10s.  per  ton,  in  1-cwt.  kegs ;  commercial  quality,  £10 
per  ton,  in  casks. 

Sodium  pbussiate  remains  slow  of  sale,  with  dealers  offer- 
ing British  at  the  recently  lowered  price  of  5d.  per  lb. 

Sodium  sulphide. — Dealers'  prices  are  unchanged.  Busi- 
ness only  poor.  Solid,  £15 ;  ditto,  broken,  60  to  62  per 
cent.,  £16  per  ton,  in  drums. 

Zinc  products. — The  tendency  for  most  zinc  products  has 
been  again  upward,  due  to  the  renewed  substantial  rise  in 
zinc  metal,  which  is  now  nearly  valued  as  high  as  the  best 
of  the  past  year.  Zinc  oxide  has  been  in  fairly  good  de- 
mand, quotations  ranging  from  about  £38  to  £48  per  ton, 
while  B.P.  is  called  £54,  all  f.o.r.  works.  Zinc  ashes  are 
dearer  at  about  £15  10s.,  f.o.r.,  based  on  70  per  cent.  Zinc 
dust  varies  from  £43  10s.  to  £50  a  ton,  delivered. 

Coal-tar  Products,  Etc. — There  are  one  or  two  changes 
to  record  this  week.

4gd.  to 
Is.  7d.  for.  90's.  Xylol. — British  makers  quote  as  follows : 
Pure,  3s.  3d. ;  commercial,  2s.  3d.  per  gallon.  Creosote 
oil  is  rather  firmer  at  slightly  higher  rates,  about  9d.  per 
gallon,  ex  works,  and  about  10d.,  f.o.b.  Carbolic  acid 
crystals,  after  some  weeks  of  dull  and  falling  markets, 
show  a  recovery,  with  more  inquiry  and  a  steadier  market. 
39  to  40°  C.  ice  crystals  close  at  7£d.  to  7|d.  per  lb.  for  large 
lots  in  usual  bulk  packing.  Cresylic  aced  is  very  steady 
at  unchanged  rates.  97  to  99  per  cent.,  Is.  lid.  to  2s.  Id. 
per  gallon.  Naphthalene  is  rather  firmer,  with  dealers' 
prices  inclined  to  move  from  £16  to  £16  10s.  for  crystals  and 
£17  per  ton  for  flaked.  Pyridin  haa  not  weakened  any 
further.  Dealers  offer  at  13s.  6d.  per  gallon.  Hexamethy- 
lene  is  very  steady,  with  4s.  per  gallon  quoted  by  spot) 
holders.  Pure  methyl  alcohol  has  been  called  for  now  and 
again  in  small  lots,  with  dealers  still  offering  close  up  to 
£80  per  ton,  in  drums,  ex  wharf  Pitch. — Makers  quote 
52s  6d.  to  62s.  6d.  per  ton,  f.o.b.,  on  a  weak  market,  with 
few  sellers.  Wood  tar  is  level  on  the  week  at  £4  15s.  to 
£6  per  ton. 

Fixed  Oils,  etc. 

Throughout  this  market  the  tone  is  on  the  firm  side,  with 
the  volume  of  business  well  up  to  the  average.  Castor  oil 
shows  a  further  advance  in  value.  Palm  oils  are  firm  and 
continue  active.

Coconut  stands  firm  with  rates 
fully  held.  Deodorised,  spot,  55s.;  Ceylon,  48s.  6d.  c.i.f.; 
Cochin,  62s.  6d.  c.i.f.  Cotton. — The  better  conditions 
recorded  last  week  are  still  in  evidence,  and  prices  are  fully 
maintained.  Deodorised,  53s.  6d. ;  common  edible,  52s.; 
soapmaking,  48s. ;  crude,  46s.,  all  spot.  Groundnut. — 
Market  firm,  with  quoted  rates  level  on  the  week.  Deo- 
dorised, spot,  61s. ;  crude  Oriental,  55s.  c.i.f.  Linseed 
(raw,  naked). — Prices  for  all  positions  have  advanced,  but 
spot  and  near  delivery  show  the  biggest  rise.  The  market 
at  the  close  was  steady  and  business  has  been  muoh  better 
than  the  previous  week.  On  spot,  55s.  ;  February,  48s.  ; 
March-April,  42s.  6d. ;  May-August,  39s. ;  September- 
December,  38s.;  Hull,  on  spot,  50s.;  February.  47s.  3d.; 
March-April,  42s.  3d.;  May-August,  41s.  4^d. ;  September- 
December,  37s.  6d.  Palm  kernel. — Conditions  are  satisfactory 
and  prices  are  maintained.  Deodorised,  50s. ;  crude, 
44s.  6d..  all  spot.  Palm. — Business  continues  quite  good  at 
price?  fully  up  to  last  week's  levels.  The  tone  at  the  close 
remained  firm.  Lagos,  41s.;  softs,  39s.  6d. ;  mediums,, 
38s.  9d.  :  hards.  38s.  6d.;  bleached,  42s.,  all  spot.  Rape.— 
Last  week's  higher  rates  are  maintained  on  a  firm  market. 
Refined,  53s. ;  crude,  50s..  in  barrels,  all  spot.  Soya. — Prices 
advanced  considerably,  but  latterly  the  market  has  been  very 


quiet  and  unsteady ;  deodorised,  53s. ;  crude,  47s.,  all  epot. 
Turpentine. — There  has  been  a  somewhat  healthier  feelingj 
chiefly  due  to-  a  rallying  tendency  in  the  American  markets. 
The  spot  demand  here  has  been  rather  better,  and  prices 
early  this  week  improved  a  little,  closing  at  77s.  9d.,  and 
March-April  at  78s.  3d.  The  deliveries  for  last  week  were 
about  1,500  barrels  American  and  456  barrels  French,  and 
the  stocks  were  returned  at  about  25,500  barrels  and  800 
barrels  respectively.  So  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  there  is 
now  nothing  on  the  way  from  America,  where  the  reserve 
stocks  are  estimated  at  about  38,000  barrels.  Wood. — 
Hankow  in  barrels  on  spot  remains  quiet,  with  sales  at 
94s.  per  cwt. 

German  Economic  Situation 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  year  prices  on  the  German 
chemical  markets  have  remained  fairly  stable  ;  this  is  chiefly 
due  to  the  fact  that  unloading  by  speculators,  even  of 
pharmaceutical  chemicals,  which  have  always  exerted  a 
great  attraction  as  offering  a  means  of  making  quick  profits, 
have  practically  ceased.  On  the  whole,  very  little  business 
has  been  done,  and  this  is  partly  attributable  to  the  want 
of  available  funds,  buyers  confining  their  operations  to 
actual  requirements.  Although  inquiries  from  abroad  have 
been  coming  in  more  freely  of  late,  very  few  transactions 
have  been  actually  concluded,  and  in  this  respect  German 
manufacturers  and  exporters  are  finding  it  increasingly  diffi- 
cult to  compete  in  heavv  chemicals  with  British  firms.  Iu 
fact,  British  competition  in  this  class  of  chemicals  is  giving 
rise  to  some  anxiety,  and  in  this  connection  attempts  are 
being  made  to  show  that  the  cessation  of  exports  to  Great 
Britain,  which  is  represented  as  being  attributable  to  the 
British  government's  refusal  to  remove  the  26  per  cent. 
Reparation  Levy — the  fact  that  the  German  government,  is 
responsible  for  this  state  of  affairs  by  repudiating  its  obli' 
gation  to  refund  its  nationals  being  conveniently  forgotten 
— is  highly  detrimental  to  British  trade.  It  is  stated  that 
large  orders  are  coming  in  from  the  Colonies  for  heavy 
chemicals,  which  British  exporters  are  unable  to  meet;  thus 
it  is  reported,  inter  alia,  that  for  a  large  order  for 
naphthalene,  London  exporters  quoted  £22  per  ton  c.i.f. 
whereas  German  dealers  would  have  been  able  to  supply 
at  £19  to  £20.  Apparently  of  late  more  business  is  being 
transacted  on  the  South  German  chemical  markets  than  in 
Hamburg,  but  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  form  an  unbiassed 
opinion  of  the  volume  of  trade.  Prices,  on  the  whole,  are 
on  the  easy  side.  Considerable  interest  has  been  aroused 
by  the  large  consignments  to  Germany  of  caustic  soda  from 
Great  Britain  and  the  United  States,  which  is  being  offered 
in  Hamburg  at  $6.95  per  100  kilos,  compelling  the  German 
syndicate  to  reduce  its  price.  Large  exports  of  copper 
sulphate  are  reported,  stocks  of  which  are  almost  depleted, 
while  manufacturers  have  already  sold  their  output  for 
some  tjme  ahead.  It  is  reported  that  negotiations  have 
been  initiated  with  a  view  to  forming  a  new  bromine  syndi- 
cate, on  similar  lines  to  the  organisation  which  was  in 
existence  prior  to  the  war,  and  it  is  stated  that  a  satis- 
factory conclusion  to  the  preliminary  discussions  which  have 
bo  far  taken  place  is  imminent,  particularly  since  bromine 
and  its  preparations  have  for  some  time  past  been  sold 
under  cost  price.  Spices  have  been  now  for  some  time  in 
brisk  demand,  not  only  for  prompt  delivery,  but  also  for 
later  shipments;  in  fact,  it  may  be  stated  that  this  market 
at  present  shows  considerable  activity.  The  following  prices 
represent  the  average  quotations  on  the  North  and  South 
German  markets,  in  gold  marks  for  the  home  market ;  the 
export  prices  are  given  in  parentheses  in  the  currencies 
adopted  for  t^ese  transactions,  per  kilogram,  where  not 
otherwise  specified:  Acetanilide.  m.3.50;  acetic  acid.

Insurance  Dispensing 

Sib, — I  am  glad  to  see  that  you  draw  attention  in  your 
current  series  of  editorial  articles  on  Insurance  dispens- 
ing to  the  difficulty  which  chemists  are  under  when 
Supplying  proprietary  lines  on  panel  scripts,  and  especially 
the  reference  to  the  fact  that  chemists  are  never  sure 
whether  they  receive  payment  or  not  for  these  goods.  In 
many  cases  we  have  reason  to  fear  that  the  unfortunate 
chemist  loses  his  money  without  knowing  it,  and,  worse 
still,  is  likely  to  go  on  doing  so,  as  when  the  monthly 
scripts  have  been  sent  in  and  in  due  course  the  cheque 
is  received  without  comment,  he  naturally  concludes  that 
all  the  items  have  been  passed  for  payment.  There  are 
three  things  to  be  remembered  if  one  wishes  to  be  paid 
in  full;  first,  never  supply  any  dressing  or  appliance  not 
printed  on  the  tariff  list ;  secondly,  never  supply  any 
preparation  which  could  by  any  means  be  used  as  a 
food;  thirdly,  never  supply  such  orders  as  "Smith's 
cascara  tablets,"  "  Brown's  extract  of  malt,"  as  if 
supplied  they  will  be  paid  for  at  tariff  rates,  whatever 
their  cost  may  be.

Sib, — I  think  that  the  breaking  of  bulk  for  Insurance 
scripts  is  not  always  due  to  the  fear  you  suggest  (C.  <£•  D., 
January  19,  p.  91)  that  the  customer  will  get  a  poor  idea 
of  one's  service  if  he  is  refuged,  but  rather  in  part 
to  the  notion,  which  obtains  largely,  that  the  chemist  is 
bound  to  supply  any  order  for  drugs  under  his  contract. 
It  is  refreshing  to  find  that  you  hold  the  view  that  the 
pharmacist  is  not  compelled  to  dispense  a  small  number 
of  tablets  when  these  are  only  obtainable  in  bottles  of 
100,  although  I  doubt  whether  the  prescriber  would 
make  the  alteration  at  the  chemist's  request.  Setting 
aside  the  fact  that  he  might  think  the  chemist  was 
trying  to  sell  (?)  a  larger  quantity,  there  are  occasions 
on  which  these  remedies  are  prescribed  tentatively,  to 
see  if  they  suit  the  particular  case  under  treatment ;  but 
it  is  unfair  that  the  chemist  should  be  the  loser  of  the 
balance  every  time.  Also,  the  breaking  of  bulk  is  not 
confined  to  tablets  only ;  there  are  liquid  proprietaries 
in  pound  bottles;  what  course  should  be  pursued — supply 
the  patient  with  the  original  bottle  and  charge  it  as 
such  ?  The  question  of  the  patent-medicine  stamps  is  a 
trouble;  if  100  tablets  are  prescribed  in  dozens,  it  means 
eight  stamps  and  adds  at  least  2s.  to  the  cost ;  and  I 
should  have  thought  that  it  would  have  been  possible  to 
exempt  InsuVance  prescriptions  from  stamping,  in  the 
same  way  as  Government  cheques,  or  envelopes  for  taxes, 
which  are  franked  without  payment.  The  whole  subject 
of  dispensing  proprietary  preparations  under  the  In- 
surance Act  requires  inquiry  and  regularisation ;  at  the 
present  time  it  is  very  onerous  to  the  panel  chemist,  and 
I  hope  that  the  question  will  be  threshed  out  during  the 
negotiations  for  the  terms  for  the  coming  year.

Sir, — Now  that  the  panel  doctors  have  been  adjudged 
a  fee  which  is  higher  than  they  can  have  expected,  there 
Is  every  ground  for  the  chemist  to  insist  on  having 
better  treatment,  and  on  the  removal  of  the  various 
injustices  you  have  so  ably  criticised  in  your  series  of 
articles  on  Insurance  dispensing  terms.  There  is,  I  am 
afraid,  a  tendency  in  official  quarters  to  think  that  the 
chemist  will  swallow  anything,  and  certainly  by  our 
feeble  attitude  in  .  the  past  we  have  encouraged  this 
view;  but  there  is  sometimes  a  limit  to  the  patience  of 
the  mildest  people.  Mr. .  Abbott,  clerk  to  the  Middlesex 
Insurance  Committee,  addressing  the  Women  Pharma- 


cists (C.  ib  D.,  January  26,  p.  135),  expressed  this  view 
very  neatly  when  he  said  that  the  only  individuals  who 
cannot  refuse  an  insured  person  are  the  chemists,  "  but 
they  are  well  known  to  be  a  pleasant  and  accommodating 
community."  Just  so.  Is  it  too  much  to  hope  for 
organised  action,  or  will  the  more  disgruntled  just  let 
it  slide  and  go  off  the  panel  individually ?  There  should 
■be  one  resolution  to  put  before  the  Ministry ;  we 
do  not  intend  to  give  an  inefficient  or  slack  service, 
and,  if  the  terms  do  not  warrant  an  efficient  one,  we 
should  all  resign  in  a  body.

Sm, — Your  suggested  tariff  of  dispensing  fees  seems  to 
be  a  fair  and  equable  solution  of  the  problem  of  what  w* 
should  ask  for.  One  point  about  mixtures  occurs  to  me  : 
the  original  price  for  an  8-oz.  bottle  was  2d.,  larger  size 
3d.  ;  on  this  principle  we  should  now  receive  5d.  up  to 
8  oz.  and  7^d.  over  this  size.  The  6-oz.  and  8-oz.  sizes 
have  practically  disappeared  from  Insurance  work,  nearly 
all  doctors  ordering  12-oz.  tablespoons  ;  whether  tfraa  waa 
done  to  cut  the  fee  or,  as  is  more  probable,  to  ensure  that 
the  patient  did  not  worry  the  prescriber  again  for  a.  week, 
I  cannot  say,  but  it  is  a  certainty  that  the  pharmacist  now 
makes  up  one  bottle  instead  of  two,  and  loses  a  fee  in  the 
process.  This  should  be  taken  into  account  during  the 
negotiations.

Pharmacy  in  Northern  Ireland 

Sir, — I  am  sorry  to  learn  by  reports  appearing  in  your 
issue  of  February  9  (p.  187)  that,  owing  to  the  pharma- 
ceutical  chemists  and  chemists  and  druggists  being 
unable  to  agree  on  the  registered  druggist  grade,  the 
matter  has  come  to  a  deadlock,  with  the  result  thai 
the  Government  have  now  arranged  for  an  advisory 
committee  from  both  the  societies  interested.  I  think 
this  is  very  regrettable,  as  it  will  probably  cause  con- 
tentious discussion  when  the  Bill  is  introduced,  with, 
results  perhaps  unsatisfactory  to  both.  Druggists  are 
a  recognised  grade  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland;  whether  for  good  reasons  or  not,  they  were 
created,  and  it  would  be  a  fine  opportunity  now  for 
co-ordination  in  the  business.  I  see  the  deputation  that 
waited  on  the  Queen's  University  authorities  agreed  on 
having  the  Matriculation  examination  as  a  Preliminary  ; 
this  is  quite  ambitious,  but  let  us  be  sure  in  raising 
the  standard  of  pharmacy  that  it  is  going  to  be  worth 
while.  You  can  absorb  the  druggist,  but  he  cannot  be 
abolished,  nor  can  the  chemist  and  druggist;  and  I 
think  the  pharmacists  have  done  well  in  the  offer  they 
have  made  (C.  <k  D.,  January  5,  p.  12).  It  will  give 
many  druggists — and  there  are  quite  a  large  number 
having  dispensing  experience — an  opportunity  to  qualify 
for  dispensing  and  open  shop.  The  title  "  dispensing 
druggist  "  is  not  to  be  admired.  Why  not  include 
chemistry  in  the  examination  and  allow  them  to  call 
themselves  "  dispensing  chemists,"  as  distinct  from 
pharmacist  or  pharmaceutical  chemist,  and  with  some 
other  slight  modifications?  I  hope  it  is  not  too  late 
for  better  counsels  to  prevail,  and  that  a  satisfactory 
basis  will  be  arrived  at.

Sir, — I  have  read  with  interest  the  correspondence  in 
your  columns  initiated  by  "  Yorkshire,"  but  must  express 
my  astonishment  at  the  conclusions  he  comes  to  in  his 
last  letter  (0.  <£.•  D.,  February  16,  p.  249).  I  do  not 
know  anything  of  the  past  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistsr 
Opticians,  but  I  do  know  of  a  few  coincidences  which 
prompt  me  to  ask  a  question.  Somewhere  about  twenty 
years  ago  a  firm,  Bruce  Green  or  Bruce  Green,  Ltd. 
(I  forget  which),  founded  by  Mr.  Bruce  Green  de  Wolf- 
eon,  as  an  inducement  to  chemists  to  take  up  optics, 
offered  to  teach  all  that  was  required  in  a  few  lessons, 
and  after  an  examination  a  certificate  was  given,  stating 
that  it  was  issued  by  the  Chemist-Opticians'  Institute 
of  Optical  Knowledge.    The  number  of  lessons  promieea 
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was  small,  but  this  was  natural,  seeing  that  no  glasses 
were  to  be  supplied  except  sphericals,  testing  for  astig- 
matism being  declared  to  be  outside  the  sphere  of  an 
optician,  and  purely  the  work  of  medical  men.  What 
Mr.  de  Wolfson  would  have  thought  of  opticians  having 
to  deal  with  such  questions  as  muscle  balances,  detection 
of  diseased  conditions,  etc.,  I  cannot  imagine.  There  is 
a  similarity  between  the  actions  of  this  Chemist-Opticians' 
Institute  of  Optical  Knowledge  of  twenty  years  ago  and 
the  Institute  of  Chemists-Opticians  of  to-day.  Both  offer 
teaching  'and  certification  free,  and  the  address  of  the 
Institute  of  Chemist-Opticians  is  that  of  Bruce  Green, 
Ltd.  Are  chemists  really  to  be  caught  by  the  bait  of 
"  something  for  nothing  "?  An  old  friend  of  mine  who 
had  a  very  extensive  sight-testing  connection  in  the 
North  of  England,  when  asked  if  he  tested  sight  free,

used  to  say,  "  Probably  he  charges  what  he  thinks  it 
worth,"  and  he  never  had  any  difficulty  in  obtaining 
proper  remuneration  for  the  careful  and  honest  work 
he  put  in.

Sib,,— As  a  young  pharmacist  who  has  been  in  business 
about  two  years  for  'himself  and  has  now  got  three 
prosperous  shops,  I  should  like  to  contribute  my  opinion 
on  this  much-discussed  subject.  One  has  only  to  read 
the  correspondence  columns  of  the  drug  journals  each 
week,  and  they  are  enough  to  give  one  a  dose  of  melan- 
choly. I  think  that,  instead  of  groaning  about  profits 
on  proprietaries,  it  would  be  more  to  the  chemist's 
interest  if  he  spent  his  time  reading  "  The  Efficiency 
Magazine  "  or  "  Retail  Selling."  What  is  the  good  of 
33  per  cent,  profit  on  an  article  if  it  is  going  to  remain 
on  your  shelf  about  three  months?  It's  turnover  that 
counts.  Turn  your  money  over  and  sell  the  goods  before 
you  have  to  pay  for  them.  My  advice  to  young  phar- 
macists is:  take  no  notice  of  these  old  stick-in-the-muds. 
You  will  never  make  money  by  grousing.  Interview  all 
the  travellers,  treat  them  as  you  would  expect  to  be 
treated.  They  are  your  best  friends.  Don't  over-buy. 
Sell  good  stuff  and  advertise. — I  am,  etc.,

Sir, — There  are  a  number  of  interesting  letters  on 
price-cutting  and  prices  of  advertised  proprietary  lines 
in  the  0.  &  D.  of  February  16,  and  in  reference  to  these 
it  is  interesting  to  turn  to  a  report  of  an  address  by  Mr. 
Ingersoll,  of  Ingersoll  watch  fame,  which  is  reprinted  in 
the  February  number  of  the  R.P.U.'s  publication.  Here 
is  a  manufacturer  who  has  found  out  that  it  is  not  only 
the  retailer,  but  eventually  the  proprietor  also,  who 
suffers  from  price-cutting  ;  as  even  the  firm  which  started 
the  cutting  campaign  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was 
not  profitable  in  the  long  run,  and  tried  to  substitute 
an  article  showing  a  better  profit  :  and  the  sale  of  the 
proprietary  article  dropped  30  per  cent,  in  one  town. 
Advertising  will  not  selL  all  the  goods  all  the  time  if 
not  backed  up  by  the  retailer's  goodwill ;  you  can  prove  it 
over  your  own  counter  if  you  only  have  enough  personality 
and  confidence  in  your  own  goods.  Mr.  Maurice  Jones 
(C.  &  D.,  February  16,  p.  250)  says  that  pharmacists, 
with  few  exceptions,  have  relegated  their  own  prepara- 
tions to  the  back  premises ;  I  think  this  is  a  rather 
sweeping  statement,  but  if  it  is  true  I  am  thankful  that 
I  must  be  one  of  the  exceptions — and  it  pays,  too.  I 
pack,  and  sell,  a  fair  quantity  of  my  own  lines  ;  and  if 
my  opinion  is  asked,  I  have  something  ready  to  back  it 
up  with.  The  result  is  that  my  own  remedies  are  acquir- 
ing a  local  reputation.  "  Provincial  "  says  that  the 
P.A.T.A.  has  control  of  the  situation  and  can  exact  a 
penalty  by  stopping  supplies  ;  well,  why  does  it  not  do 
so?

[The  combination  of  sodii  salicyl.  and  pot.  bicarb, 
always  darkens,  but  with  the  quality  of  sodii  sal.  now 
available  should  not  materially  change  before  the  mixture 
is  taken.  The  addition  of  infusion  of  gentian  should 
hide  any  discoloration  that  might  develop.  Regarding 
the  green  colour,  we  are  inclined  to  suspect  the  gentian 
infusion  of  some  metallic  contamination.  Fresh  infusion 
appears  to  make  no  material  change  in  the  direction 
you  indicate.]

[Tincture  of  quillaia  is  used  to  emulsify  oils.  In  this 
case  it  certainly  emulsifies  the  castor  oil,  but  the  com- 
pleted mixture  is  so  thin  that  the  emulsified  oil  does  not, 
when  shaken  up,  remain  diffused  for  a  sufficient  length  ol 
time  to  permit  of  its  equal  distribution  in  measured  doses. 
A  little  tfagacaiith  thickens  the  mixture  and  obviates  the 
difficulty.  Prepare  two  fluid  ounces  of  mucilage  of  traga- 
canth,  using  lime  water  instead  of  plain  water;  shake  the 
castor  oil  with  the  tincture  of  quillaia,  adding  in  portions 
the  remainder  of  the  lime  water  and  syrmp  of  orange 
flower  previously  mixed  together,  drop  in  the  oil  of  cin- 
namon and  finally  introduce  the  mucilage  of  tragacanti 
and  shake  thoroughly.]

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Legal  Queries 

S.  T.  B.  (14/2).—"  Children's  Bronchial  Mixture  "  is 
not  a  dutiable  title. 

P.  0.  L.  (12/2). — A  cough  cure  to  which  a  registered 
name  is  applied  is  liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty,  even  if 
the  composition  is  disclosed.  The  exemption  as  to 
41  known,  admitted  and  approved  "  remedies  is  limited 
in  its  scope  and  is  chiefly  confined  to  registered  chemists. 

Wal  (18/2). — A  qualified  chemist  employed  by  an 
unqualified  person  does  not  enable  the  latter  to  carry  on 
the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist.  Contracts  for 
Insurance  dispensing  are  only  given  to  chemists  or 
companies  carrying  on  business  in  the  manner  laid  down 
by  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 

W.  H.  B.  (13/2). — (1)  A  secret  proprietary  remedy  re- 
quires to  pay  patent-medicine  duty,  and  the  manufacturer 
and  seller  require  a  patent-medicine  licence.  (2)  Persons 
or  firms  trading  under  other  than  their  real  names  must 
be  registered  with  the  Registrar  of  Business  Names, 
Clement's  Inn,  London,  W.C. 

P.  R.  L.  (9/2). — The  labels  for  "neuralgic  mixture" 
and  "  cold  and  influenza  mixture  "  would  render  the  pre- 
parations to  which  they  are  attached  liable  to  medicine 
stamp  duty.  The  labels  for  "  digestive  mixture  "  and 
"  blood  mixture  "  are  not  liable  to  duty,  but  the  latter 
title  is  claimed  by  Clarke's  as  their  trade-mark. 

M.  P.  S.  (8/2). — Your  question  turns  on  whether  the 
entry  in  the  Poisons  Schedule,  "  Precipitate,  Red,  and 
all  oxides  of  mercury,"  includes  substances  in  which  it 
is  incorporated.  We  have  always  held  that  it  does,  and 
is  subject  to  the  usual  restrictions.  The  last  paragraph 
in  Part  II  of  the  Poisons  Schedule  covers  Schedule  I 
poisons  only. 

F.  J.  R.  (16/2).— (1)  We  cannot  say  how  far  the 
narcotic  mixture  to  which  you  refer  can  be  truthfully 
described  as  a  "  laudanum  substitute."  If  you  think  it 
contains  a  scheduled  poison,  and  is  being  sold  by  unquali- 
fied persons,  you  should  furnish  evidence  of  this  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  (2)  The  administration  of  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  is  entrusted  to  Borough 
Councils  and  County  Councils. 

S.  G.  C.  (16/2). — Pulv.  ipecac,  co.  when  mixed  with 
any  other  medicament  must  be  diluted  just  above  the 
anhydrous  morphine  limit  of  1  in  500.  The  B.P.  strength 
of  pulv.  ipecac,  co.  is  10  per  cent,  opium  or  1  per  cent, 
anhydrous  morphine ;  therefore  a  dilution  of  5.1  would 
bring  it  outside  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  again.  Your 
prescribed  powder  shows  the  final  result  to  be  1  in  4, 
which  leaves  it  within  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts,  at 
least  so  asserts  the  Home  Office,  but  no  law  court  has 
yet  confirmed  this  as  a  true  interpretation  of  what 
appears  to  be  a  plain,  simple  exemption. 

W.  0.  (15/2)  holds  premises  under  an  ordinary  repair- 
ing lease.  The  garden  wall  has  collapsed  owing  to  the 
roots  of  a  tree  in  the  next  garden  (which  is  owned  and 
occupied  by  his  landlord)  growing  underneath  the  wall. 
"  W.  0."  has  agreed  to  rebuild  the  wall  subject  to  the 
removal  of  the  tree.  The  tree  has  been  cut  down  ;  who 
is  responsible  for  the  cost?  Another  part  of  the  garden 
wall  is  also  the  back  wall  of  outbuildings  belonging  to  a 
brewery  company.  This  part  of  the  wall  was  overgrown 
with  ivy  and  other  creepers  when  "  W.  0."  took  over  the 
property.  The  creeper  has  now  been  removed  from  the 
wall.  Who  is  responsible  for  the  cost  of  removal,  and 
who  is  liable  for  any  damage  done  by  the  creeper  to  the 
roof  of  the  neighbouring  outbuildings?  [In  our  view  the 
landlord  must  bear  the  cost  of  removing  the  tree,  as  it 
was  his  duty  to  see  that  it  did  not  do  any  damage  to 
neighbouring  property.  We  consider,  however,  that 
"  W.  O."  must  pay  for  the  removal  of  the  creeper  and 
for  any  damage  done  by  the  creeper  to  the  next-door 
property.  He  took  over  the  premises  with  the  obligation 
to  keep  the  creeper  under  control,  and  we  dou/bt  whether 
he  could  escape  responsibility  by  showing  that  the  creeper 
had  already  overgrown  the  outbuildings  when  he  became 
lessee.]

St.  Mungo  (7/2). — Crystallised  glycerin. — Owing  to 
exceptional  purity  and  other  circumstances,  batches  of 
glycerin  are  met  with  occasionally  that  crystallise  on 
standing.  As  a  rule  the  manufacturers  prefer  the  return 
of  the  sample,  but  if  you  warm  the  glycerin  and  add 
water  to  it  to  bring  it  down  to  the  sp.  gr.  (1.26)  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  article  the  trouble  will  disappear. 

J.  H.  G.  (29/11). — Fermentation  in  sauce. — The  lia- 
bility of  a  sauce  containing  vinegar,  soy,  and  ketchup 
to  fermentation  depends  upon  the  proportion  of  acid 
(chiefly  acetic  acid)  on  the  final  product  and  the  care 
used  in  preparation.  Precise  conditions  can  only  be 
found  by  experiment  and  experience.  The  first  step  is 
to  ensure  cleanliness  of  all  vessels  used  in  manufacture 
(boiling  with  washing  soda).  Then  as  far  as  possible 
kill  micro-organisms  in  materials  by  boiling  them,  though 
some  snoring  forms  will  resist  such  treatment.  Increase 
of  vinegar  strength  will  often  endow  preparation  with 
better  keeping  properties,  and  an  endeavour  should  be 
made  to  find  this  from  samples  that  keep  and  then 
standardise  (by  titration)  this  bactericidal  acidity  (which  is 
nearly'  4  per  cent).  Saccharine  sauces  are  prone  to  growth 
therein  of  types  of  lactic  or  other  acid-forming  bacteria 
which  will  make  the  fermented  sauce  more  acid  than 
originally.  The  use  of  salicylic  acid  (sss.  per  gallon 
dissolved  in  spirit)  should  be  used  only  as  a  last  resource 
when  all  else  fails.  It  is  best  to  destroy  sauce  already 
in  process  of  fermentation,  as  it  may  contain  dangerous 
products  of  putrescence. 

C.  R.  IF.  (5/2). — Glass  gall  is  the  scum  that  floats 
on  the  surface  of  molten  glass  in  the  glass-pots.  It 
consists  of  sulphates  and  chlorides  of  the  alkalis. 

Zero  (6/2). — Your  inquiry  regarding  pills  which  sink 
and  float  in  the  gastric  juice  is  speculative  without 
further  particulars.  The  secretion  of  the  human  stomach 
does  not  conform  with  your  ideas  of  its  quantity.  - 

/.  V.  D.  (12/12). — Pigmenttjm  iodi  Mandl  is  made  by 
triturating  resublimed  iodine  with  potassium  iodide,  and 
gradually  adding  the  glycerin ;  solution  t  akes  place 
readily,  and  there  should  be  no  separation,  however  old 
the  preparation  is.  We  have  noticed  that  the  oil  of 
peppermint  separates  on  keeping,  and  this  oil  is  of  a 
brown  colour,  which  appears  to  show  that  some  inter- 
action takes  place  with  the  iodine  in  solution.  In  all 
cases,  however,  we  find  the  paint  shakes  up  quite  easily, 
but  we  always  place  a  "  shake  the  bottle  "  label  on  th« 

bottle. 
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A.  E.  W.  (18/2).— The  extractive  of  vegetable  sub- 
stances varies  with  the  solvent  employed,  and  so  far  as 
we  are  aware  no  statistics  of  extractives  for  horehound, 
squills  and  liquorice  exist.  As  a  guide  it  may  be  men- 
tioned that  tr.  scilke  yields  11.8  per  cent,  of  extractive, 
and  ext.  glycyrrh.  liq.  44  per  cent,  of  extractive. 

B.  H.,  Ltd.  (4/2). — Insurance  Drug  Tariff. — Sana- 
togen  is  one  of  the  border-line  articles  concerning  which 
when  ordered  in  Insurance  prescriptions  no  authoritative 
pronouncement  has  been  made  as  to  whether  it  should 
be  paid  for  by  the  Insurance  Committee.  It  is  allowed 
for  by  some  Insurance  Committees.  If  any  doubt  arises 
an  inquiry  addressed  to  the  pricing  office  might  solve 
the  question.  No  recent  regulation  has  altered  the 
position. 

Dubious  (South  Africa)  (10/1).— (1)  The  question  of 
publishing  in  book  form  the  series  of  articles  on  Phar- 
maceutical Botany  will  be  considered  when  they  are 
concluded.  (2)  Sodium  sulphide  is  the  best  depilatory 
for  animal  skins.  A  few  experiments  will  show  you  the 
best  strength  to  use  f  or  the  particular  purpose  you  have 
in  view. 

S.  H.  (6/2). — Wart  on  horse's  leg. — If  the  wart  is 
of  any  size  it  should  be  removed  by  ecraseur,  ligature  or 
cautery,  then  apply  an  eschar  ot  ic,  such  as  strong  ung. 
arsen..  hyd.  perchlor.  or  argent,  nit.,  to  keep  it  down. 
The  wart  should  not  be  allowed  to  grow  until  it  touches 
the  other  leg;  attention  and  regularity  of  dressing  are 
all  that  is  required  to  effect  this. 

Fef.(14/1). — Veterinary  remedy. — The  absorbent  dress- 
ing for  curbs,  splints  and  bony  enlargements  in  horses 
is  a  dark-brown  tincture  smelling  of  iodine,  but  also  of 
an  ingredient  which  appears  to  be  mustard  oil.  Free 
iodine  is  present  to  the  extent  of  9.1  per  cent.,  but  the 
total  solids  amount  to  only  1.62  per  cent.  It  is  there- 
fore not  a  form  of  the  official  strong  tincture  of  iodine. 
It  is  probable  that  it  is  a  preparation  of  iodine  and 
mustard  oil,  several  varieties  of  which  are  in  use. 

A.  M.  (12/1). — Boiler  scale  remover. — This  sample 
of  material  is  in  the  form  of  friable  dark  rosin-like  frag- 
ments. Its  precise  nature  is  somewhat  obscure,  but  it 
appears  to  be  either  a  variety  of  cutch  or  some  substance 
nearly  allied  to  it.  Catechu  gruffs  or  waste  product  of 
the  tannery  are  in  use  for  this  purpose,  and  this  may  be 
an  allied  product. 

W.  B.  B.  (16/2).— We  have  not  heard  of  the  use  of 
potassium  bromide  solution  for  destroying  worms  on 
bowling  greens.  We  should  we  glad  if  you  would  obtain 
particulars  as  to  the  efficacy  of  this  salt. 

./.  S.  (7/2). — Books  on  face  massage. — There  does  not 
appear  to  be  a  book  dealing  solely  with  this  subject, 
though  most  of  them  devote  a  chapter  to  massage  of  the 
head  and  neck,  as,  for  example,  Dowse's  "  Lectures  on 
Massage  and  Electricity  "  (Wright,  Bristol).  Other 
recent  publications  are  as  follows  : — Kleen's  "  Massage 
and  Medical  Gymnastics."  translated  bv  Nina  L.  Dobbie.

T.  H.   W.  (15/2). — Preparing  sponges  An  article  on 

sponges  in  the  C.  «£•  D.,  May  13,  1922.  p.  624,  thus 
described  the  process  of  preparing  sponges  :  — 

When  found  alive  at  the  bottom  of  the  sea  sponges  con- 
tain a  gelatinous  substance  and  are  covered  by  a  black 
skin  or  membrane.  The  first  thing  thai  has  to  be  clone 
is  to  free  the  sponges  from  the  black  skin  and  the  gela- 
tinous substance,  the  smell  of  which  is  very  similar  to 
that  of  putrid  fish.  This  work  is  done  by  the  fishermen 
themselves.  The  black  membrane  is  removed  by  scraping 
with  a  knife,  and  the  gelatinous  matter  is  extracted  by 
squeezing  the  sponges  with  the  feet  on  the  deck  of  the 
boat.  The  sponges  are  then  rinsed  several  times  with  sea 
water.  When  this  is  done  the  sponges  are  threaded  on 
cords  and  hung  to  the  masts  to  be  dried.

Of  this  solution  five  ounces  is  added  to  each  ten 
gallons  of  water  and  used  for  destroying  worms  on 
bowling  greens.  The  solution  is  used  freely  so  as  to 
soak  the  ground. 

H.  B.  A.  W.  (18/2). — Colours  for-  foods. — Ponceau 
red  is  permitted  to  be  used  in  foodstuffs,  as  it  .is  non- 
poisonous.  We  cannot  definitely  recognise  the  names 
"  raspberry  red  "  and  "  aurantine."  Other  non-poisonous 
colours  are  :  Bed,  amaranth  and  erythrosine ;  Orange, 
orange  I ,-  1  <]L>ir,  naphthol  yellow,  tai'trazine,  yellow 
A.B.,  and  yellow  O.B.  The  names  you  mention  may  be 
synonyms  for  some  of  these.
